THE ARGENTINE FLAXSEED CROP 
APPARENTLY THE PRINCIPAL 
RESOURCE OF THE UNITED STATES 
NEXT YEAR—CANADA AND UNITED 
STATES REPORTS INDICATE 
DECLINE FROM LAST YEAR’S SMALL 


CROP. 


The situation in regard to flaxseed and its prod- 
uct, linseed oil, gives little hope of immediate relief 
from the record prices now obtained and from the 
shortage of seed for crushing. The new crop has 
only begun to move in the Northwest, and opinions 
as to the total production of seed for the present 
season are by no means optimistic. The Federal 
crop prognostication for August | shows a decline 
from the July estimate from 13,232,000 to 10,239,- 
000 bushels, a loss of 3,000,000 bushels in thirty 
days, while reports from our own correspondents in 
the fields estimate the possible total of both Canada 
and the United States at 12,000,000 bushels. 

In the meantime, the Argentine is establishing new 
records in the shipment of seed. The shipments from 
Buenos Aires for the year to date total 18,266,000 
bushels, as compared with a total of 11,277,000 
bushels for the same period last year. During the 
week just ended the port of Buenos Aires established 
anew record by the shipment of no less than 2,334,- 
000 bushels of seed, with a reduction of visible 
supply of but 400,000 bushels, indicating an into- 
sight movement of more than 1,900,000 bushels 
of seed. During the past fortnight the overseas 
shipment of seed from Buenos Aires to Great Britain 
was more than 2,000,000 bushels, and both Great 

ritain and the Continent are still buying. Late 
estimates put the possible crop in the Argentine next 
year at 30,000,000 bushels, and with shipping 
accommodations available, which was not true dur- 
ing the war, there should be little difficulty in mov- 
ing a large proportion of this crop into the United 
States. We depended largely upon Argentine seed 
last year, and there is every indication that the same 
conditions will prevail with respect to the 1919-1920 
crop. 

_ There have been reports in the local market dur- 
ing the week that the immense imports of seed by 
reat Britain and the lower prices prevailing there 
oF oll, as compared with the United States, would 
result M imports of linseed oil to this country from 
the United Kingdom, but the sale of thousands of 
tons of linseed oil by Great Britain to Germany, 
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much of which has not been delivered, seems to pre- 
clude such action, particularly when it is remem- 
bered that in the Reporter several weeks ago a 
report was printed of a parliamentary protest against 
the sale to erstwhile enemies of linseed oil at a low 
price, while the masier painters of England could 
not obtain oil enough to meet their orders for work 
neglected during four years of war. 

Principal factors in the linseed oil market in this 
country are frankly bullish, but the Argentine crop, 
as we have intimated, is the real key to the situation 
after February, 1920.

The time has come to eliminate double effort to 
accomplish a single object. With full appreciation 
of the efforts of the originators of the national 
“Clean Up and Paint Up’’ movement, with due 
credit to them for their unselfish and persistent ef- 
forts against great odds to launch this great national 
effort to promote civic pride, promote cleanliness 
and thrift and to beautify the homes of the nation, 
the Reporter believes that it has now become insistent 
that the paint and varnish industry, producer, dis- 
tributer, master painter and consumer should ask 
himself two questions: 


Has not “Clean Up” been emphasized in the lit- 
erature and the publicity work of the campaign 
to the disadvantage of “Paint Up,” without 
which the movement becomes one of municipal 
sanitation, and the principal objective of the 
paint industry in contributing to its campaign 
fund becomes lost ? 

not the work already done by the later devel- 
opment of the “‘Clean Up and Paint Up” 
movement, the “Save the Surface and You 
Save All’’ campaign more nearly that planned 
at the outset of the “Clean Up” campaign, 
and does it not portend more for the paint and 
varnish industries in their every branch than 
the effort “‘for better home towns”? 


To these two questions the Reporter would add 
a third, their legitimate corollary :— 


Is there any necessity for the rivalry of two such 
great movements, for two publicity funds, for 
two supervisory organizations, for two appeals 
to the public and to the industries, and, what 
is more to the point, for a double expenditure 
with consequent double subscriptions from the 
same donors ?

Admitting all the good accomplished by the 
Clean Up and Paint Up” movement, we believe 
that the interests of efficiency, economy, saving in 
duplicated effort and financial advantage to the mem- 
bers of the industries who have made both “Clean 
Up” and “Save the Surface’’ possible, demand 
serious consideration of the advisability of either 
combining the two, or of dropping the “‘Paint Up” 
from the elder program, thus making the original 
movement in name what it has virtually become in 
fact—a ‘“‘promoter of cleanliness, thrift and civic 
pride,”’ and as such a municipally, rather than trade, 
supported organization. 


From time to time, with reports of the “Clean 
Up and Paint Up” campaigns throughout the 
country, the Reporter has become more and more 
convinced that there has been more attention paid 
to ash barrels, garbage and waste paper in the cam- 
paign than to the beautifying of houses and business 
buildings by needed paint. Municipal committees 
have urged the sanitary reasons for the campaign; 
street cleaning departments and mayors have joined 
in the movement to secure such action on the part 
of the citizenry; and in the most recent notable exam- 
ple of municipal silver cup awards to a Massachu- 
setts city, the amount of painting accomplished— 
and cited somewhat vaingloriously in the summary 
of work done—was the protective coating of the 
city’s fire-alarm boxes with a new layer of red paint! 

The point at issue is this: —-Why should the paint 
and varnish industry assume the financial burden of 
converting the body politic of the United States to 
the necessity of keeping their backyards and alleys

The paint and varnish industries could then devote 
their funds, their efforts and the support of their 
associations to the furtherance of the movement epit- 
omized in the slogan, ‘Save the Surface and You 
Save All’’—a nation-wide project, which aims first 
and last to the benefit of the industries it represents, 
through the perfectly legitimate means of advertise- 
ments portraying the economic advantages of paint 
as an investment for the house or property owner, 
and without philanthropic tag or sop. Individuals 
in the industries could then, and it would be expected 
that they would, continue to contribute as individuals 
to “Clean Up,” or to any other purely civic organi- 
zation seeking sweetness and sanitation and security 
—and salaries. : 

The Reporter believes that the time for action has 
arrived. With the annual convention of the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, to be held next 
month at White Sulphur Springs, and with the 
annual appeal for the financing of “Clean Up and 
Paint Up” already in the mails, it is the psycholog- 
ical moment to decide on what the policy of the 
paint and varnish industries shall be. 

Are they to continue to support in increasing num- 
bers the “Save the Surface’’ movement as an invest- 
ment, frankly and openly a business-building plan 
for business men, or are they to continue to give with 
both hands as industrial entities, with conflict of in- 
terest and double-covering of the same ground on 
the plea of “homes and town beautiful’’ ? 

We respectfully suggest that the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, the Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the National Varnish. Man* 
ufacturers’ Association, all representatives of the 
same industries, unite in one concerted effort to 
reach the end desired—more business, better busi- 
ness, more permanent business; and that civic better- 
ment and municipal cleanliness be left to the indi- 
vidual and municipal purse, and not to the generos- 
ity of the manufacturers and distributers of paints 
and allied materials in the United States.

This will be the first real opportunity in three 
years for the great organizations in the drug, chem- 
ical, paint and oil industries to take decisive steps 
toward genuine constructive, co-operative effort to 
bring trade and business conditions in this country 
back to normal.

PAINTERS’ STRIKE 
STILL CONTINUES 


Commissioner of Conciliation 
Scores Strikers for Refusing 
to Meet Employees. 


The strike of the journeyman painters 
in New York, inaugurated about two 
weeks ago, which is based upon a de- 
mand of the painters for $1 an hour 
wages and a five-day weekly schedule, 
continues, and while some of the inde- 
pendent contractors are reported to have 
accepted the terms of the union, the Asso- 
ciation of Master Painters and ‘Decorators 
is still acting as a unit against the de- 
mand. The peculiar phase of the situa- 
tion is that while the Master Painters’ 
Association stands ready to treat with the 
union, the latter refuses to meet the asso- 
ciation. 

This has brought about an unprecedent- 
ed action on the part of R. M. Squiers, 
Commissioner of Conciliation of the U. 
S. Department of Labor. This action takes 
the form of an advertisement in the New 
York papers, over the signature of Mr. 
Squiers, in which he condemns the strik- 
ing painters for their attitude in refusing 
to meet with the master painters. 

This advertisement reads as follows :— 


STRIKING PAINTERS CRITICISED. 


A most unusual situation is presented in the 
present strike of painters. Organized labor has 
usually sought to deal with employers collec- 
tively rather than individually. We have here 
a case where a group of employers, the Asso- 
ciation of Master Painters and Decorators of 
the City of New York, offers to meet and deal 
collectively with the union, but the union re- 
— to have anything to do with the asso- 
ciation. 


The present demands were presented to in- 
dividual employers by circular letters dated 
July 26, 1919, in which August 15, 1919, was 
fixed as the date of effectiveness. The de- 
mands were presented as an ultimatum, no 
suggestion being made of conference or nego- 
tiations. In an agreement, however, between 
the Association of Master Painters and Dec- 
orators and District Council No. 9 of the 
Brotherhood of Painters, Decorators and Paper- 
hangers, which agreement was effective from 
April 1, 1919, to December 31, 1919, arbitra- 
tion is provided for any dispute or matter per- 
taining to the trade, and both parties sub- 
scribed to the fundamental principles set forht 
in the joint arbitration plan of the New York 
Building Trades. 

The reason given by the union for declining 
to deal with the Association of Master Painters 
and for disregarding the agreement with the 
association both as to period of effectiveness 
and arbitration machinery provided is that the 
Association of Master Painters failed to en- 
force the decision of a board of arbitration in 
the case of one employer. Whatever of merit 
there may be in the charge, much of it is lost 
by the unwillingness of the union to await or- 
derly procedure. 

In a telegram to the union the morning of 
August 11, I urged that the principle of col- 
lective negotiation and an orderly procedure 
be not upset and requested that a committee 
call at my office. No reply was received until 
the morning of the 13th, the day the strike 
was called, and which for some reason had 
been fixed two days earlier than the specified 
date of effectiveness of the demands previously 
presented. In a subsequent interview with the 
chairman of the Emergency Committee of the 
union no disposition was shown to end the 
strike other than by the capitulation of em- 
peevers, regardless of the time necessary to 
ring this about. Arbitration was in fact re- 
fused on the ground that they were arbitrating 
the matter by having each employer come in 
and sign the agreement. 

Now I have nothing to say as to the merits 
of the demands, though it may be remarked 
that the existing competition of wages and 
prices makes both of vital concern to the 
public, But the disregard of orderly procedure, 
the presenting of ultimatum subject to no com- 
promise or negotiations, the upsetting of the 
rinciple of negotiating collective rather than 
ndividual agrements is so contrary to the 
things for which organized labor has stood as 
to be of grave concern.

R. H. ADAMS OF AMERICAN LINSEED CO. 
BACK FROM EUROPE A BULL ON BUSINESS 


. H. Adams, president of the Ameri- 
can Linseed Company, was at his office 
last Friday for the first time since June 
30, on which date he sailed on the S. 8S. 
Aquitania to visit England, Holland and 
Belgium. Mr. Adams was accompanied 
by Mrs. Adams and they returned on the 
S. S. Noordam, which arrived on Thurs- 
day. When asked for a statement, by 
a representative of the Reporter, Mr. 
Adams said he thought the best state- 
ment he could make was “the good old 
U. S. A. was the best place on earth,” 
and that “he is a bull on business both 
present and future.’ 


While Mr. Adams’ trip was primarily 
for business he, with Mrs. Adams, visited 
a part of the devastated regions of Bel- 
gium and had planned to make a trip 
to the battlefields of France, but they 
concluded not to do so because of the 
terribly depressing effect of the places 
visited. 

To get.into shape the company’s gen- 
eral export business, particularly in lin- 
seed cake, and to reorganize their for- 
eign business, which had been greatly 
affected during the war, was the primary 
object of Mr. Adams’ trip overseas. 


Export Trade Possibilities. 


In speaking of the possibilities of ex- 
port business to the Reporter’s repre- 
sentative, Mr. Adams said that in his 
opinion the question of exchange was the 
most serious barrier and he felt that 
American and foreign manufacturers 
should come to some agreement in the 
matter of credits, establishing dollar ex- 
change and dollar credits or else, in his 
opinion, our export business would be 
considerably decreased. 

According to Mr. Adams, the market 
for linseed cake abroad is practically 
bare of stocks and the foreign buyer is 
looking to this country to supply the de- 
mand. He advanced it as his opinion 
that cake will remain as a fancy product 
and sell at a fancy price. He said it sold 
recently as high as $90, o. b. New 
York, -although the present i 


price is

around $85. Holland, said Mr. Adams, 
will probably be the largest buyer, while 
England and Belgium will also want con- 
siderable quantities.

As 
an illustration, Mr. Adams referred to 
a contract made in England shortly after 
the signing of the armistice to furnish 
Germany with 35.000 tons of linseed oil, 
which is equivalent to 210,000 barrels, 
and although several months have 
elapsed, but 20,000 tons or 120,000 bar- 
rels have been delivered. 


Oil Supplies Short. 


The supply of linseed oil not only in 
this country but throughout the world, 
according to the views held by Mr. 
Adams, is bound to be very short, at 
least until after the 1920 Argentine crop 
has been harvested, which takes place 
from December to February, and while 
Mr. Adams preferred not to make any 
prediction as to what the price for 
futures would be, he said the need for 
linseed oil is very great and is increas- 
ing. The tremendous building activities 
in this country and the repainting of old 
surfaces which have been allowed to re- 
main unpainted owing to the war, aside 
from the requirements for consumption 
in our own country, and the demand for 
export would of necessity be very large, 
and he ventured the opinion that Ger- 
many would be in the market for con- 
siderable quantities of oil, having been 
out of the market so for many years.

LINSEED OIL UNIT. 


Question of Basing | Prices on Pound 
or Gallon Standard Put to Vote 
in Trade. 


Dealers in linseed oil and consumers of 
this oil are being asked to vote on the 
question of whether or not they want to 
change the unit price of oil from a gallon 
to a pound basis. The leading crushers 
are sending out postal cards to all their 
customers spaced for a vote of “Yes” or 
“No” and reading as follows :— 

For some time the Linseed Crushers’ In- 
dustrial Council, of which our company is a 
member, has been conducting a work for the 
betterment of the conditions in the industry, 
which impose unfair burdens on manufac- 
turer, distributor and consumer. 

The Council has now under consideration a 
question of a substantial change in the mer- 
chandising policy of linseed oil—that is, 
changing the unit price of oil from a gallon 
to a pound basis. 

This change would mean that linseed oil 
would be quoted at so much per pound, and 
no recognition given to the gallon measure. 

As you know, the majority of vegetable 
oils are now sold on this pound basis, and in 
order that the Council may have the ad- 
vantage of full and complete expressions from 
its trade on this subject before making this 
change in policy, will you kindly register your 
vote by making a check opposite ‘‘Yes’’ if 
you recommend the change, and opposite 
‘“‘No"’ if you do not? 

Do not fail to note on the back of this card, 
before mailing the same to us, substantial 
reasons for your decision. 

We thank you for your co-operation in this 
matter in behalf of the interests of the in- 
dustry. 

The crushers say this is a matter that 
concerns their customers much more than 
it does them. When a crusher makes a 
contract to deliver oil the contract states 
very plainly that by a “gallon” is meant 
7% pounds of oil; so that the crushers 
really sell by weight to-day. Dealers, 
however, sell by measure, and it so hap- 
pens that a measured gallon of oil does 
not weigh exactly 7% pounds. The tem- 
perature has a good deal to do with the 
bulk, and a gallon of oil in cold weather 
weighs more than a gallon of oil in hot 
weather. It is said that the weight of an 
average gallon of oil is more nearly 7.65 
pounds than 7.5 pounds. So that the 
dealer who buys from the crusher by 
weight and sells by measure gets the 
worst of it. It is also argued that in 
other vegetable oils the unit is now the 
pound almost univérsally. Cottonseed 
oil used to be sold by the gallon, as were 
other oils, which are now sold by the 
pound. It is not expected that there will 
be much opposition to the proposed change 
from dealers, but some consumers do not 
look upon it with favor, as they say it 
would force them to change their for- 
mulas. 

If there is a strong enough sentiment 
expressed in favor of the change, the 
Linseed Crushers’ Industrial Council, 
which is father to the movement, will take 
steps to make the change. If all the 
crushers see fit to quote their prices by 
the pound instead of by the gallon, there 
is little doubt but that it would at once 
become the custom of the entire trade. 


Proctor & Gamble Co. Preferred Stock 
Issue of $9,866,000 to Be 
Offered Shareholders at Par. 


An issue of $9,866,000 of new preferred 
stock of the Proctor & Gamble Co. of 
Cintinnati, O., has been underwritten 
by the Guaranty Trust Co. and the Na- 
tional City Company and it will be of- 
fered to shareholders at par of $100 per 
share. Common shareholders will have 
the privilege of subscribing. Bankers of 
other cities are understood to have par- 
ticipated in the underwriting and _ ar- 
rangements are now being made to form 
a distributing syndicate. The issue is 
part of $45,750,000 6 per cent. preferred 
stock authorized by shareholders in July. 
It is cumulative as to 6 ger cent., but no 
more. Ahead of it is $2,350,000 8 per 
cent. preferred stock. The company also 
has outstanding $24,000,000 common 
stock. The new preferred is subject to 
redemption at 140 at the option of the 
directors. It carries no voting power 
unless dividends are in arrears for four 
quarterly payments.

The United States Board of General 
Appraisers has ordered a consignment of 
disinfecting liquids imported from the

lon. The goods in question had been 
entered at 4 shillings per imperial gallon 
and comprised a raw disinfectant. The 
shipment was invoiced on February 206, 
1919, and entered at the port of New 
York on April 2 last. Appraiser Brown 
in rendering the decision ordered the value 
of the casks to be added. 


Soya Bean Oil From Japan Ordered 
Reappraised in Yen. 


Two consignments of soya bean oil im- 
ported by Masuda & Co. from Kobe, 
Japan, were the subject of co-related de- 
cisions by the United States Board of 
Appraisers recently when Appraiser 
Adamson, for the board, ordered the con- 
signment of hardened soya bean oil in- 
voiced and entered at $7.50 per 1,000 gal- 
lons be reappraised at 24.17 yen per 100 
pounds, barrels and packing to be added. 
The second consignment, also of hardened 
oil, was invoiced and entered at $1,125 
per 1,500 gallons. This was ordered to 
be reappraised at 22.36 yen per 100 
pounds, plus cases and packing.

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SACCHARIN DELIVERIES 


DELAYED BY WAR 


INVOLVED IN $100,000 DAMAGE SUIT 





Action Brought by Harry Baron Against Monsanto Chemical 
Works Draws Forth Charge That Goods Delivered 
Were Tampered With. 


Deliveries of several thousand pounds 
of saccharin which are alleged to have 
been prevented by labor troubles, fires, 
shortage of materials and the requisi- 
tioning of the same by the Federal gov- 
ernment last year, are outlined by plain- 
tiff and defendant in a suit for $100,000 
damages brought in the New York Su- 
preme Court by Harry_ Baron against 
the Monsanto Chemical Works. Diverse 
statements are made by the litigants over 
the terms of a contract for 6,000 pounds 
of saccharin and a supplemental under- 
standing which is alleged to have been 
mutually agreed upon when the Mon- 
santo company found it impossible to 
make deliveries at the specified periods. 

Mr. Baron, who is a manufacturer of 
flavoring extracts, asserts through his 
attorney, Samuel J. Baron, that he con- 
tracted with the defendant company for 
the purchase of the saccharin on Octo- 
ber 1, 1917. The saccharin was to be 
shipped in varying quantities beginning 
January 1, 1918, with part of each con- 
signmnent containing soluble and insolu- 
ble saccharin. The agreed price was 
$5.50 a pound. 

Several consignments were shipped by 
the defendant in accordance with the 
contract, admits Mr. Baron, until he 
had received a total of 2,100 pounds for 
which he paid. He asserts that ship- 
ments then stopped and although he was 
ready to accept further allotments the 
defendants failed to send him any. The 


damages he sustained through the de- 
fendant’s omissions he computes at 
$100,000. 


An explanation of the Monsanto com- 
pany’s attitude was offered by its at- 
torney, Morris Blau, who acknowledges 
the terms of the contract which figures 
in the case. The lawyer declares that 
at various times during 1918 the defend- 
ant informed Mr. Baron that it was un- 
able to make deliveries under the said 
agreement at all times and in quantities 
provided for by reason of strikes, fires, 
accidents, war interference by civil and 
military authorities, a short supply of 
fuel to operate the company’s plants, 
shortage of raw materials and seizure 
by the government of raw materials. 

According to Mr. Blau this fact was 
communicated to the plaintiff, who, upon 
becoming aware of the contingencies 
which put the situation beyond the con- 
trol of the defendant, waived all deliv- 
eries under the terms of the contract. 

In January, 1919, says Mr. Blau, the 
defendant offered to make all deliveries 
of saccharin which had been suspended, 
at the rate previously agreed upon, but 
the plaintiff refused to accept any. fur- 
ther shipments and repudiated the con- 
‘tract. 

Several separate causes of defense are 
presented by the Monsanto company 
which alleges that the plaintiff violated 
the terms of the contract by disposing 
of the saccharin in its original packages 
after the quality had béen tampered 
with. 

Responding to the company’s answer 
Mr. Baron denied he sold the product to 
brokers, speculators and others for ex- 
port in violation of the agreement. Baron 
denied he had waived his rights for the 
deliveries, and asked Justice Peter A. 
Hendrick to direct the defendant to file a 
bill. of particulars. 

Justice Hendrick ruled that the plain- 
tiff was entitled to more information on 
certain facts, but refused to grant the 
application in its entirety. 


' Aberdeen Chemical Co. Sued For 
$10,000 For Alleged Non-De- 


livery of Syrup. 


Upon the alleged failure of the Aber- 
deen Chemical Company to deliver 700 
barrels of syrup for which they had con- 
tracted, Wright & Brown, Inc., import- 
ers and exporters, have begun a suit in 
the New York Supreme Court to recover 
damages of $10,000. Their complaint 
declares that Albert A. Rosch, doing bus- 
iness as the Aberdeen Chemical Com- 
pany, made two contracts for the sale 
of syrup and defaulted in both instances. 

On June 4, 1919, according to the 
plaintiffs, the defendant company agreed 
to sell 500 pounds of the product, agegre- 
gating 28,500 gallons, at 58 cents a gal- 
lon, for which a gross amount of $16,530 
was to be paid. Soon after a second 
order for 200 barrels, amounting to 11,- 
400 pounds, was accepted by the defend- 
ants, it is alleged, with the price being 
$7,638, or 67 cents a gollon. After the

Boyer Oil Company vs. Davies, Irwin, 
Inc., in Soya Bean Oil Suit. 


The Boyer Oil Company, Inc., of 25 
Broadway, has begun proceedings Se the 
Supreme Court to collect $3,775 balance 
alleged to be due on the sale of “Amity 
Brand Edible Soya Bean Oil” to Davies 
Irwin, Inc, 190 Broadway. The oil was 
sold for delivery during May-July, 1919 
at 19 cents. f. 0. b. discount of one-half 
of 1 per cent. for cash on delivery. 

The plaintiff claims it delivered 83 bar- 
se oes oil worth $5,857, and received 
2, on account. 3 é Z 
ie Suit was brought for 

In its answer the defendant states that 


of the first two shipments of oil received 
from Boyer Oil Company most of it was 
returned to defendant by customers, as it 
did not equal the sample, nor did it con- 
form to contract. Refusal to pay for the 
last two lots—a total of 54 barrels—was 
made known with the assurance that if 
new stock was sent according to sample it 
would be paid for, and the protes.ed stock 
returned. The original contract provided 
for the sale of 500 barrels of oil at a 
profit of 14%4c, per pound. 

It is alleged that a baker, who was 
supplied with some of the s\ock, charged 
that it ruined products when used as an 
ingredient ; he was reimbursed, it is stated 
in the answer. Loss of profits amounting 
to $2,710.41 is claimed in the answer, and 
it is explained that a check for the differ- 
ence between $3,775 and $2,710.41 was 
proffered. Also, that an offer was made 
on June 27 to submit proposition to arbi- 
tration, which was refused, although con- 
tract (offered as exhibit) provided for 
presenting controversy +0 a commission 
which could mutually be agreed upon by 
contracting parties. 


Olive Oil Foots Lose Weight in Tran- 
sit; Palm Oil Company Sues Rail- 
road for Excess Freight Charge. 


Whether there is a natural shrinkage in 
weight of olive oil foots, which cannot be 
overcome by either the shipper or carrier, 
is a question to be determined by the New 
York Supreme Court when an action 
brought by the Palm Olive Company 
against the Erie Railrad comes to trial. 
On two shipments, the plaintiff asserts, 
there was a net loss in weight of the con- 
signment for which the defendant com- 
pany is held liable. . 

The complaint, by Gilbert E. Roe. de- 
clares that the defendants received from 
Nittner & Slaviz, consignor, in this city, 
200 barrels of olive oil foots on July 7, 
1916, for shipment to the plaintiff at Mil- 
waukee. Wis. Subsequently it was dis- 
covered the consignment weighed 1,740 
pounds less than was billed. 

On June 20, 1916, a second shipment 
from the same consignor amounted to 271 
barrels, aggregating 116,466 pounds in 
weight, and when this arrived and the 
freight paid, a loss of 17,737 pounds was 
noted. The plaintiff states that a claim 
was duly presented to the railroad for 
2,569.35, represen.ing the excess freight- 
age and damages Suit is for that amount. 


Haarlem Oil Co. Asks $2,582 Dam- 
ages. from Union Mfg. Co. Al- 
leging Breach of Contract. 


A rising market value for a product 
known as “Compound,” manufactured by 
Moe Lewin, doing business as the Union 
Manufacturing Company, is advanced as 
the reason for the latter company to 
breach its contract for the delivery of 
86,196 pounds to the Haarlem Oil Com- 
pany, Inc., according to papers on file 
with the New York Supreme Court. 

The Haarlem company, by Abraham H. 
Sarrasohn, alleges that on April 5 last it 
contracted with the defendant for the pur- 
chase of 90000 pounds of the compound 
at an agred price of 22% cents a pound 
in tierces, or 22% cents in tubs, the mer- 
chandise to be delivered within 60 days 
and payable for ten days later. Under 
the terms of the contract the plaintiff was 
entitled to a discount of 1% per cent., 
if payments were made at the proper 
time. ‘ 





On- April 12 the defendant delivered 
3,804 pounds of “Compound,” but has 
since faled to observe the contractual 


relations for additional deliveries, it is al- 
leged. The oil company states that a re- 
quest was made for the balance of the 
order but this was ignored until at least 
the 60 days’ grace on the contract has 
expired. 

Since the purchase, asserts the Haarlem 
company, ‘tthe merchandise increased in 
value to 26% cents a pound in tierces and 
26% cents in tubs. The plaintiff declares 
it sustained damages equal to the differ- 
ence in market value and asks for 
$2,582.43. 


Lehn & Fink, Inc., Did Not Adopt 
Chemist’s Recommendations, Says 


Answer to $5,000 Damage 
Suit. 


Instead of profiting from any formulae 
evolved by Erwin F. Spellmeyer, a chem- 
ist, formerly in its employ, the drug firm 
of Lehn & Fink Inc., declare in an answer 
filed with the New York Supreme Court 
to a suit brought for damages of $5,000 
that his ideas were not adopted because 
they were impracticable. They declare 
that no special services were rendered by 
the plaintiff whereby he would be entitled 
to more than the compensation allowed 
him while in their employ. 

The answer of the defndants was sub- 
mitted by Wise & Selisberg, and admits 
that at various times between March and 
June, 1919, Mr. Spellmeyer was engaged 
as chemist to improve certain products 
manufactured by Lehn & Fink, Inc., un- 
der a special agreement by which he was 
to receive $10 a day. 

According to the arrangement made 
with Spellmeyer, contends the defendants 
he was to receive no further compensa- 


tion unless methods and formulae sub- 
mitted by him relating to “Lysol” and 
Pebeco, two preparations manufac- 


tured by the defendants, should be adopt- 





ed by the drug firm. None of the new 
me‘thods recommended by Spelimeyer 
was adopted, says the defendants, and 
he was paid $675.09 for his services, Prior 
to the commencement of the action Mr. 
Spellmeyer is said to have accepted pay- 
ment in satisfaction of all his claims. 


Carbolic Acid Seizure by Government 
and Cancellation of Export Li- 
cense Reasons Advanced for 
Contract Default. 


Seizure by the government for war 
purposes of a large consignment of car- 
bolic acid and cancellation of its export 
license are among reasons advanced by 
B. Brown & Brothers, Inc., for its inabil- 
ity to fulfill a contract made with an 
exporting firm, in defending a suit for 
$7,964.61 damages brought in the New 
York Supreme Court by Giroku Kawa- 
hara, engaged in the export business as 
Kawahara & Co. 

The plaintiff, represented by George C. 
DeLacy, makes the formal complaint that 
damages should be collected for failure of 
the defendants to deliver 110 tons of car- 
bolic acid bought at 60c. a pound for the 
first 100 tons and 10c. less a pound fer 
the remainder. In the answer presented 
by Olcott Bonynge, McManus & Ernst, 
admission is made that a contract for 100 
tons was entered into on October 10, 1917, 





and a subsequent agreement for 10 tons 
executed. 
In an affirmative defense the defend- 


ants acknowledge that the expression, c. i. 
f. Kobe, means that the person shipping 
the goods must pay the cost of trans- 
portation and insurance. Also it is con- 
ceded that the quality of the goods was 


technically described as carbolic acid, 
U. S. P., 39-41 M. P. P. pure white 
crystals. 


When the order was accepted, accord- 
ing to the defendants, both sides recog- 
nized the exigencies which might arise on 
account of the world war and understood 
that the defendants would first have to 
procure an export license from the gov- 
ernment before any shipment could be 
sent overseas. 


The defendants assert they applied for 
and obtained an export license and pre- 
pared to deliver 89 tons of carbolic acid 
by paying carriage charges of $1,502.05 
on the same. Soon after the export li- 
cense obtained was cancelled and the gov- 
ernment commandeered the carbolic acid 
consignment on the ground that it was 
urgently needed for the support of troops 
abroad. 


Olive Oil Cans Not Paid For, Alleges 
Complaint in Suit to Recover 
$2,978. 


Many thousand olive oil containers of 
the Parola brand figure in a suit brought 
in the New York Supreme Court against 
Socrates Moscahlades and Stylianus Mos- 
cahlades, doing business as Moscahlades 
Brothers, for the recovery of $2,978.39 in 
damages. The plaintiffs are Dominick 
Cordiano and Charles Cordiano, co-part- 
ners of Cordiano Brothers. Through 
Jesse Weil, an attorney of No. 50 Broad 
street, the plaintiffs allege they agreed 
to sell to the defendants on contract 46,- 
560 tins used for olive oil and began mak- 
ing deliveries after July, 1918, the de- 
fendants receiving and paying for 23,191 
cans. Other shipments were made, but the 
defendants are alleged to have failed to 
pay for them. 


Tower Chemical Co. Denies Allega- 
tions in Suit of Strathmore 
Paper Co. 


Samuel Keepnews, an attorney, in be- 
half of the Tower Chemical Company, 
Inc., filed an answer in the New York 
county clerk’s office to an action brought 
by the Strathmore Paper Company for 
damages growing out of a deal in caustic 
acid, denying the allegations of the plain- 
tiff. The Tower Chemical Company, says 
Mr. Keepnews, denies knowledge or in- 
formation sufficient to form a belief that 
the allegations made by the plaintiff com- 
pany are correct. Further, a demand Is 
made for judgment on the complaint by 
the lawyer. 


Kings County Chemical Works Ob- 
tains Judgment Against Marell 
Chemical Co. 


Judgment for $4,128 has been filed in 
the New York county clerk’s office against 
the Marell Chemical Company and in 
favor of Robinson Brothers, doing busi- 
ness as the Kings County Chemical 
Works. Service of the complaint was 
made upon Joseph J. Bars, treasurer of 
the judgment debtor company. It was 
alleged that the defendant was indebted 
to the extent of $4,073 on account of mer- 
chandise bought between January 15 and 
June 17 last, and for cash advances. 


Aetna Explosives Company Receivers 
Directed to Turn Over $1 ,500,- 
000 to Company. 


The receivers of the Aetna Explosives 
Company have been directed by Federal 
Judge Mayer to turn over to the com: 
pany a total of $1,500.000 in cash and 
securities. They have also been author- 
ized by the court to retain enough cash, 
securities and other current assets in 
their possession to insure the payment 
of all liabilities and obligations, includ- 
ing those contained in a memorandum 
of agreement between J. & W. Seligmar 


& Co. and the Aetna Explosives Com- 
pany. In the petition for authority to 


turn over the sum mentioned the receiv- 
ers stated that they needed the amount

The proviso that the Commissioner may au- 
tomatically extend any permits granted after 
August 31 in any year to December 31 of the 
succeeding year is made to apply to permits to 
manufacture, prescribe, sell or transport liquor 
and is reasonable and fair to legitimate phar- 
maceutical and industrial interests and the 
public depending upon _them alike. Unfor- 
tunately, the effect of this proviso is destroyed 
by the sentence following it, which limits the 
life of a permit to purchase liquor to ninety 
ral druggists generally purchase alcohol 
and wine for necessary medicinal purposes in 
small quantities, to meet their needs only for 
a few weeks or less, because they do not pos- 
cess the capital to enable them to tie it up 
in large stocks of alcohol and wine or any- 
thing else. To require them to obtain a per- 
mit to purchase alcohol and wine every ninety 
day and furnish a new bond at the same time 
every ninety days would call for such an ex- 
penditure of time, money. and labor that it 
would result necessarily either in the higher 
cost of drugs and medicines or going out of 
business, It was such a hardship on retail 
druggists to furnish a bond when _ permits 
were issued under existing non-beverage al- 
cohol regulations of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau, continuing in force indefinitely, that 
they were compelled to make contracts with 
bonding companies in large. numbers through 
their associations, thus obtaining a lower rate 
of premium; and these bonds were accepted 
by the government as a permanent guarantee. 
The Commissioner is given the power to re- 
voke permits for just cause, so that it is 
entirely unnecessary to limit the life of a 
permit to purchase to ninety days. It is just 
as necessary for the legitimate needs of phar- 
macy an dthe public to have permits to pur- 
chase continue in force indefinitely when their 
use is not abused as it is to have permits to 
manufacture, prescribe, sell or transport liquor 
effective from August 31 in any year to Decem- 
ber 31 of the succeeding year with the ap- 
proval of the Commissioner. The privilege 
granted in the one case cannot be exercised 
in the other. Unless the ninety-day limitation 
is eliminated the interruption to the legitimate 
drug business and practice of pharmacy, not 
to mention industries generally, and the added 
cost of production will be so serious’that we 
feel confident the members of your honorable 
committee will not permit it. 

Senator Sterling of South Dakota, who 
has charge of the prohibition bill, has 
served notice that he will move that 
it be made the unfinished business of the 
Senate as soon as the oil leasing bill is 
out of the way. This would give it a 
privileged status when it would come up 
automatically every day at 2 o'clock until 
passed, 


The prohibition enforcement bill was 
favorably reported from the full Senate 
Committee on Judiciary by Senator Ster- 
ling of South Dakota chairman of the 
sub-committee that drafted amendments 
to the bill as it came from the House. 
In reporting the measure from the com- 
mittee to the Senate Mr. Sterling an- 
nounced that at the earliest opportunity 
he would move to proceed to the consider- 
ation of the bill. It was stated at the 
Judiciary Committee offices that no ma- 
terial changes were made in the bill by 
the full committee after the sub-commit- 
tee had reported.

PHENOL SURPLUS SALE. 


Monsanto and Barrett Companies Will 
Dispose, of Government's 


28,000,000 Pounds. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Aug. 1919. 


Recognition of St. Louis as one of the 
greatest chemical manufacturing and 
selling centres in the United States was 
given this week when the Monsanto 
Chemical Works of St. Louis, and the 
Barrett Company of St. Louis and New 
York were awarded the contracts for 
placing on the market the United States 
Government’s supply of phenol. There 
is about 28,000,000 pounds of the chem- 
ical on the hands of the government. 


Announcement of the contract award 
was made by Representative Dyer of St. 
Louis, who placed the name of the Mon- 
santo Chemical Works before the depart- 
ment. Under the contract the two firms 
will dispose of the product at prices to 
be set by the government. 

While no official announcement to the 
effect was made at the time, when the 
contracts were awarded it was distinctly 
understood that there is to be a “gentle-

men’s” agreement between the United 
States and England whereby English 
firms will not attempt to sell phenol in 
this country and vice versa. It will be 
remembered that an unsuccessful effort 
was made once to prevent the sale of 
phenol manufactured in the United 


States in European markets. 


BIOLOGICAL CHEMISTS. 


Incorporated in New York State— 
Noted Biologists as Charter 
Members. 


Prominent educators and chemists of 
this country and Canada have organized 
the American Society of Biological Chem- 
ists, Inc., which has received the approval 
of Justice Richard P. Lydon, of the Su- 
preme Court, in its application for a 
certificate of incorporation. 

The temporary directors stated in their 
petition that the society’s purpose was “to 
further the extension of biochemical 
knowledge and to facilitate personal in- 
tercourse between American investigators 
in biological chemistry.” 

This decision to incorporate was reached 
at a meeting held June 18 last, with the 
organizers agreeing to devote the society's 
activities principally in Manhattan where 
headquarters will be established. Under 
the by-laws adopted the annual meeting 
will be held the last Monday of December 
each year and seven directors will be 
elected to direct the affairs of the society.

It contains 
changes and new matter relating to in- 
flammable liquids, zinc dust, arsenic, ar- 
senate of lead, calcium arsenate, etc., and 
manufactured articles made from or con- 
taining pyroxylin plastics.

Newport Chemical

DRUG REPORTER 


DYESTUFFS BILL 
WILL BE FOUGHT 
Licensing Measure Cannot Come 


Up Till After Sept. 8— 
Potash Bill Fight Also. 





WASHINGTON, Aug. 22, 1919. 
The dyestuffs protection and licensing 


bill will hardly come up in the House un- 
til some time after September 1, accord- 
ing to the judgment of Chairman Ford- 
ney, of the Ways and Means Committee, 
as the understanding when it was reported 
was that it would not be taken up on the 
floor of the House until after the period 
of the proposed recess. There has been 
no recess except for a few days, but the 
proposed period for it runs until Septem- 
ber 8. 

Mr. Fordney told a representative of 
the Reporter that he expects a good deal 
of opposition to the dyestuffs bill Be- 
sides the Republican opposition, headed by 
Representative Moore, the Democratic 
members of the committee, headed by Mr. 
Kitchin, will make a fight against the bill. 
Representative Longworth, sponsor for 
the bill, is out of town. 

Mr. Kitchin, of North Carolina, ranking 
Democratic member of the committee, 
stated that the Democrats will make their 
fight on the proposition that there should 
be no new duties provided at this time, 
because there is a lack of information as 
to the cost of production at home and 
abroad. Instead, he says, the tariff com- 
mission, while studying cost of production, 
ete., for the next two years, should be em- 
powered to receive applications for li- 
censes from American manufacturers and 
others who say they need dyes that they 
ean not obtain in this country or for 
which they would have to pay excessive 
prices if they could obtain them. The 
commission could grant licenses for im- 
ports when necessary, says Kitchin. He 
considers this plan preferable to the 
Longworth bill plan for a private board 
to grant import licenses. 

There is no secret that this last feature 
of the Longworth bill has not been sup- 
ported by Chairman Fordney. In fact, he 
voted against it in committee, but since a 
majority of the committee saw fit to re- 
port out the bill containing this feature, 
Fordney thinks he should support the 
majority plan. However, he does not like 
it as tending to foster monopoly. The 
private board or commission, he fears, 
will grant licenses to favorites. 

This situation is closely related to the 
operations of the Chemical Foundation, in 
the opinion of Fordney. That organiza- 
tion is granting few licenses, he says, and 
also tends toward monopoly. 

Mr. Fordney says that the zine and 
magnesite bills will be taken up as soon 
as possible and also the latest tariff bill 
reported by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee to protect potato flour and potato 
starch. 

Mr. Fordney further said that the com- 
mittee would be called together to con- 
sider the potash protection bill, and that the 
situation looks good for it, although Demo- 
erats are opposing the bill. Mr. Fordney 
wants to wait, if practicable, until Rep- 
resentative Moore, of Pennsylvania, who 
favors the potash bill, returns to Wash- 
ington. Moore is in the midst of a 
campaign in Philadelphia, it is reported. 

Col. Myron Parker, attorney for the 
American Potash Producers’ Association, 
is optimistic over the prospect for potash 
protective legislation. He expects no re- 
sults from the last protest of Frederick 
W. Brown, secretary of the association, 
to Vance MeCormick, chairman of the 
War Trade Board section of the State 
Department. 

The Senate Committee on Finance has 
received many applications from manu- 
facturers of chemical glassware and opti- 
eal glass who want hearings on the pro- 
tective bill that has passed the House. 
The Finance Committee, however, appears 
to be in no hurry to take up this or any 
other tariff or tax bill. : 

The House of tepresentatives on 
Thursday passed the tungsten protection 
bill. 


POTATO STARCH TARIFF. 


Chairman Fordney of Ways and 
Means Committee Favors Higher 
Duty on Potato Starch 

; and Flour. 


WASHINGTON, Aug 1919. 
Chairman Fordney,. of the House Ways 
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and Means Committee. has submitted to 
the House a report on the bill of Rep- 
resentative Morin “to promote the pro- 


duction of potato flour and starch in the 
United States.” The report states :—

FERTILIZER TIE-UP. + 
Labor Rather Than Cars the Bugbear, 


According to Soil Improvement 
Committee Manager. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 1919. 


That the present bugbear of the ferti- 
lizer manufacturer in Chicago is the la- 
bor situation rather than the shortage of 
cars is the opinion of J. W. Henceroth, 
Western editorial manager of the Soil Im- 
provement Committee. The month of 
September, however, he declared in an 
interview today, presents a_ sufficiently 
different situation to cause members of 
the industry real alarm. 

“There is a double detriment at the 
present time which is certain to affect 
the shipments of fertilizer,’’ he declared. 
“I do not believe the situation is as bad 
in Chicago as in the East, but it is suffi- 
ciently serious to cause alarm. The local 
manufacturers say they have as many 
orders as they can fill at the present 
time. Many of the farmers are fully 
awake to the hazard of placing their 
orders at a later date, and have made 
provisions for early shipments. It will 
require approximately 3,000 cars to carry 
the maximum quantity of fertilizer which 
Chicago manufacturers can ship. 


Potash Corporation, With $5,000,000 
Capital, Chartered in Maryland. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 22, 1919. 

The incorporation papers for a $5,009,- 
000 potash producing company were filed 
with the State Tax Commissioner yes- 
terday afternoon by Lee S. Meyer. The 
name of the new corporation is the 
United States Potash Company and the 
incorporators mentioned are Howard S. 
Jefferson, Francis T. Whitney, who is 
in the city directory as president of an 
orchard company, with residence at Elk- 
ton, Md., and Arthur T. Wolfenden, a 
real estate man.

Manufacturers of the basic: material of 
jron blues are behind in their deliveries, 
and there has been an advance of 1@ 
%, a pound in the spot price. Natu- 
rally such a condition of affairs makes 
for firmness in the market for blues, 
and greens and yellows also show 
strength. The consumption of paint at 
the present time is so heavy as to make 
the future of the dry color market very 
flattering, and there is a constant in- 
crease in the export demand. The cost 
of production is steadily increasing in 
manufactured colors, and this fact pre- 
vents any talk of lower prices at this 


Tr Blacks. 


The demand for blacks continues in 
about the same way it has been run- 
ning along for some time. There is a 
good routine demand for all the blacks, 
and the undertone of the market is 
steady. Prices are unchanged. Bone, 
powdered, is quoted at 5%@12c.; car- 
bon gas at 12@25c.; charcoal at 6@7c.; 
drop at 5%@lic.; ivory at 16@30c.; 
lampblack at 15@45c.; vine at 4@5c.; 
and mineral blacks at $35@40 a ton. 


Blues. 


Iron blues are still quoted at 65c., 
but producers do not hesitate to say 
that there will be an advance in the 
price if the yellow prussiate of soda 
market should work higher, as it seems 
likely to do. The demand is fairly 
steady, although there has been enough 
buying recently to place consumers in 
a better position than they were not 
long ago, when they were holding back 
hoping for a further reduction in the 
price. Iron blues are selling at a price 
less than half what they were quoted 
at a year ago, and in these days of high 
prices it would be difficult to find an- 
other example such as this in any line. 
This is in the face of the fact that fac- 
tory costs are higher than they were a 
year ago. There continues to be an ac- 
tive demand for ultramarine, and as 
usual the demand is most active for the 
lowest grades. There is a very good 
demand from South America for low- 
grade ultramarine. 


Browns. 


What has been said of the market in 
a general way applies to browns.

English vermilion declined 10c. to 
$1.55 on a reduction in the price of 
quick silver. Quotations are as fol- 
lows:—Alizarine lake, $2.50@ 33; car- 
mine, No. 40 and amaranth, $5@5.10;

Yellows. 


Chrome greens have held steady for 
some time at 23c. for lemon, 24c. for 
medium and 25c. for dark. The market 
is firm at this level, and there is more 
talk of a possible advance than of any 
decline, While the demand has not 
been particularly brisk this week, there 
has been a good business doing re- 
cently, and the market undoubtedly 
rests upon a firm foundation. The de- 
mand for French ocher continues good. 
First quality French is quoted at 4% 
@5%c., and medium domestic at $30 
@40 a ton. Zinc yellow is in good de- 
mand at 45@48c. 


COLORS IN OIL. 


The demand for mixed paints con- 
tinues good with most manufacturers 
crowding the capacity of their plants 
to fill orders booked some time ago. 
Labor disputes and other obstacles are 
not decreasing consumption to any 
extent, and the outlook is for a con- 
tinuation of the demand for some time 
to come. Costs are constantly becom- 
ing greater, so there is no disposition 
to look forward to lower prices in the 
near future, and consumers are not 
disposed to hold back orders. In 
many localities the store trade is so 
good that dealers have difficulty in 
keeping stocks on hand large enough 
to meet the demands of their trade. It 
has been a wonderful season, since 
business started up, and the days when 
the paint industry was _ practically 
working for the United States govern- 
ment have been forgotten. It seems 
to be the opinion of the best posted 
men in the trade that the fall business 
is going to be just as good as the sum- 
mer business. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


There continues to be a good de- 
mand for all sorts of paint materials, 
as is natural with the domestic con- 
sumption of paints as heavy as it is 
today. .Barytes, china clay and other 
minor paint materials are all steady, 
and in good demand. The inside price 
on imported china clay is a little lower 
than it was a short time ago, but there 
has been no reduction on the best 
grades. Barytes are firm, and the in- 
dustry is well engaged. 

BARYTES.—American barytes pro- 
ducers look upon German competition 
as something that is far removed, and 
they are very busy just now with 
every prospect of a continued active 
demand. There is every reason to ex- 
pect that production figures will be 
considerably larger this year than last 
year, although it is doubtful if the pro- 
duction of crude barytes will be as 
large as in 1896, as labor is high priced 
and hard to get. There has been no 
change in the situation since our last 
report. Producers are busy with 
orders already on their books, and 
lithopone makers continue to be eager 
buyers of all loose crude barytes. The 
price holds steady at $21@21.50 a ton, 
naked, at the mills, and there is no 
talk of price shading.

$35@ 40 a ton. 

CASEIN.—There has been no change 
in the casein market this week. The 
demand is good for this season of the 
year. The demand from the paini 
trade has been much heavier than it 
promised to be early in the season, and 
there has been a very fair demand 
from outside of the paint industry. As 
has been stated, there has been so lit- 
tle casein coming in from South 
America that there has been no active 
competition with the domestic goods, 
There were several shipments of South 
American casein received this week, 
the first for some time. These ship- 
ments totaled 18,400 bags. 

COPPER OXIDE.—There isa steady 
demand for copper oxide right along, 
as there is a good deal of ship bottom 
paint being used in this country at 
this time. The market is steady at 22 
@24c. a pound. 

“CHINA CLAY.—There is a good de- 
mand for imported china clay, as there 
has been for some time. The arrivals 
recently have been large enough to 
prevent anything like a scarcity, but 
stocks are not particularly large. Some 
imported clay is offered as low as $18 
a ton, and the range quotation is $18@ 
23.50 a ton, as compared with a former 
quotation of $19@23.50. Domestic clay 
is in fair demand. It is quoted at 
$8@20.00. 

PUTTY.—There is a steady routine 
demand for putty, and the high grades 
are particularly strong, although the 
most active demand seems to be for 
commercial putty.

WINDOW GLASS. 


About half the hand factories have 
resumed operations under the produc- 
tion agreement as decided upon this 
year, but this fact is not going to make 
window glass very plentiful. The de- 
mand this summer has exceeded all ex- 
pectations, and stocks in all hands are 
small. This is true of all grades of 
glass. It is difficult for jobbers to 
keep their supples large enough to 
meet the demands of their customers, 
and producers are in a position to hold 
very stiffly to the quoted discounts. 
While the demand for all grades 1s 
very active, there has been a specially 
good demand recently for high grades. 
The increase in building operations all 
over the country has been enormous, 
but the work on the architects’ tables 
is said to promise even a greater ac- 
tivity in this line, so that the demand 
for window glass is sure to continue 
véry active, and it is certain that the 
carry-over in producers’ hands at the 
end of the year will be a very small 
one. There will be no such curtail- 
ment of production next season as 
there has been this if the labor is ob- 
ta nable. 


Members of St. Louis Union No. 204, 
Automobile, Car and Coach Painters, 
were given an increase of five cents an 
hour, starting Aug. 18, and an exten- 
sion to their contract covering this in- 
crease until February 1, 1920. The in- 
crease was granted voluntarily by 
employers as the former contract had 
until September 1 to run.

The prediction by 
export rail and water transportation factors 
that the whole price situation in this coun- 
try will be forced down by the reduction in 
foreign shipments is received with a certain 
amount of confidence by local factors. In 
fact, there is a substantial amount of pes- 
sSimism evident about the market, and the 
half-acknowledged possibility of  ever-in- 
creasing governmental regulation of the task 
of provisioning the world enters into this 
pessimism. As to quotations, the last figure 
for prime oleo stearine sets the new index 2 
cents lower, that commodity selling at 25c. 
The oleo oils, however, and several other 
grades are holding for the most part at last 
week's figures.

Deal- 
ers blame the present high cost agitation as 
the conspicuous and chief reason for the bad 
feeling of the market. Behind the agitation, 
of course, are even more serious factors, 
such as the decline of the currency, indus- 
trial troubles, etc., which are felt by the 
market factors to foreshadow conditions 
leading to closer governmental control. The 
Situation in England is being watched very 
closely here, and with great anxiety. Export 
demand for tallow has fallen off to an 
enormous extent, and domestic oil is largely 
absent, so the amount of trade which has 
gone on has been exceedingly light.

DEGRAS.—Conditions are practically un- 
changed in the degras market, since the 
trade has been so dull! all along that even a 
marked general decline could hardly make 
them much worse. The quotation still re- 
mains 5@b6c. 

HORSE.—Chicago dealers are quoting 
horse oil at 15% @1é6c. this week, and report 
a standstill trade. Every condition is bad 
just now in the horse oil market. Stocks are 
very low in the first place, and demand has 
been apathetic for a long time in addition. 
So it only needs the poor condition now pre- 
vailing in the general market to put the 
final quietus on trade, 

NEATSFOOT.—Conditions in the local 
neatsfoot oil market are practically un- 
changed this week, the quotation for 40 to 45 
degree cold test prime neatsfoot oil remain- 
ing at $1.40. No sales of any importance 
were reported, and business has been dull. 

OLEO.—-Firmness prevailed in the oleo oil 
market in spite of the great decline in 
Stearines and related commodities. Al- 
though trade was very dull, dealers regard 
the strength of the market as a good omen 
for future recovery. Extra oleo oil was last 
quotable at 30@3lc., and No. 2 at 26@27c. 
Oleo stock was selling late this week at 27 
@ 28c, 

RED.—This was a poor week for red oil, 
and in sympathy with greases and related 
commodities it experienced a decline back to 
some out-of-date quotations. Distilled red oil 
now sells at 174%@18c, and the saponified 
grade is quotable at the same figure. This 
slump from a 20c. top was as sudden as the 
leap to that figure some weeks ago. 

STEARIC ACID.—Prime triple pressed 
Stearic acid remained fairly firm at 28@30c. 
this week, with the double pressed selling 
between 26c. and 28c. Trade was pretty dull, 
and the tone of the market far from confi- 


dent. 
Fish Oils. 


COD.—Fish oils were fairly firm in Chi- 
cago this week, but trade was dull. Some 
dealers reported a total lack of activity in 
the fish market, but this was not universally 
true. However, the generally poor buying 
feeling was in evidence here, and trade was 
quiet. Cod was selling very slowly at about 
the same figure of $1.05, eastern seaboard. 

DOGFISH.—Pressed dogfish liver gil is 
quotable here at 14%c. f. o. b. coast, with 
no sales of any importance reported. In 
common with the other oils, the week's trade 
Was very weak. 











HERRING.—No change of any importance 
is to be reported of the Chicago herring oil 
market this week. The quotation remained 
at l4c. a pound, f. o. b. coast, with pretty 
light trade. General market conditions were 
too poor to allow of any great activity in the 
herring oil and other fish oil markets. 


MENHADEN.—The chief difficulty in the 
week's menhaden market was scarcity, as 
inquiry continued to be pretty active for the 
oil, much more so than usual, than for most 
of the other fish oils. Light pressed men- 
haden in barrels was quotable at $1.32, f. o b. 
New York, and for carload lots $1.30 was 
the rule. Crude sold around $1.22, but was 
in pretty short supply this week. 

SALMON.—Quotations for salmon oil this 
week were about $1@1.10, and trade only 
moderate. Receipts have fallen off markedly 
in the last few days, and offerings have been 
fewer than usual. 

SARDINE.—Sardine oil is selling at l3c. a 
pound, f. o. b. coast, in Chicago this week. 
A comparatively fair amount of trade was 
evident in the oil, in spite of the bad mar- 
ket conditions. Interest was not at all as 
active as it was a few weeks ago, however. 

SPERM.—tThe 48-degree cold test sperm 
oil was offering in small quantities at $2.10 
Boston, and the 45-degree cold test at $2.05. 
Trade was necessarily light this week, since 
interest and receipts were low. 

WHALE.—On a light demand, whale oil 
was quotable at 16@1i17c. this week—the old 
quotation, which has remained firm, as most 
of the fish oil figures have, in sptte of the 
storm raging around the market.

On the first of 
on this estimate was cut to 13,232,- 
00 bushels and the first of this month, 
7 stimate of 10,239,000 bushels was 
aie out. To say that conditions have 
oa so bad this month as to cause a 
joss of a million and a quarter bushels 
would seem to be taking an extremely 
pessimistic view of the situation. It 
{ll be some time before the move- 
mat of new crop seed will become 
seavy enough to be a matter of much 
interest, and it will be a good while 
before it will be known with any de- 
gree of certainty what the approximate 
crop will be. It is certain that no 
matter what the domestic and Cana- 
dian crops are this country is going 
to need a great deal of foreign seed, 
and, fortunately, it looks as though by 
the time the American crop is con- 
sumed, Argentina will be in a position 
to supply all the seed that will be 
needed. There is some Japanese seed 
being offered in the West, and some 


Manchuria seed; but buyers are not 
little interested. It seems, however, 
that—unless the American farmer 


takes a different view of flax than he 
ever has before—this country will 
come to depend more and more upon 
Argentine flax. If this is to be the 
case it is fortunate that possibilities 
in this direction are practically limit- 
less, Given the price that will encour- 
age it, and Argentina can raise enough 
flaxseed to supply the world. — It is 
evident that everyone underestimated 
this year’s Argentina crop. Just how 
large it is going to turn out to be is 
still a question, but the figures of the 
movement are certainly interesting to 
American consumers of linseed oil. The 
shipments from Buenos Ailes thus far 
this year total 18,266,000 bushels, as 
compared with 11,277,000 bushels for 
the same period last season. The vis- 
ible supply is 2,000,000 bushels; so that 
the total into-sight for the year to 
date is 20,266,000 bushels. Early esti- 
mates of 20,000,000 bushels for the 
crop were considered liberal. The re- 
markable feature of the situation, how- 
ever, is the great into-sight movement 
for this season of the year. Exports 
from Buenos Aires this week reached 
the record breaking total of 2,334,000 
bushels, and yet the visible supply de- 
creased only 400,000 bushels—indicat- 
ing an into-sight movement for the 
week of 1,934,000 bushels. It would be 
foolish to contend that the end of the 
movement is near when seed can be 
brought into-sight as rapidly as this. 
In the last two weeks exports from 
Buenos Aires to Great Britain have 
been 2,006,000 bushels. During the 
same time exports to this country 
have been 945,000 bushels. The short 
crop in India is making Great Britain 
more of an active competitor with this 
country for Argentina seed than it 
would be under normal conditions. It 
is quite probable that Great Britain 
will be a heavy buyer of the next crop 
of South American seed, however. The 
Continent has taken 4,571,000 bushels 
of Argentina seed thus far this year, 
and is reported to still be a free buyer 
in the Buenos Aires market. This 
country had to depend largely upon 
Argentine seed last year, but had no 
competition from the Continent then, 
and not a great deal from Great Bri- 
tain. Exports to this country from 
Buenos Aires for the year have been 
8,019,000 bushels, as compared with 
8,870,000 for the same period last year, 
but at this time last year there was 
little or nothing moving, so that this 
year’s total will soon be larger than 
that of last year. 

This is the seeding season in Argen- 
tina and the weather has thus far been 
very favorable for planting. It is es- 
“mated that there will be an increase 
M acreage of at least 20 per cent. Of 
course, everything depends upon the 
Weather; but it seems very probable 
that the next Argentina crop may be 
Well over 30,000,000 bushels, given a 
sod Season. It must be remembered 
that with the great increase in Amer- 
‘an shipping it is going to be much 
easier to move the seed in the future 
than it has been in the past.

MINNEAPOLIS. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 22, 1919. 
The demand for flaxseed is quite keen 
and offerings are heavier than the trade 


expected. Local prices diverted the in- 
terior movement to the local market and 
most of the seed is coming here. Re- 
ceipts for the week totalled a trifle bet- 
ter than they did during the preceding 
week. Some of the seed was applied on 
arrive sales and spot offerings were very 
light. A number of sack and bulkhead 
lots helped to swell the total for the 
week and owing to the scarcity the de- 
mand for these small lots proved to be 
good and the buyers paid close to car- 
load lot prices for them. 


Offerings to arrive are extremely light 
and indications continue to point to the 
exhaustion of the farm reserve. Line 
elevator companies are getting very lit- 
tle seed. Independent shippers are of- 
fering practically nothing to arrive, so 
their purchases must be light. 

Two thousand tons of Japanese seed 
are offered for sale in the local market, 
but the crushers here show little interest. 
Sales have been made to outside crush- 
ers with more or less regularity and the 
handlers are disposing of their amounts 
in a sluggish way. No further offerings 
of Manchurian seed reported lately. 

Owing to the light receipts the crush- 
ers have been drawing on elevator stocks 
more freely and a loss of 53,000 bushels 
was recorded for the past week. 


Rains in North Dakota and Montana 
helped out the crop situation some and 


there was no loss in prospects during 
the past week. Where moisture was the 
only detriment the situation was good. 
Threshing operations in Minnesota con- 
tinue and some of the new seed is be- 
ginning to come to country elevators. 
Although quite a bit of this new seed 
has been purchased on the arrive basis. 
no cars have been received at Minne- 
anolis so far. Some are expected daily. 
There is a good demand for arrive offer- 
ings of new or old seed.

Receipts of flax at this point are al- 
most a blank, so far as the tally sheets 


are concerned. Today they are com- 
pletely blank. There is but little to 
come anyway, and what is being sent 
to market is going to Minneapolis, where 


a loud cry for seed is being emitted from 
the mills there. There is very little 
activity on the local market, for there 
is nothing to work on. What little seed 
there is still remains in the hands of 
the crushers, and the rank and file of 
the traders are simply idling. 


Reports from the Northwest are grow- 
ing more and more discouraging. Indi- 
cations are that this continent will not 
produce more than 12,000,000 bushels of 
flax all told. Eight million is the best 
that the American side of the line can 
possibly do, it is asserted, and as for 
Canada, the 6,000,000 estimate of a few 
weeks ago is now reduced to 4,000.000 
bushels. New breakings in Southern 
Saskatchewan have not panned out as 
well as hoped, and similar conditions to 
those in Montana prevail. 


That the new crop will see still higher 
prices is the consensus of opinion here, 
for conditions will be far worse than 
they have been at any time this year, 
unless all reports are erroneous, and 
there seems but little chance of that. Al- 
ready the crushers are accused of try- 
ing to bear the next season’s crop. They 
have already arranged their plan of bat- 
tle sufficiently to have established a 
spread of 40 cents between spot seed 
and the November option, but just how 
long they will be able to continue the 
fight remains to be seen. As soon as 
any activity appears, it is figured that 
the speculators will get in strong and 
bull the market.

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BUENOS AIRES. 


Recording-breaking exports were 
the features of the Buenos Aires flax- 
seed market this week. The exports 
totalled 2,334,000 bushels, of which 
1,360,000 went to Great Britain, 680,000 
to the United States and 294,000 to 
the Continent. It is evident that all 
estimates of this year’s crop were too 
small, and the way seed is still com- 
ing into sight would seem to indicate 
that the invisible supply is much the 
largest ever known at this season of 
the year, in spite of the fact that 18,- 
266,000 bushels have already been ex- 
ported. The exports and the visible 
supply show 20,266,000 bushels brought 
into sight since the first of the year, 
and the into sight for the week were 
1,934,000 bushels. It would not be pos- 
sible for there to be a movement of 
this magnitude unless there was a 
great deal of seed still back in the 
country. Seeding is. making rapid 
progress, and it is estimated that there 
will be an increase in acreage of at 
least 20 per cent. This season has 
been so profitable to Argentina pro- 
ducers of flaxseed that it seems rea- 
sonable to suppose there will be a 
very large increase in the acreage. 
The market has been a fluctuating one, 
but there was a net decline for the 
week of about 5 cents. Considering 
the heavy arrivals of seed the mar- 
ket holds very well.

LINSEED OIL. 


There has been no great change in 
linseed oil situation this week, and 
crushers continue to quote $2.22 a gal- 
lon for prompt delivery in carload lots. 
However, there are no- orders’ for 
prompt delivery of carload lots being 
placed. The crushers have business 
already on their books to keep them 
busy for some time to come. It is 
said that the contracts already placed 
will require all the oil that can be 
made from all the Argentine seed that 
is afloat for this country or pointed in 
this direction. However, some _ inter- 
est is being shown in an effort to book 
orders for delivery of new crop oil. 
Futures are being quoted as follows: 
October, $2.12; November-December, 
$2.02; January-March, $1.95, and April- 
September, $1.86. Thus far there has 
been no great rush on the part of con- 
sumers to place orders for new crop 
delivery. 

The reports from the domestic and 
Canadian seed crops are so poor that 
many are disposed to predict high 
priced oil all of next year. However, 
these crops will only have to supply 
this country until the new crop of 
Argentine seed begins to move, and 
some Argentina newspapers are ex- 
pressing the fear that there will be 
an over-production of seed in that 
country that will drive the price of 
seed below the pre-war level. Talk 
like this, however, does not hold out 
much encouragement to American con- 
sumers who need oil now, for the new 
crop of Argentina is just being seeded. 
There were arrivals of about 685,000 
bushels of Argentine seed this week, 
and the afloat is so large that the 
eastern crushers will not be at a loss 
for the seed to fill the orders they have 
already booked. Seed has commenced 
to move in Minnesota, but it will be 
some time yet before the movement of 
domestic seed will be well under way. 
The great activity in the paint indus- 
try is making the consumption of lin- 
seed oil very heavy.

COTTONSEED OIL. 

The cottonseed oil market showed 
strength during most of the week, but 
on Friday experienced a reaction. How- 
ever, the closing price of December on 
the New York Produce Exchange on 
Friday was 21.45@21.50 against a 
close at  20.81@20.85 on Monday 
which shews very well the movement 
for the period. The season is not one 
that is entitled to a very active market, 
as new crop seed is not yet reaching 
the crushers; and it will be some time 
before they are actively engaged. The 
carry-over from the old season was so 
large that there is no danger of any 
shortage, and the price rather too high 
to invite speculative buying. The do- 
mestic consumption is liberal, but ex- 
ports of cottonseed oil and cottonseed 
oil products are hardly as heavy as the 
trade had hoped that they would be at 
this time. If the peace terms had 
been finally agreed upon the situation 
might be different from what it is. As 
it is there is no great rush of orders 
from Europe just at this time. The 
price of cottonseed oil is high enough 
to invite the use of competing oils in 
many lines, and the market could not 
hold where it is if it were not for the 
fact that a small crop of cotton is a 
certainty. However, August, which is 
usually a most critical month with the 
cotton crop, has been rather favorable. 
There has been no extreme heat, and 
the only complaints have been of wee- 
vil, and of too much rain in sections. 
The public does not show much interest 
in the contract market, for the reason 
that the cottonseed oil market is too 
much under the control of the large 
consuming interests to suit the spec- 
ulator. The producers are convinced 
that they are entitled to a high price 
this year, and when the new crop oil 
starts moving it is probable that there 
will be holding on all brakes.

OIL.—There has 
been no change in the _ situation in 
wood oil this week. The demand is 
not particularly active at the moment, 
but is steady. There is every reason 
for expecting free buying next month 
as stocks in consumers’ hands have un- 
doubtedly decreased to a large extent. 
The spot price remains around 24c., 
but some brokers are shading this a 
little on some oil. There is little talk 
of adulterated oil just now; but most 
consumers are very careful what they 
buy, and would rather pay a little more 
if they are sure they are getting the 
best oil. Advices from the Far East 
continue bullish, and there are many 
who look for an advance this fall. 
There is, however, very little specula- 
tion in this oil compared to what there 
was a year ago. 


COCONUT OIL.—It was said that 
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oils were lower in some foreign mar- 
kets, and that the dullness here may 
be due to that development, to some 
extent. This oil was said to be cheaper 
in Spain than in the States; Manila 
shipments are going direct to Spain in 
big quantities. Trading locally has 
been quiet during the period. Pro- 
ducers were not active in this market; 
in fact preferring to stay out. The 
sentiment has been that there can be 
no protracted slump in prices, raw ma- 
terial costing millers too much to war- 
rant lower levels. Reselling of oils in 
the group has been in operation, and 
this condition has been due to agita- 
tion against high prices; only those 
people -who felt that they could not 
hold on were anxious to dispose of 
what they had. The declining market 
has been responsible for the decision 
in some quarters to withhold buying 
interest. It is difficult to maintain 
that stocks of oils are large; that view 
is attacked by people who are said 
to be well qualified to speak of con- 
ditions. Coconut oil in sellers’ tanks 
at the Pacific Coast (Manila grade, 5 
per cent. acid) was quoted at 16%c. 
per pound, and stock in barrels at 
New York, 19c. Cochin domestic in 
barrels at New York was quoted at 
21%c. per pound; edible in barrels, 
21% @24c.; the outside price for edible 
is the one quoted by producers or their 
representatives. 

COPRA.—Raw materials are con- 
tinuing high, among them this item, 
and nothing to warrant expectations 
that prices will tumble has been found. 
Those dealirg in this product can not 
give out any hope that conditions will 
be altered. The aggressive drive 
against costs of certain commodities 
has caused a temporary lull, but there 
are other reasons. The ability of Eu- 
rope to obtain stocks without ship- 
ments from the United States, is a 
factor. The competition from foreign 
countries that held a good portion of 
vegetable oil trade has become more 
active since the signing of peace 
treaties. The overseas shippers have 
found transportation facilities im- 
proved, and shipments of copra direct 
to other markets have been increased. 
Buyers who are users of copra in the 
States have been shipping stocks here. 

The claim was recently made that 
stocks ordered were purchased at low 
prices, compared with present levels 
that obtain here. If material has to 
be reinstated it can be purchased only 
at high prices. Fair merchantable 
quality of copra was quoted at 10c. 
per pound at Manila. South Sea sun 
dried stock at New York was quoted 
at 10%@1llc. per pound; South Sea 
sun dried at the Pacific Coast, 9%4c. 
per pound in bags. A quotation at a 


primary market in the Pacific was 
cabled at £45 per long ton. 

CORN OIL.—The corn oil situation 
has been quiet for most factors, but 
stocks are not as heavy as some be- 
lieve. Producers have been in receipt 
of inquiry from several sources, and 
they are confronted, or have been con- 
fronted, by labor difficulties. The 
unions have annourced that the fight 
is still on against producers; the lat- 
ter make the claim that they have 
been successful in remedying working 
operations in the matter of attaining 
capacity conditions. In any event, it 
is admitted by both sides that the 
strike situation delayed production, 
and this is true of other industries. 
The season for pressing oil is near 
again. Refined oil in barrels at New 
York was quoted at 25% @28%c. per 
pound, the inside prices constituting 
the levels for resale lots. Producers 
are holding out for quotations that 
have ruled for several weeks, $28.56 
per 100 pounds for round lots. The 
agitation against the high cost of liv- 
ing has caused a little uneasiness 
among producers, but they are in the 
quandary in which other manufac- 
turers find themselves. The question 
is asked, how can prices be lowered 
with labor ard other costs as high as 
their present level? Crude oil in sell- 
ers’ tanks was quoted at 20c. per pound 
in round lots, f. o. b. plant. 

LUMBANG OIL.—Stocks of this oil 
have continued light, the market reg- 
istering steady. Trading has been 
quiet, partly due to scarcity of stocks. 
The lower price on this oil has at- 
tracted attention of drying-oil inter- 
ests, and they use it as a substitute. 
Quotations are 18c. per pound at the 
factory in round lots. 

OLIVE OIL.—It is believed that ex- 
ports from Spain will be restricted un- 
til the fall, the market strengthening 
up in New York. “It looks as if the 
European buyers are absorbing all they 
can of Spanish olive oil,” said an ex- 
porter. Shipments of oil, especially of 
Malaga origin, have been of large pro- 
portions of late. The supplies of best 
grades of oil are lighter than the lower 
qualities. The scarcity of high grade 
oil is seen by the announcement of a 
packer that he is behind at least $300.- 
000 in orders, some of them not hav- 
ing been shipped, although the orders 
were received from the trade in June. 
Oil from Italy, France, Greece and the 
sections controlled by Greece, has not 
been arriving in this country in large 
quantities. Dealers have been resort- 
ing to the agency connections fur- 
nished by Spain, and have discontinued 
activity in olive oil from other coun- 
tries.

a reason why declines have not been 
so marked. Tallow weakness had been 
expected to make the animal oil mar- 
ket much easier than conditions thus 
far produced. It is stated that man- 
ufacturers of red oil and stearic acids 
are awaiting developments in tallow; 
deferring purchases. The market in 
a number of oils is, as usual, slow at 
this time of the year. 

DEGRAS.—The market has been ac- 
tive and generally steady in tone. A 
number of factors in the market are of 
the opinion that there will be quite a 
few countries asking for stocks of 
animal oils in the impending months. 
The agitation against the high cost of 
products of an edible sort,and the low 
level reached in foreign exchange here 
have contributed to the force for de- 
clines that have been felt in some oils 
in this group. Domestic degras was 
quoted at 7@7%c. per pound in bar- 
rels at New York, 7% @7%c. per pound 
at mills; English, 74@8c.; neutral 
degras of best quality, 15@18c. 

LARD OIL.—A good demand for off- 
grades of lard oils was the condition 
reported in this market. “Stocks are 
limited to a point where better busi- 
ness could not be obtained by some 
producers,” said a handler. It is usu- 
ally slow for this product at this time 
of the year. Prime winter edible oil 
is quoted at $2.65 per gallon in barrels 
at New York; inedible prime, $1.95@2; 
off-prime, $1.80@1.85; extra No. 1, 
$1.45@1.50; No. 1, $1.40; No. 2, $1.35. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—The demand for 
neatsfoot oil was fair in the period 
that terminated, and conditions are 
steady. The observers of conditions 
are of the opinion that export demand 
will be of gratifying size in the im- 
pending weeks. The agitation that has 
been developing against present prices 
has caused timidity among buyers. 
Sellers do not believe that there is a 
possibility to create lower levels in 
products of certain kinds, but the un- 
certainty that has been increasing was 
not dispelled. Handlers point out that 
the man with the order has to meet 
their views if he desires the product. 
Reselling has been a development in 
some animal oils. Twenty-degree oil 
was quoted at $2.20 per gallon in bar- 
rels at New York; 30-degree, $2; 40- 
degree, $1.90; prime and dark, $1.75@ 
1.55. respectively, New York prices. 

OLEO OIL.—General conditions in 
this market were reported to be slow. 
Some handlers had heard of demand 
from Greece, and were figuring on ob- 
taining some orders from that country. 
It is known that South American stock, 
offered at lower than United States 
product, is obtaining a market over- 
seas. The price is said to be attract- 
ing much trade. Extra oleo oil was 


quoted at 32%@33%c.; prime, 29@ 
30%c.; lower grades, 27@28c. Resales 


account for some of the inside prices 
quoted above, easy conditions continu- 
ing. 

RED OIL.—The scarcity of stocks 
was a condition that prevailed in the 
period that was concluded. The mar- 
ket has been easing up, reflecting the 
tallow situation. This product had 
been steady for a number of months, 
and the decline surprised some fac- 
tors. The demand for animal oils will 
be of considerable proportions in the 
impending weeks, say people in the 
trade, and they are spreading op- 
timism. Elaine and saponified oil was 
quoted at 18% @19c. per pound in bar- 
rels at New York. 

STEARIC ACID.—The light supply 
of stocks has been a problem in this 
market for a number of weeks. The 
hot weather has prevented production 
in an Eastern factory. The easiness 
in tallow has caused uncertainty in the 
market. There has been considerable 
export activity; supplies were said to 
be scanty. Single pressed stearic acids, 


27@28%c.; double pressed, 28@30c.;

TALLOW OIL.—Fair demand has 


marked this market, conditions reveal- 
ing fairly steady conditions. Acidless 
tallow oil was quoted at $1.80 per gal- 
lon in round lots at New York. The 
tallow declines have been a subject for 
concern, and it is known that some 
buyers are holding aloof, as in the 
markets featuring other products de- 
rived from tallow. 


FISH OILS. 


The fish oil market is quiet, with 
steadiness a ruling feature. Some inter- 
esting sidelights on the volume of busi- 
ness transacted in the last few weeks 
was furnished by a local handler who 
is in a position to know who obtained 
the orders, said to have netted a sub- 
stantial sum. The parties that obtained 
best results did not participate in the 
export end. They contented themselves 
with having the oil in nearby p!aces and 
for the needs of those who would require 
stocks. When the demand was at its 
best, supplies were available to meet it. 

A commission of three men is to 
arbitrate the questions involved in the 
fishermen’s strike in New England, it 
was announced on August 16. An ad- 
vance in payments tO men was pro- 
vided, and the settlement of the strike 
will be for a period of two months from 
August 15; meanwhile the commission 
arbitration plan will be put into effect. 

COD OIL.—The market for cod oil re- 
tains its firm characteristics, and while 
business has not been as good as it was 
in previous weeks, there is a fair volume 
of inquiry. Newfoundland tanked oil 
was quoted at $1.15 per gallon in bar- 
rels; domestic, $1.10.

Mitsui May Ship Bean Oil to U. S. 
Via New Orleans, Says 
Seattle Report. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 22, 1919. 

A considerable trade talk was occa- 
sioned at Seattle by the announcement 
that Mitsui & Co. might halt their 
bean oil shipments through this 
port, and send their tramp boats to New 
Orleans. This was given out on the 
authority of F. Adachi, of Tokyo, secre- 
tary of the Japanese ministry of com- 
munications, but could not be verified by 
any of the local officials of this company. 
The chief point made in favor of the 
change would be the greater ease with 
which the Japanese liners and freight- 
ers could pick up return cargoes of cot- 
ton and steel, especially the former, at 
the Southern port. The main difficulty 
at present would lie in the absence of 
any storage tanks. A further scheme 
to bring about the Far East-New Or- 
leans line in underfoot is an attempt to 
get Siam to drop its prohibition on the 
export of rice. As there are large num- 
bers of Chinese workmen already in 
Cuba, this would about insure the suc- 
cess of the proposed line,

OLIVE OIL SEIZED. 


Federal Inspectors Confiscate Spanish 
Product With Italian Label. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22, 1919 

The Bureau of Chemistry has an- 
nounced that shipments of olive oil la- 
beled as having been produced in Italy, 
but which in reality was produced in 
Spain, have been seized in San Fran- 
cisco, upon recommendation of Federal 
food inspectors. The war embargo on 
the shipment of olive oil from Italy has 


not yet been removed. Therefore there 
is practically no Italian olive oil on the 
market in the United States at the pres- 
ent time. The scarcity has, of course, 
caused the price to soar on the Italian 


product and certain unscrupulous deal- 
ers are said to be endeavoring to sell 
Spanish and other olive oils under the 


Italian label in absolute violation of the 
Federal food and drugs act. 

The seizure of these shipments 
based solely upon the Federal 
ment diction that false statements or 
misleading devices regarding country of 
production on such commodities consti- 
tute misbranding, rather than on any 
actual or supposed difference in grade, 
quality or flavor between the Italian and 
the Spanish oils. The better grades of 
both Spanish and Italian olive oil are 
well able to stand on their own respec- 
tive merits and neither need be _ sold 
under the label of the other. Misbrand- 
ing olive oil as to country of production 
is not only a violation of the Federal 
food and drugs act, but is unfair to con- 
sumers and is demoralizing to the trade, 
according to the agricultural department.

acid, acetyl-salicylic acid (aspirin), and 
sodium silicylate Was soon undertaken. 
Carbolic acid, the chief raw material from 
which salicylates are made, was from the 
outbreak of war in great demand for 
munitions purposes and was strictly con- 
trolled; but arrangements were made, 
first with the War Office, and subsequent- 
ly with the Ministry _of Munitions, by 
which it was released in suitable quanti- 
ties, on the recommendation of the de- 
partment, to firms who had satisfied the 
department that they were capable of 
making effective use of it in the manu- 
facture of salicylates, phenacetin and 
similar products. 

The investigations resulted in the new 
methods elaborated for the production of 
phenacetin and of guaiacol, and of a spe- 
cial form of decolorizing carbon needed 
for the manufacture of important fine 
chemicals. One of the most important re- 
sults was the collection of a large body 
of original information of great value on 
the subject of methylating and ethylating 


agents. 
Manufacture of Drugs in Scientific 
Institutions. 


The department was able, through the 
action of the Royal Society, to secure 
supplies which would otherwise have been 
quite unobtainable. Novocain is an ex- 
ample. This most important local anaes- 
thetic is a synthetic: chemical of German 
origin, which is built up by a number 
of chemical processes of great complex- 
ity and technical difficulty. | Early in 19 15 
it became apparent that, in consequence 
of the great difficulties of manufacture, 
the rapidly diminishing stocks of pre-war 
novocain could not be replaced by supplies 
obtained through the ordinary commer- 
cial sources. The drug was required by 
the medical departments of the navy and 
army, and also by the allied governments, 
and it was necessary to obtain fresh sup- 
plies. The department therefore solicited 
the aid of the Royal Society with a view 
to the manufacture of the intermediate 
products of novocain in scientific institu- 
tions, and the Royal Society appointed a 
small sub-committee to organize the nec- 
essary work. The committee formulated 
drections for preparing the — 
of novocain and proceeded to enlist t = 
assistance of about forty university anc 
college laboratories throughout the —. 
try, and issued suggested ree or 
the production of diethylamine on the = 
hand and glycol-chlorhydrin on the other. 
These substances were then converted into 
diethylamino-ethanol, the final vo 
into novocain being undertaken by a 
manufacturing firm. 

In this way over 350 pounds of novo- 
cain (representing over 7,000,000 —. 
nary doses) were produced and supplies 
to the navy, army, India Office, the Aus- 
tralian, Canadian, and South African 
army medical and dental services, and 
to the Italian, Belgian, Serbian . and 
Portuguese Governments. In -addition, 
supplies were made to about 50 public 
hospitals in the United Kingdom, and a 
considerable quantity was released to 
meet a special demand for dental use. 

The importance of securing that noyo- 
cain should be made freely available 
through the ordinary commercial chan- 
nels was not lost sight of, and in the 
winter of 1916-17 three firms had begun 
to make the drug, largely, at the out- 
set, with ethanol supplied by the depart- 
ment. At the present time the world’s 
requirements for novocain could readily 
be met by British manufacturers. 


Beta-Eucaine. 


Beta-eucaine is another important lo- 
cal anaesthetic which before the war 
was obtainable only from Germany. In 
1915 the War Office and Admiralty in- 
formed the department that large quan- 
tities were needed for use in the forces, 
which could not be obtained through 
commercial resources. The department 
therefore arranged with the Royal So- 
ciety for the production of this substance 
in various scientific institutions, about 
17 laboratories co-operating in the work. 
Over 216 lbs. (representing over three 
million doses) were made in this way 
and supplied to the navy and army med- 
leal services. For the purpose of the 
work the ordinary methods of making 
beta-eucaine were improved in various 
respects, and the improved processes 
were Communicated, on the recommenda- 
“on of the department, to six firms that 
proposed to make the drug on a com- 
mercial scale. As a result, beta-euecaine

In 1916 urgent requests were received 
from the War Office for supplies of three 
other carbohydrates, levulose, inulin and 
arabinose, which were required for bac- 
teriological purposes, and arrangements 


were made with the Royal Society for 
the collection of the necessary raw ma- 
terials and for the production of these 


urticles in scientific institutions. In all, 
8 Ibs. 13 ozs. of levulose, 8 Ibs. 15 ozs. 
of inulin, and 29 ozs. of arabinose were 
made in this way and supplied to the 


Army Medical Department. Some diffi- 
culty was experienced in obtaining the 
necessary raw material for the manu- 


facture of the articles; the arabinose was 
made from such various substances as 
cherry gum, gum arabic and _ beet-root 
shavings, and several tons of dahlia tu- 
bers were used in making the levulose 
and inulin. 

Karly in 1916 attention 
the medical press to the antiseptic prop- 
erties of the dyes, brialiant green and 
methylene blue, and the department at 
once arranged with the Royal Society 
for an investigation to be conducted into 
the methods of producing these sub- 
stances in the form suitable for the 
treatment of wounds. The investigation 
was brought to a successful conclusion, 
and it was impossible to make supplies 
to the War Office. At the suggestion 
otf the department the production of 
these antiseptics was then successfully 
undertaken by a manufacturing firm. 

Orthoform-néeu and butyl chloral hy- 
drate are additional examples of drugs, 
which, being unobtainable through ordi- 
nary commercial sources, were made for 
the department in scientific institutions 
through the agency of the Royal Society 
and supplied by the department to meet 
special needs. 

Various by-products resulting from the 
work of the scientific institutions were 
ment to useful purposes by the depart- 
ment in various directions.

Saccharin. 
Some mention may be made of Dr. 


Shaw's work in regard to the production 
of saccharin. In 1917 the Ministry of 
Food took steps to encourage the produc- 
tion of saccharin as a sugar substitute 
for certain purposes, and entered into 
arrangements with a number of firms 
who were able to satisfy the Ministry, in 
conference with the department, that 
they were capable of producing sac- 
charin. The Ministry of Munitions then 
released, on the recommendation of the 
Department, the quantities of toluol re- 
quired by the firms for the manufacture 
of saccharin, on the understanding that 
the department became responsible for 
securing that the most economical use 
was made of the toluol. In accordance 
with this arrangement the firms were 
kept under close supervision by Dr. 
Shaw, who was able in various direc- 
tions to advise as to the most economi- 
cal methods of production, and in this 
way to secure a larger output than would 
otherwise have been possible. 

In the last year of the war it became 
necessary to make special arrangements 
with the Ministry of Food to secure sup- 
plies for medicinal use of some food 
stuffs, e. g., olive oil, nut oils, certain 
dried fruits, ete., which are required by 
wholesale druggists for the manufacture 
of medicinal preparations. The Ministry, 
on the presentation of the department, 
readily made special allocations of these 
articles, which were required only in 
small quantities; and the distribution 
among the various firms was arranged 
through the honorary secretary of the 
Drug Club, Mr. T. EK. Lescher, who in 
this connection and in various similar 
directions rendered valuable service.

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FEDERAL CONTROL AND CARE OF ADDICTS 


PROPOSED IN BILL BY SENATOR FRANCE. 


Surgeon-General Blue and Commissioner Roper Expected to Report 
Favorably on Proposed Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22, 1919. 

The bill of Senator France of Maryland 
providing for State and Federal co-opera- 
tion in the care of drug addicts is being 
referred to Surgeon General Rupert Blue 
of the United States Public Health Ser- 
vice and Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue Roper for report and comment. They 
are expected to report favorably on the 
measure Senator France says, after which 
he will call a metting of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Health, of which he is 
chairman, to take up the matter. 
_ “The nareotics law is not being en- 
forced now,” said Senator France to the 
correspondent of the Reporter. “It can- 
not be enforced until some provision is 
made for taking care of drug addicts. Un- 
fortunately, a number of additional drug 
addicts are being recruited from among 
the ranks of the alcoholics, who have trou- 
ble in obtaining the drink their system 
craves. Under, my bill not only will drug 
addicts be taken care of, but I believe 
that the creation of more addicts will be 
prevented to a considerable extent.”

A BILI,. 


An act to provide aid from the United States 
for the several States in prevention and con- 
trol of drug addiction and the care and treat- 
ment of drug addicts, and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Ameri- 
ca in Congress assembled, That the Secretary 
of the Treasury is authorized to co-operate 
with the States through their respective State 
hoards or departments of health, narcotic com- 
missions or other State or municipal officials 
in charge of the control of the production or 
distribution of narcotics and  habit-forming 
drugs, or in charge of the care and treatment 
of drug addicts, in contributing to the care 
and treatment of drug addicts resident within 
the confines of the respective States, but no 
money appropriated under this act and appor- 
tioned to any State shall be expended therein 
until its Legislature shall have assented to the 
provisions of this act, except that until the 
final adjournment of the first regular session 
of the Legislature held after the passage of 
this act the assent of the Governor of the 
State shall be sufficient and until an equal 
sum has been appropriated by the Legislature 
or provided by municipalities therein or by pri- 
vate contributions from within the State for 
the prevention or control of drug addiction and 
the care and treatment of drug addicts 

Sec. 2. That for the purpos,s of carrying out 
the provisions of this act tltre is hereby ap- 
propriated out of any money in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1920, the sum of $3,000,000; for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1921, $2,000,000; 
provided, that so much of the appropriation 
appropriated to any State for any fiscal year 
as remains unexpended at the close thereof 
shall be available for expenditure in that State 
upon outstanding contracts for which a_ like 
amount has been appropriated or contributed 
as provided in section L hereof 
tion 1 hereof 
Sec. 3. That for the purposes of this act the 
Secretary of the Treasury, from money appro 
priated therefor, may apportion for expenditure 
in any State under the direction of its State 
board or department of health an amount of 
money equal to but not to exceed the amount 
appropriated for the purposes of this act by 
the Legislature of such State or provided by 
municipal or private contributions from within 
the State for the current year. That the Sec 
retary of the Treasury may use or permit the 
use by any State or by any municipality there- 
of for the purposes of this act of any hospital 
or other building, equipment, medical supplies, 
including any narcotic drugs, in the possession

all buildings and equipment owned or con- 
trolled by the United States and contributed 
for the purposes of this act shall be subject 
to the approval of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and it shall be his duty to maintain gen- 
eral supervision over the expenditure of all 
such apportionments. 


Sec. 5. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
is authorized to expend such part for each 
year of the appropriation made hereby, not to 
exceed 20 per centum, as he may deem to be 
necessary to collect and spread information in 
regard to the care and treatment of drug ad- 
dicts and for the administration of this act, 
including clerical hire, purchase of office fur- 
niture and other equipment, traveling expenses, 
payment of medical and other personnel, print- 
ing, and all other expenses in the District of 
Columbia or elsewhere. 

Sec. 6. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall make rules and regulations for carrying 
out the vrovisions of this act, the breach 
whereof by any official or other person charged 
with the duty of expending any part of the 
apportionments under this act on behalf of any 
State shall be sufficient cause for the Secretary 
of the Treasury, at his discretion, to revoke 
any part of or all of any outstanding balance 
of money apportioned to that State but unex- 
pended and remaining in the treasury of the 
United States. 


Sec. 7. That the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of the Navy are hereby authorized 
and directed to transfer without charge to the 
public health service such hospital and other 
buildings and such beds, bedding, furniture, 
ambulances and other equipment and medical 
supplies as are deemed by them, respectively, 
unnecessary for the use of the army or the 
navy, to be used for the purposes of this act. 





Baltimore Physicians Held for Federal 
Grand Jury on Narcotic Sale 
Charge. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 22, 1919. 


Dr. Thomas H. Magness, of 1516 East 
Baltimore street, and Dr. Joseph J. Nur- 
kan, 1634 East Baltimore street, physi- 
cians, and Richard I. Esslinger, 1514 East 
Baltimore street, and J. Frank Katzen, 
Aisquith and Lexington streets, druggists, 
who were among those rounded up in the 
raid made by Federal officials here trail- 
ing illicit sales of narcotics on the 9th 
inst., were released under $2,500 bail each 
for the action of the Federal grand jury 
Tuesday. All were charged with violat- 
ing a section of the Harrison act by fur- 
nishing drugs to addicts without a formal 
order from the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment. 

Attorneys for the accused physicians 
and druggists contended that the medical 
men were within the law when they pre- 
scribed narcotics for addicts who were 
under treatment for the habit. Mr. La- 
tane, however, produced prescriptions 
showing, in the Magness case, relative to 
a woman who committed suicide because 
her supply of morphine had been cut off, 
that she obtained on an average of 30 
grains of morphine every two days.

This natirally foreed 
the price higher, aided mater.ally by 
ibe fuct that an actual shovtige exists. 

The principal items of strength were 
sassafras bark, wahoo bark of root, 
select elm bark, golden seal root, balm 
of gilead buds, stramonium leaves and 
cinchona bark. In addition to these, 
rhubarb root remained in a precarious 
position as to stocks, present and fu- 
ture. All the above crude drugs are 
in very strong position in t'e primary 
markets. Gathering to date shows 
disappointing results, owing to the in- 
ability of factors at the centres of col- 
lection to secure labor sufficient in 
numbers or willing to work econtinu- 
ously. Carry-over stocks are predict- 
ed to be smaller than ever, and with 
the collection limited this summer, 
sellers on the New York spot are look- 
ing forward to strong prices tirough- 
out the coming season. 

Drugs and pharmaceutical chemi- 
cals were, for the most part, quiet. 
Caffeine alkaloid is one of the strong- 
est items at the moment. This is due 
to demand increasing sharply and 
placing several producers considerably 
behind in deliveries. Very little sec- 
ond hand material is in evidence. 
Probably the leading development of 
the week came in quicksilver, which 
declined $8 per flask, and bismuth 
metal, which fell to $2.97 per pound. 
Materials based on these raw miate- 
rials were unaffected at the moment, 
but producers were frank in stating 
that readjustment would come in due 
time and when the higher cost of manu- 
factured stocks have been worked off. 

Domestic refiners of camphor ad- 
vanced the material 15c. per pound. 
Despite the fact that the Japanese 
Government recently allotted such 
buyers an additional supply of 20,090 
pounds of Japanese refined gum per 
month and at a discount of 3 per cent. 
below the market price, the American 
refiner is in a bad situation as to meet- 
ing even the ordinary demands of his 
trade. Refineries are not able to work 
full time, owing to lack of crude cam- 
phor. Naturally this strengthens and 
improves the position of importers of 
Japanese refined gum, who are getting 
up to $3 per pound for slabs. All re- 
ports received from Japan fail to in- 
dicate any increased production in the 
near future.

COTTONROOT.—Sellers were re- 
luctant to shade 20@22c. per pound 
and held the market to be firm and 
fully sustained at this position. Very 
few new offerings are noted from the 
country and prices are maintained at 
a high level. 

ELM.—AIll indications point to a 
continued advance in spot quotations 
on this bark. Prices are advancing in 
the country and sellers in this market 
are said to be advising consumers to 
protect themselves against still higher 
quotations which the crop reports seem 
to indicate as nothing short of cer- 
tain. The closing quotations in the 
New York market were firm and higher 
as follows:—Seltct, 24@25c.; grinding, 
20@22c. per pound. 

SASSAFRAS.—There is no selected 
sassafras bark available on the New 
York spot at less than 55c. per pound 
and little apparently is obtainable at 
any price. There is a marked scarcity 
both on spot and in the country, where 
gathering is not progressing in a way 
encouraging of reserve stocks. Prices 
seem certain to be destined for higher 
planes. 

SOAP.—The spot market reports a 
good demand for all three varieties of 
the material, but little change from the 
general situation obtaining for some 
time past. Closing quotations were 
noted as follows:—Whole, 16@17c.; 
cut, 25@26c.; crushed, 23@24c. per 
pound. 

WAHOO.—Spot quotations advanced

ST. IGNATIUS.—Prices jumped to 
35@40c. per pound on the New York 
spot following considerable purchases 
which reduced holdings sharply. It is 
understood that replacements can not 
be made at prices which would warrant 
maintaining the old figures. 

VANILLA.—AIl varieties of the ma- 
terial are strong. Demand from all 
sources of consumption is heavy de- 
spite the high prices prevailing. There 
is less demand for Mexican beans than 
the other varieties, this beirg due 
largely to the high prices on spot and 
in Mexico. According to advices re- 
ceived from importers, the prices are 
more or less sure to continue high, and 
hence there is little likelihood of any 
lower prices. Bourbons are in a sim- 
ilar situation, and comparatively 
small lots constitute arrivals at present. 
This is due to the heavy consumption 
of beans in Europe, where prices pro- 
vide a better market for sellers of all 
kinds. Tahiti beans are practically 
unobtainable on the spot, the coast, 
or in the primary market. Further, it 
is certain that the next crop of Tahiti 
beans will be very light owing to de- 
struction of the plants rendered neces- 
sary by the prevalence of a pest which 
became so widespread as to cause the 
government of the island to issue or- 
ders taking radical means for over- 
coming the pest. At the close of the 
market a strong situation was in effect, 
and it seems certain that it will con- 
tinue so. Prices are as follows:—Mexi- 
can whole, $4.25@6; Bourbon, $3@3.25; 
Tahiti, $2.75@3 per pound. 


Berries. 


Prices held firm and sellers reported 
a good business in practically all of 
the group except sloe berries, which 
are without demand of any variety. 

CUBEB.—At the recent advance in 
this material, the spot market held 
firm and every indication points to a 
continuation of this situation. There 
is very little arriving at present, and 
practically every landing goes at once 
into consumption. Prices are as fol- 
lows at the close of the trading period: 
—Ordinary, $1.35@1.40; XxX, $1.45@ 
1.50; powdered, $1.40@1.45 per pound. 

HORSE NETTLE.—Practically noth- 
ing is doing in this material at the 
present time, and, although prices are 
gererally unchanged at 40@45c. per 
pound, it was stated that in all proba- 
bility shading of these prices could be 
obtained with a quantity order in hand. 

JUNIPER.—Trading is along rou- 
tine lines, mostly for small quantities 
of the berries. Prices hold unchanged 
at 9@10c. per pound, but these quota- 
tions are based largely on comparative- 
ly small quantities which alone are 
traded in. 

Flowers. 


Arnica flowers declined again owing 
to absence of demand sufficient to 
make any kind of impression on the 
stocks now held. Elder flowers are 
steadily improving as the extent of 
damage by rain becomes more evident. 
Insect powder is strong. 

ARNICA.—The material failed to 
maintain the improvement noted at the 
close of the previous week, and early 
in the period a decline was evident to 
a basis of 40@4ic. per pound. It was 
rumored that 35c. per pound could be 
done, but this was unconfirmed on 
spot. Stocks are heavy and it is un- 
derstood that more is on the way. 

CHAMOMILE.—The market is quiet 
at the moment, as sellers apparently 
are possessed of considerable holdings, 
Which have developed competition 
throughout the spot. Prices during the 
past week were steady, however, and 
at the close, Roman flowers were quot- 
ed at 388@40c.; Hungarian style, 50@ 
voc. per pound.

Minor changes alone were reported 
and the list generally was well main- 
tained throughout the spot at pre- 
viously quoted prices, 

ACONITE.—Practically nothing is 
available on spot and all quotations are 
considered nominal at the present time. 
It is understood that some goods to 
arrive will be quoted within a short 
time. 

BONESE T.—-Leaves are 2c. per 
pound higher owing to higher replace- 
ment costs from the country. Herb 
remains unchanged but is firm. De- 
mand is good for both varieties. At 
the close of the market herb was 
quoted at 15@18c., and leaves, 17@18c. 
per pound. 

CORN SILK.—New crop stocks are 
coming in at the present time and it 
is possible to secure supplies of the 
material at 13c. per pound, and in all 
probability this figure could be shaded 
with a firm order in hand for a quan- 
tity of the material. 

DAMIANA.—A tendency to firmer 
position is noticeable on spot. Sellers 
generally are quoting on the basis of 
14@15c. per pound, which is le. per 
pound in advance of previous price 
ideas. Demand has steadily reduced 
the spot stocks to the point where re- 
placements are necessary. 

HEN BANE.—tThere is little but job- 
bing business evident in this material 
on the spot. Sellers generally view 
the market as easy with stocks suf- 
ficient to meet all demands. At the 
close of the trading period, 60c.@$1 per 
pound was quoted according to variety. 

HOREHOUND.—At the recent de- 
cline business is said to have improved 
somewhat. Buyers have shown in- 
creased interest at the lower figure. 
Sellers are not looking for any major 
reduction in the future, as stocks are 
rather well maintained as to primary 
market prices. The closing spot quo- 
tation was 16@18c. per pound. 

LAUREL.—The trade paid 9%c. per 
pound for this material during the 
week and this apparently was the in- 
side quotation. The market is fairly 
steady, but considerable competition is 
said to be developing. 

SAGE.—Offerings in lots of 100 bales 
were noted, prices at 10%c. per pound 
for Greek stemless sage.

STRAMONIUM.—Apparently the in- 
side quotation on the spot was 24c. per 
pound and up to 26c. per pound is 
being quoted. It is stated that supply 
is far below demand at the moment 
and a continued advance is predicted. 

YERBA SANTA.—At 15@16c. per 
pound, the point reached in the recent 
advance, the material held frm 
throughout the week and sellers stated 
that spot holdings are lighter than is 
generally supposed. It is freely stated 
that an increased demand under present 
reserve stocks would necessitate 
further uplifts. 





Roots. 


The tendency throughout the list 
was firmer and the real strong ele- 
ments proved their strength by reach- 
ing still higher quotations by the end 
of the period. 

BELLADONNA.—The market has 
been quiet for some time past, but in 
the middle of the week it became ap- 
parent that a stronger current was in 
effect. Sellers generally quoted firm 
at 65@70c. per pound. Cheaper lots 
have apparently been absorbed. 

COHOSH.—Attempts to cover a fair- 
sized order on spot revealed the fact 
that this material is in stronger posi- 
tion owing to the smaller stocks avail- 
able for prompt delivery. At the close 
of the trading period the following 
prices were in effect; Black, 11@12c.; 
blue, 15@16c. per pound. 

COLCHICUM. — Stocks are com- 
paritively large and more is reported 
on the way to the spot. Quotations 
are now available at $1.50@1.60 per 
pound and the close of the trading 
period was easy at this position. 

CULVERS.—In the country the ma- 
terial is said to be priced higher at the 
present time and replacement supplies 
are not readily obtainable. At the 
close of the spot market, firmer under- 
tones were apparent and prices stood 
well maintained at 20@22c. per pound. 

ECHINACEA.—Spot stocks are now 
priced at 37@40c. per pound, and this 
apparently was the best price obtain- 
able on the spot at the close of the 
week. With some sellers, 40c. per 
pound is claimed to be inside. The 
holdings available are comparitively 
light and to replace at present prices 
is said to be impossible in the primary 
markets. 

GOLDEN SEAL.—The spot market 
is maintained firm at $5.50@6 per 
pound for whole root and $6.25@6.50 
per pound for the powdered form of 
the material. Sellers in this market 
state that the holdings are light and 
at present quotations coming from the 
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primary market, the margin of profit 
is small, considering the amount of 
money which must be invested to 
carry a considerable stock of the root. 
During the past week actual sales con- 
summated were reported small. The 
recent export of approximately 2,000 
pounds of the. whole root to England 
is the principal reason for the strong 


views held for root available for 
prompt delivery. 
In view of the strong postion in 


force at present, it is freely predicted 
that any further large way buying 
would result in advances above pres- 
ent levels. It is stated by a primary 
market factor that the present holdings 
in the country distributed between 
four sellers would total approximately 
20,000 pounds. This is all 1918 crop 
root. A portion of this holding repre- 
sents stocks purchased here ‘by a 
dealer at $5 per pound. The primary 
market v'ew tends toward a conviction 
that whole root ought not to bring 
more than $5 per pound in the’country 
at the present time. Sellers on the 
New York spot have recently sounded 
out growers in the primary market 
and were forced to pay $5.40 per pound, 
the best price obtainable after a thor- 
ough canvass of the source of supply. 
The quantity purchased was not large, 
and for this reason was mentioned as 
indicative of the strong position of the 
material both in the West and on the 
New York spot. 

PINK.—AII sellers report the posi- 
tion of th’s material to be particularly 
bad. Gathering has proven to be on 
a scale much lower than usual, and 
primary market sellers are inclined to 
withhold offers in expectation of higher 
prices to come. Much spurious ‘root is 
in evidence. Much of the material 
quoted at 60c. up to 70c. per pound 
has proved to be false root as well as

Attempts to buy in Mexico 
reveal the fact that it is almost im- 
possible to secure a firm shipment offer, 
Cabled offers are noted, but, on at- 
tempting to buy, reply is rece:ved that 
“it is impossible to fill at former price, 
but probably could secure goods at an 
advance of 2c. per pound over previous 
quotation.” If the importer goes back 
firm at the new price, more than likely 
the process is repeated. In both coun- 
tries the markets are very strong and 
in all probability will continue so for 
a long t'me to come. 

SENEGA.—Buying in the primary 
market is of a hand-to-mouth variety, 
as sellers on the New York spot are re- 
luctant to take on a line of supplies. 
It is felt that, in view of the fact that 
the crop is now being gathered, lower 
prices are bound to come despite the 


fact that prmary market sellers are 
extremely bullish. On the spot, the

Some attempt to bull 
the market on basis of the political 
complexion of the Mexican border 
states, but supplies in this country are 
ample to meet the moderate require- 
ments and any attempt to raise prices 
is looked upon as fictitious. 

CARNAUBA.—Advices received from 
Brazil indicate lower shipment quota- 
tions from the primary market. North 
Country No. 3 is named at 55c. and 
chalky No. 3 at 53c. per pound. The 
decline of approximately 4c. per pound 
from previous cables is said to be due 
to lower prices and exchange rates 
which steadily turn in favor of the spot 
importer. Business on the spot was 
quieter owing to the falling market. 
Consumers stayed out of the market to 
the end of taking advantage of lower 
prices, which they hope will develop. 
An inquiry from Germany for 25 tons 
of wax was noted. On the basis of the 
present rate of exchange, the price in 
German money would be approximately 
$2.40 per pound. The exchange situa- 
tion with all countries:of Europe has 
been such as to reduce sales on export 
account. This tended to slow up busi- 
ness considerably. Exchange generally 
has declined, sterling reaching $4.12%.

It was stated that despite the lack of 
demand in Japan for shipment goods, 
home consumption there is good and 
sufficient to hold up prices to the 22c. 
per pound cabled. The consumption 
in Japan is attributed to the fact that 
the Japanese are turning way from 
Chinese tallow. This material is 
quoted at 25c. per pound and firm at 
this price. Japanese consumers who 
can substitute Japan wax have en- 
tered the market and run up the total 
Japanese consumption to a high point. 
The New York spot named 19@20c. per 
pound, according to brand,

Pharmaceutical Products to Be Au- 


thorized for German Imports. 


LONDON, July 19, 1919 

The Board of Trade announces that the Al- 
lied and Associated Governments have de- 
cided that the import into Germany of all 
pharmaceutical products for medicinal purposes 
and medical accessories not procurable in 
Germany shall, subject to the provision of the 
necessary finance, be authorized as a matter 
of principle. 

Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of 
supplying any such goods to firms in the 
parts of Germany that are not in the occu- 
pation of the armies of the Associated Gov- 
ernments have to apply in the first case to 
the Commercial Relations and Treaties Depart- 
ment Board of Trade, Whitehall, London. 


U. S. Industrial Alcohol to Double 
$12,000,000 Capital—New Money 


Finance Processes and Sales. 


The United States Industrial Alcohol 
Co. will increase its capital from $12,- 
000,000 to $24,000,000, if the proposal 


of the board of directors of the company 
adopted at a meeting on Thursday is 
ratified by the stockholders. The latter 
have been called to hold a special meet- 
ing for the purpose on October 7, when 
they will also be asked to authorize the 
directors to sell 120,000 shares of the 
company’s common stock at $70 per 
share, giving the common_ stockholders 
the right to subscribe to the additional 
stock share for share. The purpose of 
the increase in capital is for the de- 
velopment of new processes and the pro- 
duction and marketing of the products 
of the company and its subsidiaries. The 
directors at their meeting declared the 
usual quarterly dividend of $4 per share 
on the common stock, payable on Sep- 
tember 15 to stockholders of record on 
September 2.

the chaotic conditions in Germany 
with regard to labor conditions, de- 
terioration of the mines, shipping fa- 
cilities and other similar conditions. 
Agitation among the potash producers 
for a renewal of the embargo or some 
other form of protection continues, al- 
though farm organizations are ex- 
pected to prevail in their contention 
for free trade in the material. 

During the past week, the demand 
for most of the items on the chemical 
list has been rather good and a better 
undertone has been evident in the 
operations of the buyers of these ma- 
terials than was the case during the 
first two weeks of the present month. 
It is stated that this is probably an 
early fall resumption of buying and to 
sustain this opinion the fact that there 
are a large number of inquiries for 
contracts for chemicals over the bal- 
ance of the year as well as a few run- 
ning into 1920 is pointed out. It is 
stated that these inquiries are for the 
usual large quantities taken in normal 
times, and while there has not been 
much of a result in the way of actual 
business as yet, the producers are gen- 
erally encouraged over the course of 
the trading and state that they can 
see prospects of a record season in 
these materials during the next four 
months. J 

Heavy chemicals continue to be in 
good demand. The consumers are tak- 
ing additional lots from time to time 
and are also inquiring for contracts 
over the first few months of 1920. It 
is stated that there is little of the 
heavy chemicals in the spot market 
at present and that producers are in 
full control of the market. The sec- 
ond hands are generally in possession 
of nominal supplies only in most of the 
items and while an occasional car of 
caustic, ash, or bleach is reported as 
having been sold in the spot market 
at some concession from the producers’ 
prices, on the whole there is little trad- 
Ing at lower prices than those named 
by the producers. Actual business was 
considerably hampered during the week 
on account of the fact that spot goods 
are sO scarce, and trading was gener- 
ally in future deliveries of the mate- 
rials from works. 

The finer chemicals have also been 
in good demand during the last week 
and sales are again taking on a broader 
scope with prices generally firm and 
advancing. It is predicted by promi- 
nent factors in the trading that with 
the beginning of the real fall demand 
for the materials, higher prices will be 
named and in some of the items re- 
cords higher than those reached dur- 
ing the war period are expected by 
those in close touch with the market.

port. There are supplies in the spot 
market to the demand but there is 
no surplus on account of the warm 
weather. Quotations on the lump 
grade are heard at 3%c. per pound. 
Ground and powdered grades are pro- 
portionally priced. Potash alum is 
offered at 8c. per pound for the lump 
grade. Chrome ammonia alum is in 
scanty supply and the producers are 
in control of the market with quota- 
tions named on the basis of 15c. per 
pound. The chrome potash grade is 
easier and there are offerings of goods 
in the spot market as low as 17c. per 


pound. Producers are generally quot- 
ing at 19c. per pound for this ma- 
terial. 


ALUMINA SULPHATE.—There has 
been no change in the situation except- 
ing the fact that the good export de- 
mand for the iron free grade has stead- 
ied the very weak market to some ex- 
tent. Quotations at the close were un- 
changed, with prominent producers of- 
fering the iron free at 2%c. per pound, 
and the commercial with a trace of 
iron at $1.60 per cwt. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—The mar- 
ket remains in its former weak posi- 
tion, and there are still reports of 
shading in the market. Supplies are 
freely offered to the trade, and busi- 
ness is going through on the basis of 
14c. per pound for the light and 7c. 
per pound for the heavy grades, re- 
spectively. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—The demand for 
this material remains steady at the 
levels noted at the time of the last 
report. There are large supplies of- 
fered, but there is a _ considerable 
amount of business passing, and no 
further weakening of the market has 
occurred. Quotations stand on the 
basis of 6%c. per pound for the 26- 
degree test in drums. Fractionally 
lower prices were asked by second 
hands who are offering some supplies. 

AMMONIUM CHLORIDE.—Sal am- 
moniac is moving in a good way. 
Prices on the lumo grade generally 
hold steady and, while there are some 
goods in the market offered through 
brokers and dealers at less than the 
regular market, the bulk of the busi- 
ness went through on the basis of 25c. 
per pound. The gray and white gran- 
ular are firm under the good demand 
noted in the market, and sales on the 
basis of 13c. per pound for the white 
granular and 13%4c. per pound for the 
gray were heard during the week. 

ANTIMONY.—Business is running 
along the usual routine lines. Import- 
ations of the regular are coming 
through in fair volume and the mat- 
ter of supplies is no longer so urgent 
as it was a short time back. Quota- 
tions on the needle and the oxide 
stand at 9c. per pound in most direc- 
tions. Sulphureted grades are firm on 
the basis of 45@50c. per pound for the 
crimson. 

ARGOLS.—The advance in the price 
of red argols is being well maintained, 
according to the reports of the leading 
handlers of the material in the spot 
market, and during the week the in- 
side quotations remained on the basis 
of 10c. per pound. 

ARSENIC.—The demand for white 
arsenic continues and there is some 
difficulty connected with obtaining 
spot supplies on the active market. 
Producers have advanced their quota- 
tions in most directions, and at the 
close of the week it is doubtful if bet- 
ter than 10c. per pound for carlots of 
the material can be done. Predictions 
that new high levels will be set in the 
near future are freely made in the 
trade. Red arsenic is sold in fair vol- 
ume, but prices are just steady at the 
repeated level of 22@27c. per pound. 

BARIUM PRODUCTS.—The general 
list of these materials is holding steady 
at its former levels. The chloride is 
moving in good shape, especially in 
the higher tests of the material, and 
prices on the white crystals are firm 
at $75@80 per ton. The off-color ma- 
teria] is in less demand, and quotations 
as low as $60 per ton are noted in the 
market. Barium carbonate is steady 
at the former level of $65 per ton. 
Peroxide manufacturers are taking fair 
supplies of the binoxide, and the prices 
quoted by the producers are said to 
be very firm at the former levels on 
the basis of 22% @23c. per pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—tThere has 
been no change in the position of 
bleach during the past week. While 
there are isolated sales reported as low 
as $1.80 per cwt., this is not the gen- 
eral level of the market, and the bulk 
of business going through is being 
taken care of at 2c. per pound or 
higher. Producers are quoting 2\%c.

COPPERAS.—Outside factors of- 
fered this material at $1.15 per hun- 
dredweight during the past week, but 
the offerings are so small that they 
had no effect on the business of the 
producers who continue to quote at 
$1.20 per hundredweight for prompt 
shipments from works.

ETHYL ACETATE. — Quotations 
vary according to holder on the com- 
mercial grade of this material. There 
were sales as low as 80c. per gallon 
during the period, but the bulk of the 
producers are holding their material 
at $1 per gallon minimum. 

FERRIC CHLORIDE.—The prices 
of the producers are unchanged, and 
as these factors are in control and the 
market quiet, quotations are repeated 
on the basis of 14c. per pound for the 
40-degree crystals and 6%c. per pound 
for the 40-degree liquid.

ACIDS. 

There has been a fair market for 
acids during the week and prices on 
practically all of the items on the list 
are’ being well maintained on _ the 
strength of the market. The heavy 
acids were, as has been usual, the lead- 
ers in this activity of the market, and 
during the week these items have been 
in such good demand, so far as the 
group as a whole is concerned, that a 
firm tone can be said to be in evidence 


in the market. Of the mineral acid 
group, muriatic has been by far the 


leader of the trading, and it is stated 
in one producing concern that the en- 
tire output of the company in this acia 
has been taken at existing prices until 
the end of the year and that inquiries 
for contracts into the coming year are 
being received. There is usually some 
reluctance on the parr or the holders 
of the material to quote prices further 
in advance than January 1, and there 
have been no contracts reported to run 
beyond that date. Whether this would 
indicate that there is to be an advance 
in the producers’ schedules for the 
material is problematical, but should 
the present strong demand continue 
there is little doubt that prices will be 
advanced in many directions with the 
fall season. Other heavy acids on the 
list are also in good demand, with the 
single exception of nitric, which remains 
very weak on the surplus which the 
release of government supplies and 
contracts has caused. Production is 
being curtailed sharply, and in some 
instances where firms nhac started the 
manufacture as a war measure only, 
there has been a cutting off of the out- 
put altogether. It is estimated that at 
least a year will be required to get back 
to the normal conditions in the supply 
and demand of this acid. 

Finer acids have not been very active, 
with the exception of citric, which con- 
inues to be very scarce and to command 
high prices in the spot market. There 
are considerable importations being re- 
ceived, but these are generally con- 
signed to factors whose views of the 
market are very firm and who refuse 
to shade the prevailing high levels for 
the sake of a quick turn-over. Goods 
were offered to New York parties dur- 
ing the week on the basis of 95c. per 
pound: ec. ‘i: f., but-spot ‘quotations are 
not heard at any such levels, and quo- 
tations at less than $1.20 per pound 
were the exception and not the rule. 
Other finer acids are for the most part 
quiet. Carbolic was again advanced by 
the producers, which leads to the belief 
that more knowledge of the conditions 
of the government sale of this material 
is known than is generally believed in 
the market. It would not be surprising, 
according to prominent factors in the 
trade, if these supplies are finally re- 
leased at prices lower than 15c. per 
pound. | 

The export demand for the mineral 
acid group is good, and sulphuric seems 
to lead in the demand from the South 
American markets. The call for high- 
test sulphuric and for oleum is strong, 
and supplies on the spot are being re- 
duced to some extent by the constant 
shipments of this material to foreign 
buyers. Nitric in the form of mixed 
acid is also being moved, but not in 
very large quantity. The demand for 
the finer acids is not very strong for 
export, and during the week there were 
no important transactions reported to 
make an interesting report. There is 
some trading in one or two of the 
items, but the general effect on the 
market as a whole of this business is 
more or less negligible. 

Detailed reports on 
items follow: 

ACETIC.—There continues to be a 
good demand for glacial acetic acid 
and the producers are in most cases 
able to offer for future delivery only.

The summer demand has been 
ihis may be taken as an 
indication thit there is going to be a 
yery active fall demand. The scarcity 
of a number of materials is getting to 
be a very serious matter. In spite of 
the fact that the ban on the importation 
of German potash has been lifted, it 
promises to be a long time before there 
will be a movement of any volume 
from that country. The importations 
from France have thus far not been 
large enough to help the situation to 
any great extent, and, while many look 
forward to a great future for the Alsa- 
tian potash fields, there will hardly be 
enough Alsatian potash received here 
pefore next spring to give the Ameri- 
ean farmers the material they need. 
Domestic producers are uncertain as to 
their future until it is known what 
Congress is going to do. Some plants 
are closed down, and others are produc- 
ing and putting their production in 
store. The acid phosphate situation is 
growing more acute right along, and 
there is a shortage of this material 
that promises to be very serious later 
on. Rock producers in the Florida fields 
do not seem to make much progress in 
getting their mines into production 
again, and the other fields in this coun- 
try can not produce enough rock to 
meet the demand. Tennessee producers 
are already making contracts for deliv- 
ery in 1920, and the price that consum- 
ers are willing to pay for distant de- 
liveries of this rock certainly makes it 
appear as if they took a yery pessimistic 
view of the situation in Florida. Had it 
been possible to continue active produc- 
tion in the Florida fields, there would 
have been a lively export business doing 
at this time both in rock and in acid 
phosphate. It is unfortunate that this 
business should have to be neglected at 
this time. It looks as if acid phosphate 
might go very high unless there is some 
very radical change in the situation. 

Packing houses are not killing as they 
were. The total kill this summer has 
been unusually light, and this is caus- 
ing high prices for packing house fer- 
tilizers. Both tankage and blood are 
searce, and the price high enough to 
invite consumers to use something else 
when it is possible. The reports from 
the menhaden fishermen are very bad. 
The recent storms are said to have 
driven most of the fish from Northern 
waters. Feeders are competing with 
fertilizer men for ground fish scrap, and 
this has caused a sharp advance in that 
material. There is a good demand for 
sulphate of ammonia for export, but 
some domestic consumers seem holding 
back in the hope that they may be able 
to buy cheaper later on. There has been 
a great deal of nitrate of soda sold re- 
cently, and the market holds steady in 
spite of the fact that there are still large 
stocks in the producing country.

BLOOD TANKAGE.—The packers 
have not been killing at the rate they 
were a year ago.

so often that there is little new for 
either side to offer. It is now a ques- 
tion of who will get the votes when the 
matter comes to a vote. California pro- 
ducers are so confident that there will 
be a demand for American potash that 
they are going right ahead and accumu- 
lating a stock. Nebraska producers still 
quote $2.50 a unit for what they still 
nave on hand. In the mean time the 
pars are down if Germany can send any 
tash here, and some is coming in right 
along from France. The importations 
of Alsatian potash are not large enough 
to go very far towards supplying the 
demand, and what comes in has been 
gold long before its arrival. The price 
quoted for this goods continues to be 
$21 a ton for kainit and $85 a ton for 
muriate, but it is hardly fair to quote 
this as the market. Just how important 
a factor the Alsatian fields will be in 
French hands remains to be seen. Do- 
mestic producers say that they must 
goon pass out of military control, and 
predict that when this occurs there will 
be an increase in the price. The trade 
is still very definitely of the opinion that 
it will be a long time before there will 
be heavy arrivals from Germany, and 
predictions are made that not only will 
no German potash be available this 
fall, but that little will reach this coun- 
try in time to be used next spring. 
How long it will be before the situation 
will be cleared by a definite knowledge 
of what Congress intends to do no one 
ventures to predict. : 
PYRITES.—There is no scarcity of 
Spanish pyrites in this country now, 
and the competition between imported 
pyrites and domestic sulphur is strong 
enough to make the undertone of the 
market somewhat soft, and the tendency 
recently has been toward a lower level. 
The quotation just now is 16%c. to 
17%c. according to the grade, and there 
is talk of sales as low as 16c. There 
isa fair business doing right along, and 
importers do not seem to fear the pas- 
sage of the bill that has been introduced 
to place a duty on this material. It has 
been shown in the potash fight how 
great is the opposition to any measure 
that would tend to increase the cost of 
fertilizers. Producers of domestic pyrites 
are still engaged in filling contracts 
made during the period of restricted 
importations, when consumers were will- 
ing to pay a high price and to make 
contracts ahead. In any new business 
that is being done the price is based 
upon the price of brimstone. 


BALTIMORE. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 21, 1919. 


While the situation with respect to ship- 
ment of fertilizer mixtures on orders has 
improved during the last week in conse- 
quence of the cessation of the railroad shop- 
men’s strike and the raising of the embar- 
goes which were promptly decreed by vari- 
ous companies on the interruption of traffic, 
conditions are still far from satisfactory, 
and the admonitions heretofore given to 
buyers to lose no time in the placing of or- 
dets apply as much now as at any previous 
period. 

FISH SCRAP.—Reports about the fishing 
down the bay continue unsatisfactory, and 
it is said that the catch remains very small, 
while the fish yield little oil. This tends to 
stiffen the demands of the fish factories on 
srap all the more, the high price of other 
émmoniates being an additional incentive to

now ask upward of $7 and $10 down the 
bay, which would bring scrap just about on 
a level with the current quotations on other 
ammoniates. Stocks of scrap on hand are 
very small, and despite the rising tendency 
of the market, the supplies are taken up 
readily enough, for manufacturers of mix- 
tures have fish brands to maintain, and they 
tealize that the production of scrap will not 
teach large proportions.

ume, and with the demand evidently being 
deferred until the needs of the intending 
buyers become more pressing than they are 
at this time. From having been on a level 
with tankage, ground blood has gone ahead 
again, and now maintains what is about the 
nomal difference on a much lower scale. In 
other words, to accord with the old ratio, 
round blood would have to bring about 
7.60 instead of $7.35, c. 1. f. basis Baltimore, 
the figure quoted. The South, as the chief 
buyer, seems to be waiting until the crops 
are out of the way, and is not giving much 
attention to. ammoniates now. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—The situation with 
regard to acid phosphate has not shown any 


improvement during the last week. It was 
reported some time ago that the strike at 
the Florida phosphate rock deposits had 


been settled. Naturally, the continuance of 
labor troubles adds to the difficulties of sup- 
plying the trade with acid phosphate. Al- 
ready the producers are far behind in their 
output, and there is hardly a chance that 
the deficiency in the production can be made 
up. The fertilizer buyers are confronted 
with real danger of a grave shortage, and 
this prospect is reflected in the continuance 
of high prices, with the quotations at $16.50 
for 14 per cent. and $18 for 16 per cent. 
stocks. The quotation on 14 per cent. has 
been marked up in consequence of the les- 
sening of the difference between 14 and 16 
per cent., the former being made stronger 
than before. 


NITRATE OF SODA.—Conditions in the 
nitrate of soda trade are much as they have 
been, with a feeling of quiet in evidence, but 
with a prospect that conditions may undergo 
a change in the near future. A cargo of 
nitrate came in yesterday, this being the 
first to arrive for some time, and other ves- 
sels are stated to be either on the way up or 
have gone to Chile to load. The market is 
declared to be fairly firm, with the quota- 
tions around $3.10 for spot and with futures 
somewhat lower. The spot market has been 
almost completely bare for some time. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Nothing of 
an exceptional nature has deVeloped in the 
market for sulphate of ammonia. The offer- 
ings are exceedingly small, and there is no 
change in the quotations, which continue 
around $3.90. The buyers are not pressing 
orders, but evidently intend to wait until 
they have more immediate needs to take 
care of. 


POTASH.—With the arrival of a full cargo 
of potash here from Europe, a very decided 
approach toward a restoration of the con- 
ditions that prevailed prior to the war has 
been made, and further progress in this di- 
rection may be expected with additional im- 
ports to come in from time to time. The 
manufacturers of mixtures, who when the 
receipts from abroad of petash were cut off 
talked rather volubly about the possibility 
of learning to do without potash, seem ready 
enough to take up supplies, and the trade is 
getting back to pre-war formulas. Evidently 
there is a feeling that the soil needs larger 
quantities of potash than it has been re- 
ceiving for some time. The quotations are 
around $21 for kainit and $80 for muriate, 
with Nebraska potash held at $2.50. 


BONE.—Supplies of bone are very scant, 
and the tone of the market shows pro- 
nounced firmness, with the quotations at $38 
for 3 and 50 ground steamed bone and at 
$46 for 4% and 48 ground raw bone. Stocks 
have been relatively small for some time, 
and this material is keeping pace in point 
of value with other ammoniates. 


CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 22, 1919. 

Shortage of every kind of fertilizer mate- 
rial increases as the days go by, and prices 
are automatical'!y advanced. So serious has 
the lack of offerings become that business 
is hampered to a very large extent. In the 
light of this fact, the insistence by the gov- 
ernment that shipments of fertilizer, espe- 
cially in the Middle West, be speeded up 
to make way for grain movements has its 
humorous side, since there is literally so lit- 
tle to ship. Demand for fertilizer continues 
to be eager, and indications for the fall de- 
mand are very good. The lifting of the pot- 
ash ban by Germany will not affect the mar- 
ket for some time to come, it was stated by 
packing interests here. The recent cleaning 
up of all the potash available has had far 
more effect than the news about Germany in 


general.

There has been some renewal of ac- 
tivity in the market for the various 
coal tar products since the first of the 
week, and at the close there is a much 
better tone in evidence in the market 
than was the case at the close of the 


former period, Of the list as a whole 


the crudes have been by far the most 
active section, There has been a con- 
tinued good demand for these products 
throughout the summer months, and 


producers state that they have done a 
better than normal business in prac- 
tically all of the items on the list dur- 
ing the present season than that usual- 
ly received during the corresponding 
period of the year. With the approach 
of fall and the naturally active season 
in these materials, producers state that 
they feel that they are to have a rec- 
ord business, and that the pull of the 
consuming demand for the coming sea- 
son is already being felt in some of the 
items, with inquiries for contracts run- 
ning well into the coming year received 
in some quarters. There has as yet 
been no intimation as to what prices 
will be on business over the first six 
months of 1920. Producers are, on the 
whole, very unwilling to quote over that 
period, and there has been no case in 
which an actual contract for later than 
December shipment has been reported. 
It is, however, the consensus of opin- 
ion of those best informed in the mar- 
ket that prices on the crudes will be 
named which are considerably higher 
than those at present quoted in the 
market, and the cost of production of 
the materials is pointed to as an ade- 
quate reason for this belief. _ There 
were slight advances in the prices of 
some of the crudes during the past 
week. These were predicted in a for- 
mer report, but when they came they 
were hardly as large or as extensive as 
was believed to be probable. The mar- 
ket has been little affected by the ad- 
vances, however, and with a continued 
brisk trading in evidence there has 
been no weakness in prices, and ad- 
vances are being firmly sustained. In- 
dications point to still further advances 
in the near future. The market for in- 
termediates, which has been rather 
quiet and somewhat weaker than 
usual, has recovered a part of its for- 
mer vigor and displayed an increased 
tone of activity during the past week. 
It is stated in most producing direc- 
tions that the slump in operations 
noted for the past two weeks has been 
the natural result of the usual vaca- 
tion period and summer lightness of de- 
mand, and that the market, even at the 
worst part of the slump, was more ac- 
tive than is usually the case during the 
month of August. There has, however, 
been a decided renewal of operations 
in the buying end of the business. Most 
of the items on the list are being very 
firmly maintained, and in some of them 
advances from former selling sched- 
ules have been named on account of 
the increase in the demand. Prices on 
the whole are firm, and the list is well 
maintained. 

The demand for colors is also in- 
creasing to some extent, although here 
the increase has been less, and the 
trading is still rather more quiet than 
usual. It is stated that the textile in- 
terests are taking fair lots of the usual 
shades for their regular consumption, 
but that there is a marked reluctance 
in the matter of advance supplies on 
contracts for the coming six months. 
During the past week the direct colors 
have enjoyed the most activity, and 
direct black has been taken in good 
volume by prominent consumers. Swiss 
and other imported colors remain 
scarce and in good demand, with the 
result that prices are being maintained 
at high levels on such stocks of spot 
g00ds as are offered by leading im- 
porters, 

The export demand for colors is 
rather more quiet than has been the 
case, and practically the only business 
in these lines going through at present 
is with South America. Asiatic buyers 
are in the market for small lots only, 
ut in many cases the question of the 
quality of the shipments received pre- 
viously is standing in the way of new 
business with the same firm or with a 
different one. The intermediates are in 
fair demand for export in some lines, 
but on the whole export trading in 
these products is negligible. Crudes 
Continue to move in good volume, with 
benzol and naphtha the leaders of the 
st in the matter of activity. Quota- 
tions for export are stated to be gen- 
erally on the same basis as those de- 
manded of the domestie purchaser.

The details of the agreement made be- 
tween Levinstein, Ltd., and the Du Pont 
Company are known to the Board of 
Trade, but would not be disclosed with- 
out the consent of the parties concerned. 
Dr. Levinstein and his company have 
rendered very great services to H. M. 
Government and to British dye-users 
during the war.

Fish Offal Fertilizers Made in British 
Columbia From Canning 


Plant Refuse. 


A comparatively new industry has been 
established at Tucks Inlet, B. C., across 
the bay from Prince Rupert, in Osborne 
Cove. The company which established 
this industry is known as the Tucks In- 
let By-Products Company, a Canadian 
organization capitalized at $125,000 and 
with head offices in Vancouver. The 
products of this concern are obtained 
entirely from fish offal. The company 
manufacturers fish meal, which is a val- 
uable fertilizing ingredient, and fish oil, 
which is used in the manufacture of 
soap.

xtract list has been notably in 
ot demand during the past week. It 
is stated that business with the textile 
mills has so far improved that there 
are prospects of an early resumption of 
the fall demand for these materials. 
Up to the past week the bulk of the 
demand has come through for the lower 
rades of the extracts and for those 
wraterials which are principally used 
in the tanning industry. During the 
period, however, the higher grades of 
the various extracts have been taken 
in good shape by the mill interests, and 
coupled with this the demand from the 
tanning interests has _continued, so 
that practically the entire extract list 
is now rather firm, and no declines in 
prices have been noted since the last 
report. Hematines, logwood extracts 
and fustic are in considerable demand 
from the consumers of these materials. 
Leading factors state that they believe 
that advances in the prices of many of 
these items will be named when the 
fall demand really begins. This is due 
to the fact that supplies of the high 
grades of these materials are not of- 
fered with any considerable freshness 
and because the quality of some of the 
offerings coming through as high test 
goods are hardly up to the levels de- 
manded by the consumers. This natu- 
rally increases the demand for guar- 
anteed material, and prices on this are 
expected to advance with the increase 
of the demand in the fall. 

In the natural materials there has 
also been an increase in the demand 
during the past week. It is stated that 
supplies are here in sufficient volume 
for the demand in most of the impor- 
tant items. Importers are receiving 
ample supplies of logwood, Brazil wood, 
fustic and others of the important items 
for the demand being received at pres- 
ent, but there is a scarcity of really 
high grade offerings in most of the ma- 
terials noted in this list. Importations 
coming through for the past few 
months have generally been of rather 
low grade, and on this account leading 
handlers state that prices have de- 
clined in many instances more than 
they should have on the importations 
coming through from the primary 
markets. There are, however, better 
shipments of standard test goods being 
received at present, since many of the 
buyers are now on the ground and are 
testing the material before shipment 
and purchase. Prices are generally 
maintained at their former levels, al- 
though on some high test material 
there are considerable advances being 
named over the schedules of the im- 
porters and miscellaneous offerings. 

Chemicals have also picked up to 
some extent, although the regular sum- 
mer slump in the demand had less ef- 
fect on this group than on any of the 
others of the list. This is due to the 
fact that supplies of many of the items 
have been so limited for the past two 
or three weeks, and as a consequence 
the demand has been much stronger 
than is usual at this season of the year. 
Further developments im the line of 
Prices were absent excepting in the 
cases of the bichromate group, in which 
one producer quoted as high ag 20c. per 
pound for immediate shipment of the 
soda salt. There are still supplies to be 
had in the spot market on the basis of 
M4@lic. per pound, but there is only a 
limited supply of the material avail- 
able from any source, and the demand 
continues strong.

ANTIMONY SALT.—The market is 
steady on the 65 per cent. grade, which 
is the only test of the material being 
offered at present. Demand is strong, 
and quotations stand at 58@60c. per 
pound in most quarters. 

BICHROMATES.—Bichromates con- 
tinue in their strong position, and dur- 
ing the week one of the largest pro- 
ducers, who has been out of the mar- 
ket for some time, resumed quotations 
with sales at 28c. per pound for the 
potash and 20c. per pound for the soda 
salt. Other factors quote at somewhat 
lower prices, but there is a pronounced 
scarcity of spot material, and any good 
spot order would probably have had to 
pay the figure quoted above. Second 
hands report sales of small lots of the 
soda salt at lic. per pound and of the 
potash at 27\%c. per pound, ex store 
New York. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—The 
market is steady, with a routine de- 
mand, and prices remain on the basis 
of $3 per cwt. for the ordinary crystals 
in barrels. 

INDIGO.—There is some demand for 
this material, and prices are generally 
well maintained at the levels quoted by 
the producers. These factors’ views of 
the market vary from 70c. to 90c. per 
pound inside. 

NITRATE OF IRON.—The market is 
quiet, and prices are held at 9c. per 
pound for the true and 2c. per pound 
for the commercial. 

PHOSPHATE OF SODA.—Fair trad- 
ing developed during the week in the 
market for this material, and prices 
were generally well maintained on the 
steady market. Quotations lower than 
34%4c. per pound were not reported in 
any direction. 

PRUSSIATES.—The continued 
searcity of the potash salts in the spot 
market has brought the market into a 
nearly nominal position. Good-sized 
orders were in the market during the 
week, and it is reported that consider- 
able shopping had to be done before 
they were finally filled. The inside 
price on the yellow potash salt at the 
close of the week was 50c. per pound, 
although isolated sales as high as 60c. 
per pound were reported. The red ma- 
terial was offered in one or two direc- 
tions at $1.05 per pound, although sales 
at higher levels were reported at vari- 
ous times during the week. Yellow 
prussiate of soda is also scarce in the 
spot market. The producers are quot- 
ing on the basis of 18c. per pound, but 
are not at present in a position to make 
immediate deliveries. Small spot trans- 
actions at 19@20c. per pound were re- 
ported by leading second hands in the 
market. 

SOLUBLE OIL.—There has been no 
change in the prices, and the demand is 
taking care of the supplies offered in 
good shape at lic. per pound for the 
50 per cent. and 20c. per pound for the 
85 per cent. grade. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—The market re- 
mains very quiet, and there are only 
small lots changing hands for the most 
part. Prices are held at the levels of 
the mnaufacturers, and sales of small 
lots on the basis of 47@47%c. per 
pound were reported by prominent fac- 
tors. 

ZINC DUST.—Prices vary, according 
to the screening of the material, from 
9%c. to lle. per pound. The demand is 
quiet, and only small supplies for the 
immediate use of the consumers are be- 
ing taken from time to time. 


NATURAL DYESTUFFS. 


ALBUMEN.—There has been no 
change in the albumen situation since 
the report of a week ago. Spot sup- 
plies are limited on account of the re- 
luctance of concerns in the primary 
market to ship and run the risk of re- 
jection at port. Goods in the hands of 
spot factors are held at their former 
high levels, and $2.25 per pound was 
the inside noted for egg material dur- 
ing the week. Imported blood goods 
are in a wholly nominal position. Do- 
mestic blood albumen is offered at 60c. 
per pound in most directions. Vege- 
table albumen is quoted on the basis of 
68@70c. per pound. 

ANNATTO.—There has been no 
change in the market since the report 
of a week ago. The prices on the seed 
variety remain weak, and quotations 
as low as 5c. per pound are still heard 
in the market. The fine variety is 
steadier than is the seed, and there are 
sales of this grade on the basis of 32@ 
33c. per pound. 

ARCHIL.—The demand for archil 
extract continues to come through in 
good shape, and prices are generally 
well maintained on the basis of 16@ 
18c. per pound for the double and 25@ 
30c. per pound for the concentrated. 

BARBERRY.—French barberry ex- 
tract is being taken in fair volume, and 
prices are unchanged, with a quotation 
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of 35c. per pound as the inside named 
during the week. 

BARWOOD. — Chipped barwood is 
quiet, but steady, on the repeated basis 
of 6@8c. per pound, according to quan- 
tity and grade. 

BRAZIL WoOOD.—There are good 
supplies of this material being received 
from the primary markets, and as a re- 
sult prices are generally steady at the 
levels named a week ago. The demand 
for high test goods is strong, and one 
factor reported sales of very high grade 
goods during the week at $49 per ton. 
Ordinary offerings come on the basis 
of $30@35 per ton. 

CAMWOOD.—Camwood chips are of- 
fered at 18@20c. per pound. Trading is 
reported as routine and the demand 
fair. 

CHESTNUT.—Chestnut extract is 
being taken in good shape by the con- 
sumers, and during the week fair sales 
of the 25 per cent. clarified were re- 
ported on the basis of 3%c. per pound. 
The ordinary 25 per cent. material is 
now quoted on the basis of 3c. per 
pound. 

COCHINEAL.—The demand for this 
material is coming through in good 
shape, and prices are generally firming 
up from the weak position noted in the 
reports a few weeks ago. There have 
been no advances in the prices named, 
but there is little doubt that with the 
surplus noted a while back out of the 
way, prices will be advanced if the 
present demand continues or grows. 
Quotations stand at 67c. per pound for 
the silver, 65c. per pound for the rosy 
black, and 62c. per pound for the gray 
black. 

CUDBEAR.—This material is quoted 
at the same levels noted at the time of 
the last report. Trading is fair, and 
prices are generally steady at 30@40c. 
per pound, according to quantity and 
holder. 

CUTCH.—Cutch is rather easy, but 
the demand is of sufficient ‘proportions 
to take away all chances of a very 
large accumulation in the market. 
Prices are generally held at their for- 
mer levels, and sales of the Borneo 
were put through at 10c. per pound 
during the week. South American and 
Rangoon material in boxes are offered 
at 14c. and 18c. per pound, respectively, 
by prominent holders. The extract is in 
good demand, and prices are firmly 
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maintained at the former levels of 11@ 
13c. per pound for the liquid and 9@ 
10c. per pound for the 68 per cent. solid 
grade of the material. 

DEXTRINES.—AIl varieties of dex- 
trine continue to be firm, and the de- 
mand is in excess of the supply in 
practically every grade. The corn grade 
is particularly scarce, and spot supplies 
are very hard to locate, with prices 
standing at 7%4c. per pound inside. 
British gum is also very hard to get in 
the spot market, although sales of iso- 
lated cars are reported on the basis of 
8c. per pound. The potato grades are 
firm on account of the strong demand, 
and prices are generally quoted at 16@ 
17c. per pound for both the Japanese 
and domestic types. 

DIVI DIVI.—There has been no 
change in the divi divi situation, and, 
with stocks at a very low ebb and only 
moderate supplies arriving, prices are 
generally very firm at the levels noted. 
One sale of a considerable quantity was 
reported on the basis of $78 per ton. 
Offerings ranged in price from $75 to 
$80 per ton, according to holder. The 
extract is in good demand, and quota- 
tions are generally steady at their old 
levels of 30@35c. per pound. 

EGG YOLK.—This material is offered 
more feely than was the case a few 
weeks ago. There is, however, a strong 
demand from the consumers, who are 
using large quantities in substitution 
processes, and the market on this ac- 
count is held at high levels by the 
handlers of the material. Prices stand 
at 75c. per pound, inside, for both the 
spray and the granular grades. 

FLAVINE. — Producers continue to 
offer at $1 per pound, and report a 
steady business. The demand has im- 
proved slightly since the last report. 

FUSTIC.—F ustic logs are arriving in 
sufficient volume to take care of the 
demand, and offerings are rather free 
in most directions. Prices on the bulk 
of the business being done are held at 
$30 per ton, inside. Some high test ma- 
terial is held at considerably higher 
levels. The quality of the material ar- 
riving is said to be on the up-grade. 
Fustic extract was im good demand 
throughout the period, and prices are 
generally firm on the basis of 23c. per 
pound for the solid and 28c. per pound 
for the crystals. 

GAMBIER.—The market for the va- 
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rious grades of gambier was fairly ac- 
tive during the week, and prices are 
generally well maintained at the lev- 
els quoted a week ago. There were 
sales of good quantities during the 
week, and quotations are firmer than 
at the close of the former period. The 
common grade is held at 11%c. per 
pound, the plantation at 16c. per pound, 
the Java cubes at 13c. per pound, and 
the Singapore cubes at 18c. per pound. 
The latter grade of the material is 
rather scarce, and there might have 
been some difficulty connected with se- 
curing supplies of the material. Gam- 
bier extract is in fair demand, and 
prices are fairly steady on the basis of 
12@13c. per pound for the 25 per cent. 
tannin grade. 

HEMATINE.—The demand for this 
material has improved, and leading 
factors state that they are doing a 
good business for the present season of 
the year and that prices have firmed 
up at their former levels, with ad- 
vainces in prospect. Quotations stand 
at 2lc. per pound for the crystals and 
16c. per pound for the solid grades, re- 
spectively. 

HEMLOCK.—tThis extract is being 
taken in fair lots by the consumers, 
and prices are generally firm at 54%@ 
6c. per pound for the 25 per cent. grade. 

HYPERNIC.—This material is in 
good demand, and prices are generally 
much steadier than they were a week 
or two back. Quotations stand on the 
basis of 15c. per pound for the solid and 
lic. per pound for the liquid of 51-de- 
gree test. Spot goods is not very free, 
and offerings are rather hard to locate. 

INDIGO.—There has been no change 
in the prices quoted by the importers 
of this material. Offerings in the pri- 
mary market are reported as being of 
fair quality, and shipments are coming 
through regularly for the account of 
New York parties. The demand is fair, 
and the weakness of the market noted 
a short time back has been overcome 
to a considerable extent. Prices are 
generally steady at $2.25 per pound for 
the Bengal and Oudes, $2 per pound for 
the Kurpahs and Gautemala, $1.30 per 
pound for the Manila, and 95c. per 
pound for ordinary grades of Madras 
goods. Extract of indigo is quiet but 
steady at 23@26c. per pound. 

LARCH.—Larch extract is moving in 
a routine way, and prices are generally 
steady on the basis of 8c. per pound for 
the crystals 50 per cent. and 4%c. per 
pound for the 25 per cent liquid. 

LOGWOOD.—The demand for this 
material is not very large, and, with 
shipments being received in their pres- 
ent volume, the market is rather heavy. 
Offerings of fair quality of goods are 
heard at some slight reductions from 
the prices quoted herewith in some 
cases, but for guaranteed logs quota- 
tions are generally steady at $25 per 
ton for the Haitian, $35 per ton for the 
Black River Jamaica, and $38 per ton 
for the Mexican. Logwood extract is 
being taken in fair volume by the con- 
sumers, and the producers are of the 
opinion that a very active market will 
develop with the opening of the fall 
demand. Solid logwood extract is quot- 
ed at 19c. per pound, while the crystals 
are offered at 23c. per pound in most 
directions. 

MADDER.—There is a fair call for 
this material, and supplies are suffi- 
cient for the demand, with prices steady 
on the basis of 20@25c. per pound. 

MANGROVE.—Lack of facilities for 
the importation of this material is 
again hampering the trading to some 
extent. Shipments are somewhat 
smaller than the trade requires, and 
supplies of the bark are rather light in 
the spot market. The extract is being 
taken in good volume by leading fac- 
tors in the consuming market, and as 
a result prices have firmed up to a cer- 
tain extent, with quotations lower than 
9c. per pound for the 55 per cent. cutch 
material not heard in the market. The 
25 per cent. liquid is quoted on the 
basis of 8@10c. per pound in most di- 
rections. 

MUSKEGON. — Prices are main- 
tained on the fair demand, and quota- 
tions stand at 1%c. per pound, inside, 
for the 25 per cent. tannin grade. 

MYRABOLANS.—Reports from the 
Indian market are to the effect that 
large parcels are passing for the ac- 
count of American buyers, but that the 
quality of the offerings is only medium. 
Spot goods are in an easy position as a 
result of fair importations, and prices 
are rather weaker than before on the 
basis of $45@50 per ton. 

NUTGALLS.—The market remains 
rather easy on free supplies and not 
very strong demand. The Blue Aleppo 
grade is quoted in the spot market at 
60c. per pound by prominent importers. 
Chinese nutgalls are being quoted at 
28@30c. per pound, with a rather quiet 
market in evidence. Gall extract is be- 
ing offered in the spot market at 25@ 
27%c. per pound. The demand is re- 
ported as rather light at present. 

OAK.—Oak bark extract is quiet, and 
prices are steady at 5@5%éc. per pound. 

OSAGE ORANGE.—The market for 
this material remains steady. Fair lots 
are being taken by the consumers, but 
the feature of the market is the con- 
tinuation of the good export demand 
noted for the past two months. Prices 


are generally firmly maintained on the,

STARCH.—Corn starch trading jg 
hampered by lack of spot supplies 
There is very little of the materia) 
available, and none from the producers 
who are several weeks behind on their 
contract deliveries. Second hands anq 
brokers are able to offer small supplies 
from time to time, but no very large 
order could be closed in the spot mar. 
ket during the week. Both the pear} 
and powdered grades were in this con. 
dition at the close, and quotations 
stand on the basis of 6%c. per pound, 
inside, on these grades. Producers of 
potato starch are hopeful of favorable 
action on the pending bill for the rais-. 
ing of the tariff rates on importations 
of this material. It is predicted that 
such action will not have the effect of 
raising the prices on the domestic ma- 
terial, for the increase in production 
will more than offset the duty in lower 
costs of production. Potato starches 
were very active during the past week, 
and it is stated that there are only 
small supplies to be had in the spot 
market. Prices are generally firm on 
the basis of 9%c. per pound for the 
domestic and 9%c. per pound for the 
Japanese grades. Wheat starch is moy- 
ing strongly, and prices are held at lle.

Sumac extract is very 
firm on the high prices of the leaves, 
and sales of the stainless Sicilian are 
heard at 15c. per pound. The domestic 
is also very scarce, and prices are well 
maintained, with 6%c. per pound as

TAPIOCA FLOUR.—The demand, in 
common with that for all of the starch 
products, is very firm and strong, and 
prices are generally well maintained, 
ranging, according to grade and quan- 
tity, from 6%c. per pound to 9c. per 
pound. 


TURMERIC.—The situation is easier 
than has been the case for some time 
back, and while there is a fair demand 
for the present season of the year, 
prices are generally unchanged on the 
basis of 104%c.-per pound for the Mad- 
ras, 9c. per pound for the Aleppy, le.

ASOLINE PUMP DISTRIBUTION RUL- 
ING OF FEDERAL TRADE COMMIS- 
SION RESTS ON MATTERS OF FACT 
—BELIEVED NOT A SWEEPING PRE- 
CEDENT. 


The Federal Trade Commission in its citation 
of the Standard Oil Company of Indiana, and its 
iN ruling by which that organization is ordered to stop 
the leasing of tanks and pumps to retail dealers 
on exclusive dealing leasing terms, nfay mean more 
or less than appears on the surface.

"! at rentals below those warrantable to insure 
l reasonable profit, on the condition they would 


not be used to distribute the products of 

competitor companies, is an unfair method of 

competition in violation of law.” 

The company is instructed to make new con- 
| racts and further to report back to the Commission 
of Bewithin 30 days after the four months’ period allowed 
ne for such contract readjustment the nature of the 

new contracts so made. 
Ot, As detailed in the Reporter last week, the 
American Petroleum Institute, as a result of a meet- 
ng held in Washington on June 26, had prepared a 
eport on the pump leasing situation, and had sub- 
ed mitted a questionnaire to the industry in which direct 
questions were asked as to the recipient’s opinion 
ifs, fin the legality of such pump distribution, whether 
+ fr not it is an “‘unfair practice,”’ and the number 
of such pumps given away or leased. 

The time set for the return of this questionnaire 
‘as today—August 25—but following the action 
of the Federal Trade Commission in the Indiana 
ust ease, and the visit of Secretary and Counsel Robert 
| Welch of the American Petroleum Institute to 
t. ton, the time of return of the questionnaire 
has now been extended to September 16. It is 
iteresting to note in this connection that the answers 
Vv 0 the Commission by the 34 companies cited by 
k me Commission for pump distributing practices are 

illed for on September 5 and September 15, both 
por to the final date of questionnaire returns which 
te to be collated and then sent to the Commission 
yy the Institute with a hope of reaching a ‘common 
nderstanding either to discontinue the practice or 
owiate further action by the Commission.” 


Secretary Welch of the Institute, in commenting 
hcially in a letter extending the time of question- 
=f answering, states that there 


r) “Is grave doubt whether the decision is one 














ich properly forms a precedent and whether 
'ommission has reached a final conclusion 





The following publications are incorporated in the 
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as to the practice applicable in principle to all 

pending cases.” 

The Commission ruling as above quoted does not 
seem to confine the regulation to any one company, 
the factors in determining any action against any 
gasoline pump distributing company apparently 
being two:— 

Whether the exclusive leasing terms are ‘‘intended 
to stifle competition.” 


“The leasing of such pumps or tanks at 
rentals below those warrantable to insure a 
reasonable profit, on the condition they would 
not be used to distribute the products of compe- 
titor companies.” 

This practice the Commission plainly and un- 
equivocally finds “‘an unfair method of competition 
in violation of law.” 

If precedent is to be followed the Commission 
will adjudge each case on its merits and upon state- 
ment of fact—if, however, pumps have been leased 
at $1 a year, or similar minimum rental; if such 
leasing has been dependent upon exclusive sales of 
company products—then the issue is apparently 
plain despite the optimism of Secretary Welch. 
There is one sidelight which must be remembered— 
and which will undoubtedly be taken into consider- 
ation by the Commission—in common practice no 
one retailer or garage is restricted to the sale of one 
brand of gasoline—he may have three or more 
pump and tank stations of three or more different 
companies. In this case it would be extremely 
difficult, if not impossible, to prove that competition 
“has been stifled’” when three standard brands of 
gasoline are sold regularly by the same garage or 
filling station. 

In other words, monopoly of distribution to one 
brand through pump distribution at ridiculous rentals 
will doubtless be considered an unfair practice. 
Cited companies can draw their own conclusions as 
to which category they belong, and adjust their 
practices to meet the situation. 


In the meantime the trade will be given an oppor- 
tunity through the Institute questionnaire to go on 
record pro or con the practice.

FIELD WORK AND NEW PRODUCTION 
SHOW NO SIGNS OF IMMEDIATE 
DECREASE—MID-CONTINENT AVER- 
AGES 600,000 BARRELS A DAY. 





While the Navy objects to California fuel oil 
prices, the government draws up gasoline specifica- 
tions, the Federal Trade Commission puts a quietus 


on the Santa Claus-ing of gasoline pumps, and the 
Western refiners and jobbers are seeking relief from 
freight rates and freight conditions, the field men 
have something else to do—and they are doing it. 
The output of crude all over the country is mounting 
higher and higher, and for the first time in years, in 
some of the more important sections of oil territory, 
crude is going back into steel tankage. 

Almost without exception the report for the week 
from our own correspondents in the different oil fields 
of the country Mexico and Canada tells a similar 
story—new work is increasing—crude production is 
increasing—crude prices hold to previous levels. This 
will be seen in the following summaries :— 


Eastern Fields. 


In the high-grade fields east of the Mississippi 
River there was a gain registered all through the list 
—new output, completions, gas wells and dry 
holes-—i. e., new work. Kentucky, Indiana and 
Tennessee were to blame for the temporary lapse 
in the older territory. There were 197 completions, 
a gain of over 33 over the previous report, and 
4,743 barrels of new output, a gain of 473 barrels 
over last week’s total. Gas wells increasea two, 
while the duster column was increased by 16, with 
a total of 34. Dusters are not economic necessities, 
but they are an irrefutable token of activity. Penn- 
sylvania took a large and pleasant spurt, with 62 
completions and 1,253 barrels of new output, one 
of the wells—the biggest in the East for the week— 
coming in with 1,000 barrels. Kentucky in com- 
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pletions held to normal, with 64, but new production 
skidded to 1,990 barrels. 


Wyoming. 
Three big gushers, with a combined capacity of 
6,000 barrels a day, have been brought in in the 
Lance Creek field—each of 2,000 barrels; Salt 


Creek got one of 500; the Big Muddy wells of 500, 
300, 200, 35 and 25 barrels, respectively; Elk 
Basin, one of 80; Lost Soldier, one of 180, two of 
100 and one of 50; Fremont County, one of 100; 
while the miscellaneous total was by wells totaling 
115 barrels, and three gassers of 20,000,000 cubic 
feet each. The Rocky Mountain State is looking up. 


Canada. 


The Dominion is facing a similar condition to that 
objected to on the Pacific Coast through the at- 
tempted entrance into development of a British com- 
bine, which has already been refused permission to 
drill in British Columbia. This condition, it is now 
stated, will be evaded through working through 
other companies. Work generally in the Dominion 
is increasingly active. 


Gulf Coast. 


There was a gain of 1,850 barrels of new output 
in the Gulf Coast for the period, and yet it was a 
dull week, for the bulk of this production was from 
worked-over wells. In fact, of the 4,000 barrels 
of new production for the week 3,895 barrels were 
from worked-overs. Hull led the list with three 
completions and 2,800 barrels; Goose Creek had 
four, with 850 barrels; Damon Mound had one, 
with 200 barrels and the rest was scattering. The 
prevailing hot weather and the low price of crude at 
the wells is slowing up new work in the Gulf Coast, 
while the cost of drilling and of incidental expenses 
continues to grow. 


Kansas. 
The present sensation in Kansas is a 75-barrel 


an hour well in the Elbing pool, Butler County, 
which ran 2,210 barrels in the first 24 hours and is 
now holding to 75 barrels every 60 minutes. Work 
continues active, and there are good reports from all 
sections of the State. 


Mexico. 


The bulk of the work being undertaken in Mexico 
now is at the terminals and shipping ports, where 
loading lines, storage tanks, etc., are being con- 
structed as rapidly as possible. Field reports show 
little activity, and yet an official report states that 
during the month of July there were 81 new wells 
drilled in Tampico, Tuxpam and Panuco. Of these 
45 were in Tampico, 18 in Tuxpam and 28 in the 
Panuco field. The report continues that the drilling 
of wells is from 30 to 40 per cent. greater than ever 
before in Mexico; that the increase in actual produc- 
tion amounts to 383,769 barrels a day, and that the 
exportations for the first three months of the present 
year were | ,369,897.85 tons. Surely, this oil must 
come from somewhere in Mexico, even if the Car- 
ranza government is “‘stopping’”’ field work. 


Mid-Continent. 


Just to prove that Ranger-Burkburnett- Wichita is 
not the only oil puddle in the prairies the Mid-Con- 
tinent came back with a swing, and is now averaging 
600,000 barrels of crude a day. The present 
estimate places this output in the great subdivisions 
ot the field as follows:—-Oklahoma, 17,000; Kan- 
sas, 83,000—this is a total of 300,000 barrels; 
North Central Texas, 260,000; North Louisiana 
and Southeast Texas, 46,000 barrels.

record-breaking new work totals show that some- 
thing may be expected. Were it not for the scar- 
city of material and, in some fields, the scarcity of 
water, the “‘something”’ might come sooner. Okmul- 
gee county and the Beggs pool are getting good wells, 
and there is a new pool near Jennings. The Osage, 
also, is presenting an interesting string.

OIL LAND LEASE 
BILL MAY PASS 


Action by Senate Expected Soon, 
















WASHINGTON, Aug. 22, 1919. 
The fact that the oil, sodium and phos- 
phate land leasing bill, as reported from 
the Senate sub-committee, might serve to 
keep the lands indefinitely in the posses- of the 

sion of the government, was emphasized jeym 
on Thursday by Senator King of Utah, 
who opposed the measure. Senator Smoot, 
however, believed that the bill would pass 
on Friday, or at the latest within a few

days. 
Senator Smoot, Republican, Utah, 
author of the measure sad that, while 


he was opposed to the principle involved 
in the leasing*system, if the lands of the 
West were to be developed some radical 
change in the policy affecting public lands 
must be made. 

The Utah Senator called the attention 
of the Senate to one alteration in the 
bill as printed, providing that the Secre- 
tary of Interior shall have the right to 
offer for sale all royalty, oil and gas ac- 
cruing to the United States under lease. 
The original read “shall offer.” All roy- 
alties from the leasing of oil lands would 
be paid to the government in oil or gas. 

Senator King, Democrat, Utah, declared 
that he was opposed to any legislation 
that would operate against alienation of 
the land. He insisted that the best inter- 
ests of the country would be served by 
having the title pass directly to the opera- 
tor of the property and said that the ef- 
fect of the proposed measure would be to 
keep the lands indefinitely in the posses- 
sion of the government. 

Senator Smoot said that from the pres- 
ent trend toward government ownership 
and operation it would not surprise him 
if before the bill could become fully op- 
erative to see all mining and oil drilling 
on public lands done by the government. 

Senator Smoot’s attention was called 
to the bill's provision that no alien might 
acquire the leasing privileges except under 
certain condi‘ions. He admitted that the 
bill did bar them but said he preferred 
hot to discuss that feature unless and un- 
til some action was taken to alter it.

The demand from export sources for all petroleum 
products is picking up steadily all along the line 
traders report, and there is a scarcity of stocks of 
some items with which to meet the unusually heavy 
request, with the result that the market has stiffened 
perceptibly, though there has been as yet no change 
in prices. Handlers of the several items in the list « 
of refined products state that they look for an ad- 
vance in prices within a very short time, however, 
as a natural outcome of the situation. This en- 
larged and more active demand is particularly notice- 
able in regard to the call for kerosene, with gasoline 
a close competitor for the leadership of the market. 
Unusually large orders for kerosene and gasoline 
have had to be refused by exporters of the com- 
modities, one order for a million gallons of kero- 
sene for export and another nearly as large for 
gasoline being “‘passed up’ during the last week. 
While there are sufficient stocks of these items avail- 
able to meet the domestic demand there is great 
difficulty in getting supplies for export, this being 
principally due to the fact that export cases are 
scarce and makers of the cases are taxed at present 
to capacity in filling orders with the result that they 
are virtually refusing to accept new orders at this 
time. 

There is a steadily increasing demand for waxes 
also noted. This call being such that sellers of the 
commodity are anticipating an advance in quota- 
tions at any time. Prices are unchanged at this 
writing but decidedly firm. Movement of petro- 
latums by those who specialize in the product is re- 
ported large also, but not of sufficient volume to 
warrant any price alteration just now with stocks 
regarded as plentiful. Call for mineral medicinal 
oils is slow, but this is a ‘seasonal complaint.

Calamity Howlers. 


Calamity howlers are not feared by Mr. 

He says in rather mat- 
ter-of-fact manner that they are, in the 
very nature of the present world situa- 
tion, expected to exist, and that is about 
all there is to it. 

“With reference to the Congressional 
investigation of the oil industry which is 
now pending before Congress,” said Mr. 
Reynolds in response to questions, “I per- 
sonally feel that the oil industry has noth- 
ing to fear from such an inquiry as far as 
the mid-continent field is concerned. Dur- 
ing the war the government secured the 
services of practically every representa- 
tive interest in the oil industry, and tthese 
gentlemen made investigations as to how 
it was conducted. In fact, several docu- 
ments have been published since the war 
on the activities of the oil industry, giving 
the oil people credit for not making excess 
profits during that critical period. 

“The situation now is no different than 
it was during the war. Of course, we will 
have calamity howlers make general 
charges.

Airplane Service Offer. 


Mexican Government has offered 

to wotablish airplane service from Tam- 
pico to the oil fields, so as to insure safe 
communication with the American oil men 
operating in that section, according to a 
statement at the Mexican embassy today. 
This offer was conditioned upon permis- 
sion by the American Government for the 
Mexican Government to obtain airplanes 
in the United States. Such permission has 
not been granted. The Mexican offer 
was made as a counter to a suggestion by 
the American oil men operating in Mex- 
ico that they themselves be permitted to 
establish airplane service. It was stated 
that the American oil men’s proposal 
could not be accepted because some of 
them were in communication with rebel 
Jeaders, and by using airplanes would be 
able to supply the rebels with arms and 
ammunition. 
In reply to last week’s statement of the 
oil men here that they had contributed 
to the war chest of the rebel chieftain, 
Manuel Palaez, because that plan was 
approved by the State Department and 
Elisco Arredondo then Mexican ambassa- 
dor designated to the United States, it was 
admitted in high Mexican circles today 
that Arredondo did approve the plan of 
the oil men making payments to Palaez 
and promised that the Mexican Govern- 
ment would be responsible for reimburs- 
ing such payments to the oil interests. 
This, however, was a temporary arrange- 
ment only at a time when the rebels were 
said to be overruning the oil fields. Since 
then the Carranza forces, it is declared, 
ave expelled the rebels or bandits from 
that region, and objection is made to 
mericans making payments to the rebels 
or bandits.

Armed Escort Plan. 


High Mexicans insist that the Carranza 
plan of furnishing armed escorts to oil 
company paymasters is the best way to 
handle the situation as regards the activi- 
ties of Mexican bandits or rebels. If the 
charge of the oil men is true, namely, 
that the suggested guard would be in col- 
lusion with the rebels or bandits, yet it is 
pointed out by Mexicans that still the Car- 
ranza government would have promised 
to make good any damages suffered while 
the paymasters were under guard. 

Referring to the alleged charge of col- 
lusion mentioned above, it is suggested by 
Mexicans, in view of it, that the oil men 
should not resent the allegation in the 
Mexican Government note that they are in 
touch with the bandits or rebels, especial- 
ly as it is admitted that the oil men 
have paid money to Palaez, a rebel chief. 

According to the Mexican embassy, the 
correspondence between this government 
and the Carranza government has been 
followed by the issrance of special or re- 
peated orders to all army and police of 
that government to make every possible 
effort to protect life and property. 

Pacification of Mexico is going on as 
fast as possible, according to the embassy. 
Cases are cited to show progress in this 
direction. For instance, Mexican govern- 
ment forces pursued bandits who had 
raided the Chacoy ranch, American prop- 
erty near Tampico, and recaptured 86 
horses and 200 head of cattle that had 
been taken from the ranch, besides kill- 
ing six bandits. 

Again, four bandits implicated in the 
Correll murder were killed and animals 
and property taken from the Correll ranch 
were recovered, it is stated. McDonald, 
an American, who was missing for a week 
from the Tampico district, is reported at 
the Mexican embassy to have returned. 
Rebels have surrendered at Torreon, it is 
stated, and chiefs in the Felix Diaz re- 
bellion in the State of Oaxaco have sur- 
rendered also, and papers captured in a 
Diaz camp are said to indicate that he is 
retiring from Mexico because of the fail- 
ure of his revolt. In fact, unconfirmed 
reports at the Mexican embassy are to the 
effect that Diaz has gone to New Orleans 
in disguise.

the Petroleum Wells and the Magnolia. The 
Royal is capitalized for more than all the lead- 
ing companies combined. American companies 
have the second largest capitalization, and 
Mexican companies the third. 


According to figures furnished by the Tech- 
nical Department of the Secretariat of Com- 
merce, Industry and Labor, the exportations of 
petroleum for the first three months of the 
present year were 1,369,897.856 tons (one mil- 
lion three hundred and sixty-nine thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-seven and eight hun- 
dred and fifty-six thousandths tons), which 
had a value of $21,836,522.17 Mexican gold, or 
$10,918,261.08 American gold. The value of 
the exportations in January, 1919, was $7,801,- 
173.27; in February it was $6,449,733.47, and 
in March it was $7,585,615.43. The exporta- 
tions show a constant increase and it is ex- 
pected that the total amount for the year will 
be over 150,000,000 pesos. 


Permission has been asked for and granted 
to the Mexican Gulf Oil Company to install 
piping at one of its tanks in Tepetate, State of 
Vera Cruz. 

The Aguila Company has asked for and re- 
ceived permission to drill another well to be 
called Los Higueros No. 1 in the lake of 
Tamiahua, Ozualama, State of Vera Cruz. 

General Augustin Millan has been granted 
permission to explore and exploit the oil de- 
posits supposed to exist on certain lands in the 
States of Tabasco, Campeche and Yucatan. 

The Japanese Minister to Mexico has de- 
clared that he has no knowledge of the ac- 
quisition of oil properties in this country by 
his fellow countrymen, and that he looks upon 
the reports regarding this matter as unfounded 
and unnecessarily alarming. The Petroleum 
Department has also again announced that 
there is no foundation for the reports that are 
being circulated in this connection. 

‘‘La Republica,’’ a Mexican petroleum com- 
pany, has brought in a well spouting 5,000 
barrels daily in the Tuxpam region. It is said 
to be a veritable geyser of oil. 

The Mexican Gulf Oil Company is construct- 
ing a ten-inch pipeline from the Tepetate oil 
wells to the company’s shipping terminal in 






uila, the Corona, the Concordia, Tampico. 


The Mexican Combustible Petroleum Com- 
pany has asked for and obtained permission to 
drili a well, known as Santa Fe No. 4, on the 
hacienda of the same name in the Panuco oil 
zone. 

The Transcontinental Petroleum Company 
has been given permission to use two lines of 
pipe which had been constructed without au- 
thorization between Chinampa and Tepetate, 
in the Tampico region. 

A denunciation of oil lands has been granted 
in the municipality of Juarez, Chihuahua 
(across the river from El Paso), as also a de- 
nunciation of oil lands in Mapimi, State of 
Durango. 

A fine of $500 (Mex.) has been imposed upon 
the Transcontinental Petroleum Company for 
having built a pipeline without permission 
from Chinampa to Tepetate. 


Petroleum Problem Regarded by 
Mexican Public Opinion as Big 
Factor in Present Tense 


Situation. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 22, 1919 

An important factor in the strained 
relations between Mexico and the United 
States is believed by general public 
opinion in Mexico to be the fact that the 
Carranza Government has failed to solve 
the petroleum problem. This is the gist 
of reports received from Mexico by the 
State Department, which is being kept 
fully informed as to developments below 
the border. Mexican newspapers reflect 
the opinion in the matter at some length. 

The “Universal” is quoted as saying 
that official opinion in Mexico demands a 
complete change in the Cabinet “Un- 
doubtedly the key to our difficulties lies 
in Article 27 of the Constitution, as it 
affects petroleum,” the paper says. ‘This 
fact must be faced squarely and patriot- 


ically.” The paper then expresses dis- 
satisfaction because the House is wasting 
time discussing the labor law, “which 


must and will be vetoed because of the 
wild radicalism it contains,” and adds: 


“Some think that in order to bridge 
the crisis a mere regulation of Article 27 
will not be sufficient, but it is imperative 
that it be amended prudently and ju- 
diciously. Some hold that if it is interpreted 
in a liberal spirit and free from the Bol- 
shevik tendencies that inspired its fram- 
ing at Queretaro it will be sufficient. 
Possibly it will be enough if Article 27 
is interpreted in such a way as clearly 
not to give it any retroactive effect.” 

“Excelsior’’ comments on Ambassador 
Fletcher’s extended stay in Washington, 
and finds a connection between this and 
Lord Harmsworth’s recent announcement 
that Great Britain would not send any 
diplomatic representative to Mexico uniil 
the latter country changes its policy 
toward foreign capital, or, as “Excelsior” 
puts it, “until our government has seen fit 
to modify its attitude in regard to foreign 
eapital. In a word, until Congress gives 
effect to Article 27 of the Constitution and 
settles the petroleum problem.” 


GALENA-SIGNAL OIL 


Denies ‘Restraint of Trade” Charges 
of F. T. C. and Asks Com- 


plaint Dismissal. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22, 1919. 
The Federal Trade Commission has re- 


ceived formal answer to its complaint 
against the Galena-Signal Oil Compny, 
of Franklin, Pa., wherein the 


respondent denies the allegation of the 
Commission to the effect that the re- 
spondent has, for many years past, com- 
mitted various acts with intent, purpose 
or effect of stifling or suppressing com- 
petition. and of building up and main- 
taining a monopoly in the manufacture 
or sale of lubricating oils and greases 
and using unfair methods of competition 
in interstate commerce. 

The respondent alleges that transac- 
tions between itself and certain railroad 
companies under the guaranty contract 
system have not been the sale of oils, 
lubricants or greases, but have been con- 
tracts for service by the respondent in 
lubricating and maintaining the lubrica- 
tion of the rolling stock of such railroad 
companies, and that the limitation of 
such railroad companies under such con- 
tracts to the use of respondent’s own 
products is not in violation of the Clay- 
ton act, nor does it unreasonably restrain 
competition or tend to create a monop- 
oly. 

Wherefore respondent prays that the 
complaint may be dismissed.

There are tons of mat- 
ter—newspapers dating from the begin- 
ning of petroleum, written notes and 
diaries, magazines, pamphlets and books 
—all containing invaluable history and a 
true, unassailable chronology of crude 
printed in the phraseology of the time in 
which the books, Magazines or newspa- 
pers were issued. 





Special Collection. 


_ Awaiting classification and cataloging 
is a collection of devices for producing 
artificial light, second to no collection in 
all the world, not excepting that in the 
British Museum in England. On this col- 
lection years of endeavor and a small for- 
tune have been spent by friends of the 
institution who donated it. There are ar- 
tificial light producing devices from the 
Arctic regions from Egypt, India and 
the tropics, several of these known to be 
at least 3,000 years old. Besides, there 
are modern lamps showing the develop- 
ment of devices from the old camphene 
and distilled coal oil up to the argand of 
comparatively a few years ago. 

Priceless to the antiquarian or historian 
of the early oil days is the collection of 
drilling tools used on the first wells drilled 
along Oil creek which in themselves are 
a mute tribute to the genius of the men 
who from this puny, hand-made apparatus 
evolved the tools that are now used in 
drilling. Among this collection is a full 
set of the early day tools donated by the 
Oil Well Supply Company, and which 
stand absolutely alone, as they cannot pos- 
sibly be duplicated. There is the original 
working barrel used in Drake's well, a 
section of the four and tree-quarter inch 
drive pipe used on the same well and the 
original sills forming the foundation for 
the first well ever devised to drill especial- 
ly for oil. 

There are more than 3,000 specimens of 
the various oil bearing sands of the coun- 
try and an immense number of samples 
of petrolum. 





Moclips Well on Olympic Peninsula, 


Washington, Now Down to 
350 Feet. 


ABERDEEN, Aug. 22, 1919. 

Work on the Moclips well of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company is now down over 350 
feet, according to the report of Super- 
intendent Palmer, which marks an in- 
crease of some 50 feet over the close of 
work last week. He says that work is 
going ahead slowly because of the soft 
coal formation, which requires frequent 
raising and lowering of the casing to 
prevent slides from the sidewalls. Pub- 
lic interest has partly turned from the 
Standard now that drilling is in opera- 
tion, and the main topic of conversation 
is the work of the Wyomont company, 
which has announced its intention to 
drill near Montesamo in Grays Harbor 
county Machinery for this purpose is 
already in transit from Spokane. The 
Grays Harbor Development Company is 
reported to have closed a contract with 
the California Well Drilling Company to 
work on their property near Hoquiam 
with a clause included that they are not 


to be paid unless the well is bored at 
least 2,500 feet.

It is understood that the 
Fall amendment is the subject of negotia- 
tion between the State Department and 
the Colombian Government, with a view 
to seeing whether the latter will accept 
the amendment. Colombia ratified the 
original treaty with this country relating 
to the Panama revolution incidents way 
back in 1914. Since then the treaty has 
been amended in negotiation between the 
two governments so as to eliminate a 
clause in which the United States ex- 
pressed regret over the incidents. The 
Senate here had declined to accept the 
“regret” provision. 


Suarez Friendly 


It is claimed that President Suarez, of 
Colombia, is a freind of the United States, 
and that in issuing the decree involving 
oil land titles that is complained of he 
ac'ed with a view to protecting property 
rights. The decree, by the way, has been 
suspended for an indefinite period, but 
will go into effect, it is stated, if the Co- 
lombian congress does not legislate on 
the subject, as suggested by the presi- 
dent. It is s:ated further that the matter 
has been referred to the Supreme Court 
of Colombia for adjudication. Some who 
claim to be familiar with the facts about 
the Colombian situation assert that there 
is no analogy between the Colombian de- 
cree and the policy of the Carranza gov- 
ernment toward American oil interests. 
Those in Colombia that have clear titles 
are said to be protected under the decree. 
President Suarez, in his message to the 
Colombian congress July 20 last suggest- 
ing legislation on the subject of oil rights 
and oil lands, is reported to have said 
that the intention of his decree was to 
preserve private rights. The decree was is- 
sued as an ad interim document which 
the president was empowered to issue 
pending action by his congress.

For the information of American oil 
concerns interested in the Colombian con- 
troversy a translation of the Suarez de- 
cree, which was dated June 20, is here 
given as follows :— 


Decree No. 1255 of 1919 (20th of June), reg 
ulating the exploration of petroleum lands and 
arranging for the compilation of statistics in 
regard to the exploitation of same.

Decrees. 


“Article 1, In order to carry on explorations 
of any kind and on any scale, in lands that 
may be or may not be the property of the 
nation, in search or in a localization of sources 
or deposits of petroleum, a permit from the 
government must first be obtained. 

“Art. 2. All undertakings of individuals or 
companies, which are occupied definitely or 
transitorily, and in any section, in making 
studies of petroleum properties, such as pros- 
pectings, soundings and perforations, on any 
scale, will be required to comply with the fol- 
lowing obligations:— 

“a. To advise the government, through the 
Ministry of Public Works, as to the works 
that are being initiated, and if they have al- 
ready been initiated, to report on the result 
of the explorations, indicating the number of 
soundings or perforations made, the profund- 
ity of the wells and the results obtained. — 

‘bh. They will also be required to remit to 
the Ministry of Public Works, accompanied by 
their report and duly authenticated, labeled 
samples of the petroleum which they have ex- 
tracted, and a topographical sketch of the 
zone or region explored. 

“ec. If the explorations were effected on 
private property this circumstance should be 
so stated, and moreover, the original title to 
such lands should be indicated and stating 
whether they were at any time unappropriated 
and, if so, the date of their cession by the 
government. 

“Article 3. The permit for exploring pe- 
troleum properties, referred to in Article 1, 
will be granted by the Ministry of Public 
Works whenever deemed convenient by it; 
and the granting of this permit, or the 
fact that explorations have been made, will 
not be construed as involving a license, or 
expectation of a license, on the part of those 
who have carried on the work. - 

“Article 4. The explorers who, to the sat- 
isfaction of the Government, verify the ex- 
ploration of the zone which may be con- 
ceded to them, complying with all the con- 
ditions imposed by said permit, will have, 
dating from the expiration of said permit, 
a period of six months for proposing to the 
Government a contract for making exploita- 
tions in accordance -with the laws relating 
to this matter. 


Permits. 


“Article 5. The permit to which Article 3 
refers will be granted under the following 
conditions, besides any others which, in each 
case, may be judged necessary :— 

“la. The period of the permit will be 
for one year, without renewal rights, com- 
mencing with the date of its issue. 

“2a. The extension of the zones of ex- 
ploration will be limited, in each case, ac- 
cording to the circumstances of the region 
in which they are located, such as their 
easy or difficult access and penetration, their 
proximity to the coasts or their situation 
in deserted territories, or in lands more or 
less explored from the point of view of 
petroleum resources. The extension will be 
from the point of view of petroleum re- 
sources. The extension will be from 10,000 
to 30,000 hectares, which the Ministry will 
eraduate in accordance with the import 
ance of the region and express circum- 
stances, reducing or amplifying said exten- 
sion according to the greater or less facili- 
ties for exploration and the probabilities of 
good results, respectively. 

“3a. Only the party to whom the permit 
has been granted can explore the zone com- 
prehended by it The permit can not be 
transferred in any manner to another nat- 
ural or juridical person. 

“4a. The concessionaire’ will make a 
monthly report to the government on the 
state and progress of the exploration. 

“ba. He will also report immediately on 

the discovery of outcroppings or sources of 
petroleum. 
“6a. When excavations, drillings or per- 
forations are made on any scale and these 
do not furnish petroleum in commercial 
quantities, they will be duly plugged. 

“Article 6. The explorer or explorers of 
petroleum properties will present to the 
mayor of the town where the exploration 
is being carried on, the permit granted by 
the government, 

“Article 7. Whenever explorers of mining 
properties present themselves the mayor 
will require of them the turning over of 
the permit, without which the exploration 
will not be permitted 

“Article 8. The prefefcts and mayors will 
report to the Ministry of Public Works, 
through the respective department of the 
government, as to the works of exploration 
and the exploftation of petroleum lands 
which are being carried on within their 
jurisdiction and will also state as to the 
permits which have been presented to them. 

“Article 9. The governors, prefects, may- 
ors and notaries throughout all the Repub- 
lic will also proceed to advise the govern- 
ment, in the briefest time possible, as to 
the negotiations which, in the territories of 
their jurisdiction, have been effected for 
the exploration, exploitation, rent or sale 
of petroleum lands, whoever may be the 
owner of the soil.

New Body Will Organize Finally at Convention at St. Louis on 
October 8—‘‘Democracy”’ Slogan of Association. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo.,. Aug. 22, 1919. 


That the coming convention and final 
organization meeting of the Central Oil 
Jobbers’ Association at the Hotel Statler 
here on October 8 next will be successful 
is evidenced by the favorable reports 
coming in to the officers at St. Louis and 
Louisville from all parts of the Central 
States. Jobbers in every district are be- 
ginning to realize that membership in 
the jobbers’ association will mean much 
to them for the protection of their in- 
terests and for the stabilization of their 
branch of the petroleum industry. 

In their campaign to secure members 
for the association, the convention com- 
mittee, of which R. J. Brown of the R. 
J. Brown Oil Company, of St. Louis, is 
secretary, has sent letters explaining the 
purpose and the advantages gained by 
an oil jobber by membership in the or- 
organization. These letters are sent 
through the St. Louis Conventions and 
Publicity Bureau of which Charles Hat- 
field is chairman. The function of the 
letter is to show the oil jobbers through- 
out the entire Central, Western, Northern 
and Southern sections the need for or- 
ganizing to protect themselves against 
the attacks of the refiner, producer, and 
the combined factions, cliques and mo- 
nopolies of oil interests. This is to be 
purely an organization of independent oil 
men, firms, corporations, and companies 
engaged in the business of jobbing pe- 
troleum and its products in legitimate 
and honest practices, 





Co-operation Necessary. 


The organizers of the Central Oil Job- 
bers’ Association feel that, although the 
other and older oil men’s associations 
throughout the country have been a great 
benefit to the industry, and that co-op- 
eration with the organizations of the 
other factions in the petroleum industry 
as well as those of the independent oil 
men’s clubs will be the only end towards 
which they should work if success is to 
result. 

The predominant byword of the asso- 
ciation which epitomizes the feelings of 
the men is “‘Democracy.” No controlling 


interest will choose officers and_ elect 
boards of directors. No action will be 
taken at any time without the confer- 


ence of the other members and will be 
exercised only after all interests have 
been properly heard. With this upper- 
most in mind the oil jobbers in St. Louis 
are forming the nucleus of the associa- 
tion whose membership will include per- 
haps 1,000 independent oil jobbers 
throughout 20 Middle Western States. 
That the Southern-Central oil men are 
manifesting great interest in the form- 
ation of the association was evidenced 
last week by a statement from Edward 
Hilp, manager of the Kentucky Consum- 
ers Refining Company of Louisville, and 


first vice-president of the Central Oil 
Jobbers’ Association, who was in St. 
Louis last week conferring with A. L. 


Stocke, president, on the question of in- 
terest taken by the oil men in the differ- 
ent sections of the country. 

“T am looking for great success of the 
Central Oil Jobbers’ Association,’”’ Mr. 
Hilp said while here last week. “The 
interest manifested by the independent 
oil men in the Kentucky, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma territories in the question of 
organization for protection is very grati- 
fying to the organizers.” 


Getting New Members. 


Mr. Brown, in discussing the plan of 
action to be taken for securing new 
members to the central men’s associa- 
tion, said he was considering the feasi- 
bility of a plan to spread the news of 
the association’s activities by means of 
advertisements and other ways. The St 
Louis Conventions and Publicity Bureau 
is doing a great deal of the work by di- 
rect mail advertising. If the advertis- 
ing plan is used, a collection of the arti- 
cles published in the Oil, Paint and Drug 
Reporter, following the various stages 
of the formation of the association, will 
be strung together and used as the ad- 
vertisement copy. This action is a re- 
flection of the oil men's appreciation of 
the service rendered by the Reporter in 
placing the news of the association be- 
fore the eyes of the oil interests over 
the country.

ganized in St. Louis under the auspices of the 
St. Louis Petroleum Club. At a conference to 
which we invited representatives from several 
other cities the result was a unanimous deci- 
sion to hold a convention or a conference in 
St. Louis on October & to 10, inclusive.

One of 
his duties will be that of keeping the members 
advised of the Seneral conditions which you 
are interested in knowing and working out 
problems in which you are interested which 
arise from time to time. among the members 
Another duty of the commissioner will be to 
keep in close touch on all the matters per- 
taining to traffic movements, sates, etc, 

It will be the policy of the association to 
work along constructive lines, upbuilding, 
rather than destructive, and to that end one 
of his aims will be to encourage the building 
of refineries, creating new markets and bring- 
ing the jobbers into closer touch with the re- 
finers. 

It is believed that St. Louis is so centrally 
located that with the increase of industrial and 
commercial development of this section there 
will be great incentive to the oil business. 
Nearly $25,000,000 of construction has recently 
been started in St. Louis, which is only a 
forerunner of what is coming through the de- 
velopment of the great Mississippi Valley. This 
is going to mean more oil production and dis- 
tribution from this central point, and that is 
one of the reasons why the Central Oil Jobbers 
was organized in St Louis, and yet we do 
not want you to think that it is a St. Louis 
organization primarily but only as an indica- 
tion of the spirit which has been growing in 
this community, and what is of more im- 
portance a recommendation on the part of the 
business and commercial interests of St. Louis 
of the importance of the oil industry as such. 

Will you come to this convention, or, as it 
might be better called, a conference? Because 
we want your advice and co-operation. The 
Central Oil Jobbers Association is going to 
be, as previously stated, in the interest of all 
jobbers, whether they reside in this immediate 
section or in any other part of the United 
States, and yet it will have more particular 
interest, of course, in that section of the coun- 
try lying between the Rocky Mountains and 
the Allegieny Mountains, which is now known 
as the great Mississippi Valley section and 
the problems of which are similar. 

Here is our earnest invitation for you to join 
with us, and that you may know what you are 
joining, we are enclosing a copy of the con- 
stitution and by-laws and an application blank 
for you to sign. 

In regard to dues it was agreed at the meet- 
ing that the first one hundred members join- 
ing could do so for the sum of $50 for the 
first year, payable quarterly in advance. The 
permanent dues is a matter which will be 
finally determined at the October meeting, 
upon which, we hope, you will have a right 
to vote. 

In conclusion we wish to compliment the 
older and larger associations on the splendid 
work they have done, and to wish them con- 
tinued succ2ss, and to say that we expect to 
co-operate with them whenever the occasion 
arises, but we still feel that the new associa- 
tion will be able to get ‘‘closer to’’ and benefit 
more the oil jobber.

The cargo of oil the 
Thelma takes to Greenland constitutes 
the only means of lighting save from 
sperm oil the islanders enjoy. 


The Producers and Refiners Corpo- 
ration’s No. 2 well in the Ferris field, 
Wyoming, is making 500 barrels a day, 
with ithe well 15 feet in the sand. The 
crude oil is 41.7 gravity and is specially 
high in gasoline content. Following 
the bringing in of the well, a contract 
was made with the Midwest Refining 
Company to erect storage and con- 
struct a pipe line from the fields. 


Fire badly damaged the American 
tank steamer George G. Henry and 
destroyed merchandise on the docks at 
Havre valued at 500,000 francs last 
week. Oil from the tanker caught fire 
when an unloading pipe broke. The 
George G. Henry of 7,000 gross ton- 
nage, is owned by the Pan-American 
Petroleum and Transport Company of 
Los Angeles. She left New York on 
August 2, loaded with oil. 


The Paragon Refining Company is 
building one of the largest of modern 
refineries at Toledo, O. It is putting 
in several stills to develop a gasoline 
product by the process discovered by 
Charles J. Greenstreet, by which more 
than the present quantity of gasoline 
is extracted from crude oil. This 
process has been in operation in East 
St. Louis at the plant of the Consoli- 
dated Oil Refining Company. 


The Great Western Petroleum Com- 
pany’s balance sheet of Dec. 1, 19138, 
shows a deficit of $147,451 as compared 
with $147,451 surplus of a year be- 
fore. The amount of stock outstand- 
ing is $2,684,877; bonded debt, $94,725. 
In the preceding year net earnings of 
$35,413 were reported, and in the year 
ended July 1, 1917, $165,890. 


J. F. Schauf, of Alton, Ill, has 
been appointed Illinois representative 
of the White Star Refining Company 
of Detroit, Mich., that has been recent- 
ly licensed to do business in Illinois. 
Of the $1,000,000 capital stock of the 
new company, $350,000 is to be used 
in Illinois. The company has a re- 
finery under construction at Wood 
fiver, lll., which it expects to place in 
operation within the next few weeks. 


Preparations have been about com- 
pleted by the Great Southern Produc- 
ing and Refining Company, of which 
W. T. Peacock of Indianapolis is pres- 
ident, for the erection of a refinery at 
Shreveport, La. to have an _ initial 
daily capacity of 1000 barrels. This 
will eventually be increased to 15,000 
barrels daily. The site acquired for 
the plant covers 57 acres. The plant 
will cost between $150,000 and $300,000. 


A million-dollar office building is to 
be erected by the Atlantic Refining 
Company on a site at the northwest 
corner of Broad and Spruce streets, for 
many years occupied by the Beth-Eden 
Baptist Church but not used for church 
purposes for a long time. It is pro- 
posed in the new structure, to install 
the executive departments and to lease 
the remainder of the building for 
offices. 


The Ozark Oil and Gas Company, with 
headquarters in Kansas City, Mo., has 
leased 5,000 acres of land in the vicin- 
ity of Brussells, Mo. About 50 farms 
have been leased for a period of five 
years. Vernon Waters, of Kansas City, 
a geological expert, will make a sur- 
vey in a few days. The officers of the 
company, which owns oil land in Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma and Texas, believe 
that they will strike a rich new field 
in Missouri. 


The Atlantic Refining Company team 
clinched the pennant of the Petroleum 
League last Saturday by winning from 
the Texas Oil Company team at Point 
Breeze Park, Philadelphia, by a score 
of 5 to 2. The championship game 
was well played. Its feature was the 
work of Gilmour, the Atlantic pitcher. 
Following the close of the season next 
Saturday the Atlantic team will meet 
some of the best independent teams of 
the city. 


Officials of the Department of Public 
Safety of St. Louis have recently start- 
ed a crusade against owners and agents 
of apartment houses who permit auto- 
mobile owners to park their machines 
in the basements of the buildings. A 
city ordinance prohibits five or more 
machines being kept in a basement 
and calls any place where five or more 
machines are kept a garage. Such a 
garage Cannot be kept within 25 feet 
of a dwelling. 


_ S. S. Baker, one of the best known 
independent oil operators from Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., speaking at a meeting of 
the Automotive Woodwheel Manufac- 
turers‘ Association in convention at the 
Traymore Hotel, Atlantic City, last 
week, pointed to the United States of 
Colombia as offering one of the most 
pormising fields for oil investments in 
the Western Hemisphere. He said 
that millions of American money al- 
ready had been invested. 


The State Refining Association of 
Texas, having offices at Dallas, has ar- 
ranged for the construction of a large 
petroleum refinery to cost $100,000 and 
having an initial daily capacity of 500 
barrels and ultimately 15,000. "The in- 
stallations to be made include two 
crude stills of 350 barrels each, a four- 
compartment steam still, eight 1,000 
barrel, six 2,000 barrel and two 100 
barrel tanks, and a complete power 
and boiler plant. 


“The European market hasn't been 
scratched,” declares an official of a 
Chicago refining company which is a 
large exporter of oils. “Difficulty may 
be experienced in reaching it for a 
time, but European demand is sure 
eventually to decrease available oil 
stocks, and will doubtless increase 
prices. High prices and scarcity of 
coal in this country and in England 
and France are going to be a big fac- 
tor, especially in the fuel oil market.” 


The oil tank steamship Kameah, the 
second vessel of the bulk fuel oil 
carrying type, was launched successful- 
ly at Cramps, Shipyard, Philadelphia, 
last week, with Mrs. Jessica Eudora 
Green Smith, wife of Carroll B. Smith, 
a director and the New York represen- 
tative of the shipbuilders, as sponsor. 
The Kameah was built for the U. S. 
Navy Department with a _ 10,000-ton 
capacity and is to be used to send oil 
to supply stations along the Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts. 
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Reports from Gilliam, La., state that 
F. J. Quimby, of New York City, has 
acquired a 75-acre site at that place 
for the erection thereon of a loading 
and pipeline terminal which will have 
a daily capacity of 10,000 barrels of oil. 
The loading rack will be a double track 
one and will take a 3,000-foot grading. 


Funds for the payment of $210,000 
Globe Oil Company one to three year 
first mortgage seven per cent. serial 
gold notes, maturing August 15, have 
been deposited by the company with 
the Fort Dearborn Trust and Savings 
Bank, Chicago, trustee. These notes 
are the first security of an issue of 
$1,400,000 brought out by Babcock, 
Rushton & Company. These notes are 
retirable through a sinking fund of 
$4,000 deposited with the trustee each 
month during the life of the notes. 


The Cooper Oil Company was issued 
a certificate of incorporation last week 
by the Secretary of State of Missouri 
to do a general oil, gas, drilling, mining, 


producing, leasing, and petroleum 
wholesaling business with a_ capital 
stock of $150,000. The incorporators, 


who organized the company some time 
ago, are D. R. Niederlander, E. E. Abel- 
ing, J. R. Thomas, Adolph H. Stille, 
Kk. E. Overstreet, John E. Bishop, and 
E. A. Emery. Mr. Niederlander owns 
the controlling interest in the corpora- 
tion with 900% shares. 


A deal for the purchase by the Com- 
monwealth Oil Corporation of the Co- 
lumbia Oil Company is reported from 
Los Angeles to have been practically 
completed and the necessary papers in 
the transfer are being prepared. The 
Columbia Company was organized in 
1900. It owns 1,054 acres in fee, 3,608 
acres of mineral rights and leases, 198 
acres in the Brea Canyon, Puente Hills 
and Olinda districts of the Fullerton 
field. It has 110 wells pumping and 
its monthly production is from 85,000 
to 100,000 barrels of oil. 


The stockholders of the Union Oil 
Company of California will be given 
the right to subscribe at par to new 
stock to the extent of 14.75391 per cent 
of their present holdings. Payment 
for the new stock will be made in four 
installments of $25 each which will 
be due September 20, 1919, January I, 
1920, May 1, 1920, and September 1, 
1920. Payments will be accepted in 
these installments only and full pay- 
ment will not be accepted at any one 
time. The right to subscribe accrues 
to holders of record at the close of 
business August 20. 


The Kay County Gas Company, the 
gas producing and distributing and oil 
pipeline subsidiary of the Marland Re- 
fining Company, has completed its new 
financing, whereby the outstanding 
stock is increased from $1,000,000 to 
$5,000,000. On June 14 last, stockhold- 
ers voted to increase the capital stock 
from $1,000,000 to $10,000,000, of which 
$4,000,000 was sold. The $4,000,000 
stock offering was handled entirely by 
the company, without the assistance of 
underwriters or brdkers, and when the 
books closed it was found that 8,600,- 
000 shares had been subscribed, or an 
over subscription of 4,600,000 shares. 


With the incorporation of the St. 
Louis Oil Corporation, that city will 
have two concerns in the petroleum 
business with the same name but man- 
aged by different interests. The St. 
Louis Oil Company, one of the oldest 
in St. Louis, was established many years 
ago and has been since incorporated 
by A. L. Stocke, president of the Central 
Oil Jobbers’ Association. The new con- 
cern has just been issued a certificate 
of incorporation under the laws of Mis- 
souri as the St. Louis Oil Corporation, 
with a capital stock of $2550,000, to do 
business in St. Louis. The incorporators 
are P. B. Drew, C. L. Rimlinger and 
H. E. Knox. Mr. Stocke said he is in 
no way connected with the new concern. 


“Anticipation of a big freight car 
shortage this autumn has created in- 
creased activities among all motor 
truck users to bring their motor truck 
equipment up to date as well as in- 
vesting in new trucks to replace those 
worn out,” says W. L. Kissel, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Kissel Mo- 
tor Car Company. “I understand the 
reason for this anticipated shortage 
is the poor condition of freight cars, 
inefficient manner in which rolling 
stock is being handled, delay in mak- 
ing needed repairs, and the fact that 
the Railroad Administration is not ex- 
pected to order new cars inasmuch as 
the railroads are to be returned to 
private ownership next December.” 


Capitalists and heads of great cor- 
porations representing hundreds of 
millions of dollars and constituting the 
directorate of the International Oil and 
Gas Corporation were entertained by 
Charles L. Jackson, president of the 
Utilities Service Company, who organ- 
ized the International. It was the first 
meeting of the board of directors and 
they were guests of Mr. Jackson at 
dinner at the Ritz-Carlton Hotel, Phil- 
adelphia, last week. After dinner a 
musical program was provided. At the 
business meeting Mr. Jackson presided. 
The company owns 65,000 acres of oil 
land in the Granger field, Texas, and 
an output of 15,000 barrels a day is now 
being made. It owns a modern re- 
finery in Louisiana and operates 27 
tank cars.

Association of Producers of Petroleum 
in Mexico Takes Exception to 
Carranza Interpretation 


Of “Concession.” 


Sditor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 

The attention of the Association of Pro- 
ducers of Petroleum in Mexico has been 
called to the editorial appearing in your 
issue of August 4 last, entitled ‘““Mexican 
Argument in Defense of Land Lease Taxes 
Foreshadowed in Statement Citing Huas- 
teca Company Concession.” We note that 
article 23 of the Huasteca Petroleum Com- 
pany concession purporting to be a waiver 
of the right to invoke diplomatic protec- 
tion is regarded by you as evidence ‘“‘that 
the Carranza government has at last cited 
a point which cannot be swept aside as 
readily as the suave ‘explanations’ which 
have marked the progress of the con- 
troversy. i ay 

Your sense of justice, we know, prompt 
you to give to our reply the same publicity 
that was accorded to the statement of the 
Mexican Government. 


The Spanish term “concesion,’’ common- 
ly rendered into English by “concession,” 
connotes the right granted by the state 
either (1) to develop a portion of the pub- 
lic domain, that is to say, mines, lands, 
waters, etc., or (2) to operate the services 
generally grouped under the heading ‘‘pub- 
lic utility services’—railroads, tramways, 
water power, etc. 

Ever since the first mining code of 
independent Mexico—November 22, 1884 
—mineral substances have been classi- 
fied into those that form a separate es- 
tate from the land itself, and those that 
form an integral part of the ownership 
of the surface. The development of the 
former was the subject of a ‘‘concesion”’ 
or license by the state, since they con- 
stituted a part of the public domain; 
while the enjoyment of the latter was re- 
stricted only by compliance with the 
municipal regulations. To the former 
class belong “gold, silver, copper, iron, 
placers of gold and platinum’’; to the 
oun “coal, limestone, PETROLE- 

The °1 


The mining code of June 4, 1892, 
peated this classification?; and_ the 
code of November 25, 1909 (still in 
force) is, if possible, more emphatic, 
since it expressly differentiates between 
mineral wealth ‘“‘whose legal ownership 
is vested in the nation” (‘deposits of 
gold, platinum, silver, copper, etc.”) and 
that which is the “exclusive property of 
the owner of the surface” (‘ore bodies 
or deposits of mineral combustibles, of 
whatever form or variety, etc.”).* 

From the above it i sevident (1) that 
the Mexican lawmaking power has re- 
peatedly recognized the proprietor of the 
surface as the owner of the petroleum ; 
and (2) that only in the case of lands 
of the public domain is a “concesion” 
required in order the development of 
petroleum thereon be undertaken. 

The agreement, therefore. between the 
Federal executive and the MHuasteca 
Petroleum Company pf May 22, 1908, 
referred to in your editorial, lacks the 
essentials of a “concesion,” since no 
license was necessary to develop pe- 
troleum on privately-owned lands, the 
opening clause being merely declaratory. 
The document, while partaking of the 
nature of a ‘“concesion,” in that it au- 
thorizes the construction of a _ pipeline, 
was in reality a contract by which the 
Mexican government granted certain im- 
munities from taxation for a period of 
ten years in exchange for the investment 
of a definite capital. The authority to 
make such tax exemptions was _ con- 
ferred upon the Federal executive, sub- 
ject to legislative ratification, by virtue 
of a law designed to foster “new indus- 
tries,” that is to say, industries not yet 
widely established in Mexico. 

It is fitting to add, in this connection, 
that the clause granting exemption from 
export duties has been overridden by 
every administration since Madero, and 
hence that the Huasteca Petroleum Com- 
pany, together with every other oil com- 
pany operating in Mexico, has been pay- 
ing, and continues to pay, heavy export 
taxes ranging from 20 per cent. to al- 
most 50 per cent. of the actual prices 
received by the producing companies at 
ports of shipment instead of the 10 per 
cent. nominally assessed. 

Having demonstrated that the agree- 
ment cited in the editorial’ is not strict- 
ly speaking a “‘concesion,” in so far as 
relates to the right to develop petroleum 
on privately-owned lands, we shall brief- 
ly consider the purported waiver of 
diplomatic protection contained in arti- 
cle 23. 

This cffuse, known in Mexico as the 
“alien clause” (Clausula de Extranjeria) 
appears in every concession or contract 
made with the Mexican Government, 
whether the concessionnaire be national 
or-alien. The origin of this clause has 
generally been ascribed to the practice 
of foreign diplomats in presenting and 
urging claims, which was so common 
between 1850 and 1860 and did not really 
end until the settlement of the English 
Debt in 1886, during the second admin- 
istration of Porfirio Diaz. After the first 
few cases the form became stereotyped. 
This may be seen by comparing any con- 
cession granted after 1857. Thus the 
concessions to the Mexican Central Rail- 
road and the Mexican National Railroad, 
dated September 8 and September 13, 
1880, respectively, contain clauses in every 
respect identical with the clause of the 
Huasteca Petroleum Company contract.

Alfred Thomas Gurd, of Tulsa, Okla, 
died very suddenly at his summer home «

The line is a four-inch line, and the 
No. 7 well of the Associated Oil Company, on 
the Phillips tract, in Warren county, flows the 
line full of crude alone for a distance of ten 
miles, meaning that it is by far the largest 
oil well yet unearthed anywhere in Kentucky. 
What the production of the well is can not at 
this time be tolc until things are in shape to 
gauge the production. It is variously esti- 
mated at from 1,000 to 3,000 barrels a day. 
On an adjoining lease owned by the Swiss Oil 
Corporation, and known as the Molder tract, 
are some two or three large wells that keep 
the pipeline working to take care of it in a 
half-way shape. Close in and around Bowling 
Green many new wells are being started, and 
there is no doubt in the minds of those fa- 
miliar with the conditions but that a large 
producing field of both oil and gas will be 
developed This territory was overlooked in 
the mad rush for territory in Allen county, but 
when the wells were drilled on the Bates, 
Willoughby and Kirby tracts the road was 
shown to the trade which way to go, and they 
went, and now will reap the reward for their 
investments. Bowling Green is to have at 
least two refining plants and possibly three, 
and two pipelines will terminate there. With 
short gathering lines running from out the oil 
fields around Bowling Green to the docks of 
the Barren river the oil can be shipped to the 
Louisville refineries at a much less cost than 
by rail, as the refineries have oil boats plying 
up and down the Ohio and Kentucky rivers, 
and much oil reached Louisville via the water 
route from the Lee county oil fields.

All Over Kentucky. 


Litigation is very active in the oil fields of 
wnetern Rentucky. Lands that have been 
worthless for years for agricultural purposes 
are being drilled, and, when oil is found, in 
steps some one and starts something, with 
claims of holding an interest or something of 
the kind in the fee simple of the land. Six 
new suits have been filed in the Lee county 
courts, and filed by the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky in the manner of escheat suits, 
against the Brandenburg Mineral Company, 
the Beattyville Town Company, the Flahaven 
Land Company, the Huntington Land Com- 
pany, the Eureka Coal and Mineral Company, 
the First National Bank of Jackson and. the 
Lee County Land Company. The petition 
naming the Flahaven Land Company as de- 
fendant mentions 2,500 acres of land on the 
waters of Big Sinking Creek. The suit against 
the Eureka Coal and Mining Company and 
the First National Bank of Jackson, Ky., in- 
volves a tract of around 6,000 acres on the 
north side of the Kentucky River, on the 
waters of Hell Creek and Upper Stufflebean. 


These tracts, with others mentioned in the 
suit, are among the best oil producing parts 
of Lee county, and the companies holding 


leases and having done development work on 
the tracts are the largest operating concerns 


doing business in the State, among which 
are the Ohio Oil Company, Southwestern 
Petroleum Company and many other large 


concerns. The plaintiff seeks to escheat from 
the Lee County Land Company a total of 16

The plant will have a capacity of from 
3,000 to 5,000 barrels a day. 

Advice is that within the next 30 days work 
will start on the refinery to be erected by the 
Trinity Oil Refining Company and located on 


Town Branch, at the western limits of Lex- 
ington. The headquarters of the _ Trinity 
Company is at Utica, N. Y.

FORT WORTH, Texas, Aug 18, 1919. 
The daily production of Desdemona is 
now around 70,000 barrels daily. It is 
roughly estimated that there are 500,- 
000 barrels of oil in earthen storage and 
other tanks waiting transportation. That 
Desdemona will have production greater 
than the aggregate output of Burkbur- 


nett and Ranger is unquestionable. 

The last week has seen an added pro- 
duction of better than 20,000 barrels. 
The head of one of the large oil well 
supply companies remarked that he had 
orders for 2,700 steel tanks above what 
they could supply. This statement is 
significant, showing that the producers 
anticipate the necessity of storing 1,350,- 
000 barrels of oil. 


Record-Breaking Production. 


_ The past few weeks have been the greatest 
in the whole history of the Desdemona field. 
More production has been announced than at 
any time since the bringing in of the Duke 
tract gusher. Not only has the field been 
enlarged in several directions, but townsite 
wells have come in with much greater pro- 
duction than even their owners hoped for. 

The town itself is growing so fast that only 
an adequate idea may be had of it. On the 
first day of July there were perhaps 5,000 peo- 
ple, today there are at least 10,000 permanent 
residents.

Strawn Field. 


With the trend of development from the 
Caddo oil field reaching nearer and nearer 
each day the city of Strawn looms out more 
than ever as being one of the leading cities 
in that section of the State. Strawn is the 
railroad shipping point for the development 
of the field between Strawn and Caddo and 
the road between the two points is lined 
day and night with great rows of teams 
and motor trucks carrying immense cargoes 
of supplies to these fields where there now 
rises toward the sky 500 or more derricks 
which are sending the teeth of their drills 
into the bowels of the earth lying under 
Palo Pinto county. 


The bringing in of the J. S. Knott No. 2 
well with a production of 3,100 barrels in- 
dicates more than ever that the Strawn and 
Caddo fields will soon become connected 
and these will be the sensation of oil devel- 
opment in Texas. This well is far to the 
southwest to the direction of Strawn and 
is the best well by far in the Caddo terri- 
tory. Since this well -was brought in there 
have been more than 50 new locations made 
in the direction of Strawn, and the Strawn 
field has become more active. The oil is of 
a superior quality. 


School Lands to Be Sold. 


Two new and distinct features surround 
the sale of school land to come on the mar- 
ket September 1, when a total of 585,000 
acres of Texas lands will be open to the 
public for purchase by bid. For the first 
time, under the act of the regular session, 
the State will not require actual settlement 
and, under the act of the recent special ses- 
sion, the purchaser of the land will be en- 
titled to one-sixteenth of the oil and gas 
which may be developed on the land. Under 
previous laws the State required three yearg#’ 
residence on the land and the owner had 
no interest in the mineral where it was 
sold under the ten cent per acre act. The 
latest statute gives the State one-sixteenth 
and the owner of thé land one-sixteenth, 
the permitee retaining the remainder. 

Some of the counties in which there is 
vacant land are in the proximity of the oil 
district, there being 90 acres in Eastland 
county, 540 acres in Wilbarger county, 1,280 
acres in Zapata county, 160 acres in Red 
River county, 640 acres in El Paso county, 
11 acres in Comanche county, and 13,000 
acres in Culbertson county. The largest 
amounts are in Brewster county with 264,- 
960 acres, Hudspeth county with 60,000 
acres, Pecos county with 140,800 acres, and 
Reeves county with 63,000 acres 

All of the land in the new list has a 
mineral classification, the land commission- 
ers making that wholesale reservation in 
the name of the school fund, playing on the 
safe side. It is classified as “Mineral and 
Grazings,”’ or ‘‘Mineral and Agricultural.” 
The word ‘“‘mineral’’ precedes in every case. 
Except the very small isolated tracts the 
land is sold ‘on 40 years’ time, one-fourth 
down, and no settlement. The small de- 
tached tracts are sold for cash only. 





WEST TEXAS WILDCATS. 
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Many Deep Tests to Be Sunk in Crockett, Pecos 


and Terrell Counties—Much Material Going 
in for Development Work. 





SAN ANGELO, Tex., Aug. 18, 1919. 


Developments in oil circles in Western 
Texas last week came in quick succes- 
sion. First, the Texas Elkhorn Oil Syn- 
dicate of Casper, Wyo., drilling at 4,155 
feet, struck salt water on Tuesday morn- 
ing in its well on the ranch of George 
Richardson of San Angelo, located in 
Sterling County, 35 miles northwest of 
here. Work was abandoned and the 
casing will be drawn. 

On the same day, J. EB. Efaw of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., who contracted in the spring 
with the Spellman Oil Company of Dallas 
to sink a test to 4,600 feet in Irion county, 
filed suit in the Tom Green County District 
Court here against the McReynolds Oil and 
Refining Company, of Pierce City, Mo. EBfaw 
alleges that the Missouri concern ordered 
drilling stopped a month ago at 7256 feet, 


and in so doing violated its agreement. He 
is suing for the amount of the contract, 
$12,500, and damages in the sum of $5,000. 
The McReynolds Company took over the 
Spellman Company’s interests just _before 
Efaw spudded in a well on the Fayette 
Tankersley ranch, one mile east of Mertzon. 
Leases on 30,000 acres of ranch land were 
included in the transaction. 

Since Efaw filed suit, he has purchased a 


half interest in J. S. Jarvis’ drilling con- 
tract on the T. J. Clegg well, three miles 
northwest of Carlsbad, in Tom_ Green 


county. Jarvis is. signed up to drill to 
3,500 feet for the San Diego and Texas Oil 
Company in payment of $30,000. In the 
deal, Efaw also becomes half owner of the 
rig and other equipment, valued in excess 


of $10,000,

Counteracting the 
Richardson well came the announcement 


Saturday of the locations of five deep tests 
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that are to be started by October 1. in 
Crockett county and of two others that are 
to be drilled in Pecos and Terrell counties. 
During the week, another well was spudded 
in in Runnels county, making a total there 
of seven wells drilling. 

After a long wait, K. J. Schumacher & 
Company, of Chicago, early in the week 
received a shipment of 10-inch casing, and 
at once began setting it to 1,850 in the well 
on the J. W. Westbrook ranch near Tenny- 
son in Coke county. Some of the pipe 
stuck at the 1,300-foot level, and the work 
of dislodging it was occupying the drillers’ 
time on Saturday. This well and the tests 
on the Wilkins place and Harris Brothers’ 
ranch were the only ones of 12 in Coke 
county that were active during the week. 

The Central Oil and Development Com- 
pany, headed by Thomas and Ludlow, will 
sink two of the four wells that are ‘to be 
put down within Crockett county’s borders. 
One location is on the ranch of Judge 
Charles E. Davidson, of Ozona, county judge 
of Crockett county. It is on section 35, 
block K-S, Texas Central Railway Company 
land. The site will be on the northeast 
corner of the survey, about eight miles east 
of south from Ozona. The building of the 
derrick is now in progress 

The Central Company’s other well will be 
on the ranch of Robert Massie of San An- 
gelo, located 12 miles northwest of Ozona. 
The site that has been selected and where 
timbers are now being placed in on section 
13, block U-V, Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe 
Railway Company land 


Southeast of Ozona. 


Twenty miles southeast of Ozona, J. B. 
Ross is to make a deep test for oil on the 
ranch of F. F. Friend. A derrick is now 
being constructed on the northwest corner 
of section 12, block G, Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fe Railway Company land. 


The fourth test will be put down by J. L. 
Moore on the B. I. Mauldin ranch on the 
southeast corner of section 33, block M, 
Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway Com- 
pany survey. This well will be 15 miles 
southwest of Ozona. Materials for a steel 
tower have already been placed on the 
ground. 

Terrell county's first well will be drilled 
by the Central Oil and Development Com- 
pany on the ranch of John Canon, of San 
Angelo. The site selected is in the north 
part of the county, south of Sheffield, which 
is on the Pecos river, and in about the cen- 
ter of section 8, block B-2, Corpes Christi, 
San Diego, Rio Grande Narrow Gauge Rail- 
way land. A standard rig is already on 
the ground, and the derrick is built. 


In Crockett County. 


For some time reports have been filtering 
through about the test which the Ryan 
Petroleum Corporation of Bartlesville, Okla., 
is to sink on the Roy Henderson ranch in 
Crockett county, 25 miles below Barnhart, 
which is in Irion county on the Orient rail- 
road. -The location is on section 6, block 
1, Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway 
Company land. The derrick has been up 
for some time and what appears to be suffi- 
cient casing for a 4,000-foot test is now be- 
ing hauled to the site 

Pecos county’s third well will be drilled 
by the Bethlehem-Texas Oil Syndicate on 
the Corder ranch, about 20 miles northwest 
of Sheffield. Timbers are on the ground in 
the southern part of the county, the loca- 
tion being the southwest quarter of section 
51, block 2, Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe 
Railway Company land 

Any day now, the Reilly-Texas Acreage 
Company, of Wichita, Kan., may strike pay 
oil in its well near Sheffield, in Pecos county, 
on the ranch of Hub C. Woelke. This also 
was reliable information secured Saturday. 
The 6%-inch casing is cemented down ‘to 
3,055 feet, but it is understood that the bit 
has gone considerably deeper into the black 
lime. 

Forty-seven miles southeast of Girvin, in 
Pecos county, C. E. Menzie, of Wichita, Kan., 
has drilled to a depth of approximately 3,000 
feet and work is progressing in gray lime. 
This test is on Sherbino Brothers’ ranch. 


Val Verde County. 


Val Verde county’s only deep test is now 
about 2,000 feet deep, according to a report 
from Ozona. The well is being drilled by the 
Cash Oil Company of Terrell, which is owned 
by Col. E. H. R. Green of New York, and 
is on the Whitehead ranch, forty-eight miles 
below Sonora, in Sutton county. 

The latest information from Eden is that 
the Shultz Oil Company is still engaged in 
cleaning out its 3,128-foot well.on the W. O. 
Shultz ranch and is working at around 2,700 
feet. Swedging open the casing that collapsed 
when the hole was shot in the spring is prov- 
ing slow and tedious work. Four hundred feet 


of closed hole yet remain to be opened. 

At Eden, also in Concho county, the Leonard 
Petroleum Company is preparing to resume 
drilling, if this has not already taken place, 
on the Sam Waring ranch, four miles below 
the town. The twelve feet of damaged casing 
that hindered progress was finally drilled up 
last week and work is being resumed at around 
2,800 feet, 


Of Runnels county’s six wells, three were 
operating the latter part of the week and 
three were shut down, although at one of 
the latter the machinery was being gotten 
in_order for an immediate start. 

The Gulf Production Company’s No. 2 well 
on the ranch of R. R. Russell, about thirteen 
miles southeast of Ballinger, is waiting on a 
cable, with the depth at about 1,500 feet. 
Splendid progress has been made at this well 
since it was started a month or six weeks ago. 
Oil in considerable quantities, but not in pay- 
ing proportion, was struck in the first well, 
and the log in the new test is panning out in 
much the same manner as the former one. 
At test No. 3 on the Russell ranch that 
was spudded in two weeks ago by D. G. Lacey 
of McAlister, Okla., the sinking of a 13-inch 
hole has gone down to about 60 or 100 feet. 
This well is about two miles southwest of 
Russell Nos. 1 and 2. Lacey has about 3,000 
acres leased. The equipment with which 
the Cain well near San Angelo was drilled 
is being used. 

At Rowena, on the Santa Fe Railroad, work 
was temporarily suspended early in the week 
at the Pfluger well. A drill line arrived 
Wednesday and drilling at 1,500 feet was to 
have been started by Sunday. The Runnels 
County Oil Company is making this test. 


Runnels County. 


The latest well in Runnels is that of the 
Safety First Oil and Gas Company of Phoenix 
Ariz. It was spudded in only Wednesday 
with an 18-inch hole on Will Allen’s ranch, 
three miles west of Ballinger. The test is on 
the Rama Christa survey. 


Four miles southeast of Winters, on the 
Abilene and Southern Railroad, Nelson & Nel- 
son have been shut down for several days at 


2.580 feet waiting on an underreamer. 


On the Lee Seals farm, twelve miles north- 
east of Winters, drilling is in progress at 
around 1,300 feet. Joe Bartles and associates 
of Oklahoma are promoting this project. The 
site is on the T. J. Hardeman survey No. 292. 

On the farm of Mrs. Mary Spreen, eight 
miles east of Ballinger, Nelson & Nelson, are 
rigging up their equipment, and will begin a 
new well within a few days, probably during 
the present week. 

Up in the northern portion of Runnels county, 
near the Nolan-Runnels line, the Sinclair-Gulf 
Oil Company has underreaming at around 450 
feet at its well on the S. L. McNay ranch. 
This test is about twenty miles northwest of 
Winters and is not far from Blackwell on 
the Orient railroad. 


General News Notes. 


Two representatives of the San Diego and 
Texas Oil Company of California are spend- 
ing several days in San Angelo in order to 
view the work that is underway on the T. J. 
Clegg ranch, three miles northwest of Carls- 
bad. They are:—M. E. Gleason, president, 
and J. J. Brennan, secretary and attorney. 
Both hail from San Diego, where, they say, 
the maximum temperature never exceeds 72 
degree in the summer time. And, gee! It’s 
hot in Texas. 

William Frevert, who 
Angelo for several months, directing work at 
the Clegg well, was president when he left 
California, but since then an annual election 
has been held and he has been succeeded by 
Mr. Gleason. Mr. Frevert now is vice-presi- 
dent. He reported Saturday that the under- 
reaming of 12%-inch casing is in progress at 
the well, and that drilling at 940 feet will 
be resumed early in the week. In this test, 
which is the third that has been made on the 
Clegg ranch since 1917, oil showings have 
been obtained -at 645 feet and at the 940-foot 
level.

The second was not 
on the location selected by Dr. H. E. Peter- 
son, Berkeley, Calif., geologist, and, therefore, 
was abandoned shortly after It was begun, 
and the machinery and derrick was moved to 
the present site. 

Drillers Sanford and McNutt are waiting at 
the Wyvell and Yancey well near Christoval 
for the repair of a broken timber screw, which 
snapped early last week. No definite in- 
formation on the depth has ever been divulged, 
but it is supposed to be slightly over 200 feet. 

On the Door Key ranch of J. Willis Johnson, 
sixteen miles south of the city, the Whiteside 
Oil and Gas Company, of Muskogee, is still 
underreaming 6%-inch casing at 2,800 feet, 
Manager L. F. McCraley reported on Saturday. 

The Richardson well, in Sterling county, is 
considered a closed book, following the strik- 
ing of salt water there on Tuesday morning at 
the 4,155-foot level.

ARKANSAS. 


Ouachita County Scene of Greater Activity—But 
Work Is Being Pushed in Many Sections— 


Geologists Find 


CAMDEN, Ark., Aug. 18, 1919. 


The oil fever has attacked the people 
of all sections of Arkansas, and not only 
are they investing largely in the stock 
of producing companies and _ potential 
wells in Texas, Louisiana and Oklahoma, 
but many companies have been and are 
being organized for drilling in various 
parts of Arkansas. Ouachita County, of 
which Camden is the county seat, seems 
to be the storm center of local interest, 
and practically the whole of the county is 
now under lease to home and foreign 
companies, syndicates and _ individuals. 
Three wells are now being drilled in 
Ouachita County. and arrangements have 
been made for several more. 


Near Childester, about 16 miles northwest of 
Camden, the humphries Petroleum Company 
has a well down about 2,000 feet to a rock 
that is belleved by some geologists to be the 
Natchitoches sand, in which oil is found on 
the Homer (La.) field, immediately south 
This well now has a fishing job, but it is 
thought little difficulty will be experienced in 
clearing it up and getting to work, and it is 
believed the contents of the reck will be made 
known in # very few days. The knowing ones, 
however, do not expect oil before the Wood- 
bine sand is ~eached, and that is supposed to 
be at a depth of 2,500 to 3,000 feet This is 
the sand in which production is found in the 
Caddo and most of the other Louisiana flelds. 

The second well to be started is about five 
miles east of tre Humphrey's, and is being 
drilled by Straughan & Crawford. It is setting 
10-inch casing at a depth of 1,200 feet. It will 
probably be ten days before drilling is resumed 
at this well, as it requires quite a long time 
to set the pipe.

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MID-CONTINENT FIELDS. 


Production of Oklahoma-Kansas Now Averages 
600,000 Barrels a Day—Storage .Movement 
Looked For—Drilling Breaks All Records. 


TULSA, Okla., Aug. 19, 1919. 
Production in the mid-continent field, 
as predicted in this correspondenc@ a few 
weeks ago, has finally passed 600,000 bar- 
rels a day. Present estimates of the out- 
put follow :—Oklahoma, 217,000 barrels; 
Kansas, 83,000 barrels; North-Central 


Texas, 260,000 barrels; North Louisiana 
and Southeastern Texas, 46,000 barrels. 
With the exception of the product of the 
Burkburnett and Desdemona pools, in 
North Texas, this immense quantity of oil 
is being handled and marketed by the 
pipeline and purchasing companies. 


It is probable, however, that the time is at 
hand when some of the mid-continent crude 
will go into steel storage. It is reliably re- 
ported that the Prairie Oil and Gas Company 
has ceased drawing on its Oklahoma-Kansas 
stocks, having sufficient oil from the fields to 
satisfy the demands of its customers for crude. 
There is but slight chance of Oklahoma and 
Kansas increasing their daily output to a 
marked degree, but the danger of much larger 
production from North Central Texas is ap- 
parent. When high-grade oil is once again 
being placed in storage, what will be the effect 
on the market? That is a question which the 
farseeing producer is considering at this time. 


Drilling Breaks Records. 


Drilling in the entire mid-continent is at a 
record-breaking pitch that will probably be 
continued until the coming winter. Scarcity of 
material and water is having its effect in cer- 
tain of the fields and may seriously curtail 
the work unless relief comes within the next 
two weeks. Shortage of water is particularly 
felt in Okmulgee county, which just now is 
stepping to the front in new work and in the 
size of its completed wells. 


Big Wells in Okmulgee County. 


Okmulgee county continues to furnish good 
wells, particularly in territory near Beggs. 
An intensive drilling campaign that is in 
progress in that locality may be curtailed, 
however, by a shortage of water and scarcity 
of materio!. In certain parts of Oklahoma no 
rain has fallen in two months, and the ponds 
and shallow wells from _ which b indreds of 
drilling wells obtain their water supply are 
going dry 

In the Black-Simons pool the Producers and 
Refiners’ Corporation has a well in the north- 
east quarcer of section 12-14-11, and is re- 
ported to be flowing 65 barrels an hour.

WICHITA, Kans., Aug. 18, 1919. 

The sensation of recent weeks is the 
Ward and Wilhoit well in the east half 
of the northeast quarter of section 18-23-4, 
Elbing pool, Butler county. So many 
conflicting statements have been made 
concerning the production of this well that 
the following statement of D. M. Ward, 
one of the owners, is interesting :-— 

“The top of cap rock was found at 2,391 
feet; the first pay at 2,399 to 2,403 feet.

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Three Big Gushers, With Combined Capacity of 


6,000 Barrels a Day, Brought in—Lance 
Creek and Big Muddy Both Get 
Good Ones. 


LANDER, Wyo., Aug. 18, 1919. 
The Lander oil fields of Fremont Coun- 
ty, while the oldest in Wyoming, are 
just now realizing their full growth and 


expansion. Over thirty years ago trav- 
elers were entertained by the sight of oil 
bubbling out of the ground, as though 
natural springs. The first wells of the 
early days threw streams of oil, but the 
product was then valueless, because of 
lack of any means of shipping it. The 
coming of the railroad to Lander changed 
all that, and a number of companies 
began developing the fields, especially 
those on the Popo Agie, around and 
known now as the Dallas field. 


About two years ago the Wind River Pro- 
ducing and Refining Company started oper- 
ations in Fremont county, and so successful 
has it been that now it controls practically 
all of the Lander district, a few months 
ago taking over the extensive properties of 
the Producers and Refiners Corporation, and 
the Western Exploration Company, then its 
principal rivals, in a million dollar deal. 
By that transaction Wind River added 24 
producing wells to the 10 of its own drill- 
ing, and now is putting down others in the 
expectation of having a string of 40 pro- 
ducing wells by the close of the year. The 
oil is a black product, not heavy with gaso- 
line content, but unusually rich in lubricat- 
ing and other oils and containing a large 
percentage of paraffin base. 

The Wind River refinery, on ‘the railroad, 
three miles east of Lander, with a present 
capacity of 1,000 barrels a day, now is be- 
ing enlarged to 3,000 barrels, and the plans 
are to have 2,000 barrels of crude running 
through it within the next six months. The 
necessary equipment is on the ground and 
fast being put in place. A wax plant, 
costing $75,000, is among the improvements, 
as well as additional cracking capacity. 

Still another essential improvement is the 
erection of a large electrical plant to pro- 
vide power for operating the refinery and 
also to furnish energy for the well pump- 
ing stations in the field and for the drilling

Regardless of the dry holes drilled in the 


past in the Lance Creek field, the trade is 
going right along with the development 
work, and the result is that three big 


gushers have recently been developed there. 
The three wells show a combined produc- 
tron of 6,000 barrels a day. The new wells

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Gain of 1,850 Barrels in 


New Production, but All 


From Old Worked Over Wells—Hull Dis- 


trict Led in 


HOUSTON, Tex., Aug. 18, 1919. 


Another dull week has just ended in 
the Gulf Coast country. Although the re- 
port shows a gain of 1,850 barrels new 
production, it was, without exception, 
from ovld wells deepened or otherwise 
worked over. Nearly 4,000 barrels new 
production was gained in this way, or, 
more specifically, 3,895 barrels from 11 
workovers, the major part of it coming 
from the Hull district, where the Gulf 
Production Company deepened its No. 2 
on the Pheenix, flowing 2,500 barrels oil. 
Goose Creek came next, with 850 barrels 
from four workovers, by the E. F. Simms 
Company. Sour Lake had one workover 
of 100 barrels, and Damon Mound one 
pumping 200. Vinton had one test aban- 
doned, West Columbia two and Saratoga 
one. One test in wildcat territory was 
also abandoned. 


The slump in drilling operations is partly 
seasonable, as the weather is very hot, more 
so than common, and many tests are shut 
down during its duration. But the more 
potent cause is the prevailing low price of 
crude at the wells. Coastal producers in- 
sist that they cannot afford to drill new 
wells while crude is selling at one dollar 
per barrel, and everything else is increasing 
in cost. They say that it costs more than 
they are getting for the production to drill 
a well at the prevailing cost of labor and 
material, and that these must either come 
down or the prices of crude go up or it may 
come to the pass when they will be com- 
pelled to suspend drilling altogether and 
also defer starting new tests, and may 
even go to the length of shutting down 
leases with small pumpers. 


Material Holds High. 


Recently the coastal operators 
the wages of all field workers, 
drillers $25 a month and all other workers 
50 cents a day so that there is no likeli- 
hood of wages going any lower, and with 
supply houses behind with their orders from 
60 days to six months, there does not seem 
to be any immediate prospect of supplies 
becoming cheaper for months at best. The 
tremendous flush production in North and 
North Central Texas is creating such a de- 
mand for material and supplies that the 
supply houses cannot keep up with their 
orders. This flush production also _ pre- 
cludes any immediate possibility of an in- 
crease in the price of coastal crude, which 
rather is threatened with a further decrease, 
if anything. North Louisiana is also loom-

ing up largely as a factor to be reckoned 
with in the future, while the tankers are 
busy plying the waters of the Gulf with 


Mexican crude to our shores at a price less 
than the coastal operator gets for his crude. 


Daily Output Drops. 


Absence of new wells has caused a slight 
decrease in the daily production of the Guif 
Coast, which averaged 74,945 barrels a day

for the past week, which is over 4,000 bar- 
rels less than it averaged a week ago. Hull 
and Goose Creek show a gain of approxi- 
mately 1,000 barrels each a day, while West 
Columbia has declined about the same 
amount and some of the other older fields 
show a slight decrease. Barber's Hill re- 
mains stationary at 1,250 barrels. Produc- 
tion of other fields is as follows:—Batson, 
1,300 barrels; Damon Mound, 1,070; Goose 
Creek, 21,000 barrels; Humble, 8,500; Hull, 
6,000; Markham, 200; Saratoga, 1,500; Som- 
erset, 300; Sour Lake, 6,500; Spindletop, 
1,200; West Columbia, 20,000; Edgerly, 
1,000; Vinton, 3,900; miscellaneous, includ- 
ing Welsch, Anse le Butte, Dayton, and 
some other scattered production, 350 barrels. 


West Columbia. 


At West Columbia, the exodus of drill- 
ing rigs to more northern fields of Texas 
is about over and those now drilling there 
is practically all employed by the jiarger 
and more important companies. Between 
25 and 30 tests are drilling there now and 
there are 20 new derricks. This is about 
half the number of rigs and derricks there 
was there a few months ago. Since then 
many outstanding tests have been aban- 
doned and many wells to the southwest 
and southeast were salt water failures; 
drilling has stopped in their locality for 
the time, at least. The brightest prospect 
for the district is to the northeast and 
north, where the field is practically owned 
by the Texas Company and Humble Oil and 
Refining Company. 

A number of tests going down on the 
Hogg subdivision in the northeastern part 
of the West Columbia field are getting down 
to interesting depths. They are in the vi- 
cinity of the first producing wells in this 
district, completed by the Tyndall-Wyom- 
ing Company. This track was sold to Dan 
Japthet and later sold to the Humble Oil 
and Refining Company, who got a big well 
on what is now known as the Japthet lease. 
The company has three tests drilling on 
the tract at this time and another one rig- 
ging up. No. 8 Japthet is down 2,580 feet, 
No. 9 is drilling at 2,500 feet, and No. 10 
is below 1,300 feet. In the same locality, 
the company is drilling No. 3 Bashara at 
2,890 feet, and No. 3 Coons at 2,100 feet. 
The Gulf Production Company has a well 
on the Hogg subdivision, north block 25, 
which should be completed soon, No. 3 
Hogg, drilling at 3,000 feet. No. 2 is wash- 
ing down at 3,250 feet. Same company is 
working over No. 1. South of these, the 
Gulf has abandoned No. 1 Metzyer at 3,100 
feet. Three other deep tests have been 
abandoned, either temporarily or final: re- 
ports as to that conflict. One of them is 
southwest of the main group of big wells 
on block 25, where the Gulf Coast Oil Cor- 
poration has abandoned No. 1 Smith at 
3,675 feet, and is moving the rig. The Sin- 
clair Gulf Oil Company's No. 1 Faikney is 
shut down at 3,650 and to the best of our 
knowledge is abandoned. The Crown Oil 
and Refining Company's No. 1 Sealey is also 
reported abandoned at 38,656 feet. In the 
northern part of the Hogg. subdivision

the Humble Oil and Refining Company has 
been trying to get a well for nearly a year 
on the Pipkin-Carroll. No. 1 was finally 
abandoned after having all kinds of trouble 
some time ago, and a second hole close to 
it is now drilling at 2,100 feet. The same 
company is drilling No. 1 Moore at 3,400 
feet. Near the discovery well on the Tyn- 
dall-Wyoming, the Big Belt Oil Company 
is drilling No. 1 Tyndall-Wyoming at 2,600 
feet. There are not many tests at West 
Columbia at depths at which the pay may 
be reasonably be expected to be found, so 
that nothing much in the way of new 
production may be looked for for a couple 
of weeks yet. Southwest of production the 
Texas Company is drilling a test on the 
Brown tract, which it is side-tracking at 
3,730 feet. It has a location for No. 2. The 
same company is side-tracking No. 6 Arnold 
at 3,040 feet. It has four other tests drill- 
ing on the Arnold and several new derricks. 
No. 6 is standing at 3,000 feet, No. 9 is 
drilling at nearly the same depth, and No. 
14 is down below 2,800 feet. It would seem 
that the Texas Company stands the best 
show of getting the next well at West Co- 
lumbia. Besides the ones on the Arnold 
at interesting depths, it has several on the 


Hogg subdivision that should soon reach 
the pay. No. 12 is standing at 2,860 feet, 
No. 19 is sidetracking at 2,800 feet, and No. 


27 at 2,130 feet. Three miles west of pro- 
duction the Prudential Oil Company is drill- 
ing No. 1 Bartlett at 2,750 feet. To the 
northwest of the main field the Yocum- 
Columbia Oil Company is fishing at 2,200 
feet, and the International Oil Company is 
washing down its test on the Smith. The 
Sta-Tex Oil Company is drilling No. 1 
Kruce at 2,800 feet. To the east of block 
25, Hogg subdivision, the Sun Company is 
below 2,100 feet in No. 3 Robinson and is 
drilling No. 2 Robinson at 1,810 feet. No. 
1 Robinson is still making 400 barrels oil 
a day and marks the eastern line of pro- 
duction, being 1,000 feet east of the first 
wells. It was completed at 2,975 feet. Both 
tests now drilling in this locality are at- 
tracting considerable attention. 


Hull Big Field. 


Recent developments in the Hull district 
point to its being probably the largest fleld 
in the Gulf coast. It has had one advantage 
over West Columbia from the start, in that it 
was not all drilied up simultaneously nor the 
field ruined in consequence. It has never had 
any way near the number of tests under way 
at the same time, crowded closely together, 
because at first the Republic Production Com- 
pany owned all the near-in stuff as the field 
was then defined, and not until tests drilled 
at a distance from the first wells showed oil 
did the scramble begin. Even now it is mosily 
under the control of several of the more impor- 
tant companies. The Republic has found oil 
practically all over the 800-acre Dolbear tract, 
which is owned by the Houston Oil Company, 
who shares 50-50 with the Republic in every 
well completed within its boundaries. The 
district of Hull is but a year old, but the fleld 
has been provea up over an area extending 
two and cne-half miles in a northeastern to 
southwestcrn direction, with the pay apparently 
running farther to the southwest than has 
been proved out. The field is over a mile and 
a half wide besides. Near where the Republic 
got its big well in No. 20 Dolbear, near the 
southern line of this tract, several tests are 
going down. The Republic has begun drilling 
in Nos. 23 and 23 and has a location for No. 25 
250 feet west of No. 24. Its No. 22 Dolbear, 
just completed, is a 150-barrel pumper. Just 
south of the Dolbear, and offsetting these new 
tests, the Gulf Production has two on the 
Phoenix, at which work has not yet begun; 
No. 4 is rigging up and No. 38 is still a der- 
rick The company deepened No. 2 Phoenix 
during the past week to 2,050 feet, and it 
came in tlowing 2,500 barrels, with 5 per cent. 
water. The Gulf is drilling No. 1 Thomas 
around 2,400 feet. On the south side of the 
dome and west of the Dolbear the Sun Com- 
pany’s well on the Carr tract is still producing 
175 barrels a day. Southwest of this the Texas 
Company's test on the Pounds tract is being 
closely watched. It is down around 2,800 feet, 
but had a fishing job and is milling through 
casing. The Tomorrow Oil Company has a 
derrick up on the Pounds tract. Between the 
Pounds and the Carr the Empire Gas and Fuel 
Company is rigged up waiting orders on the 
Karngrover. North of the Dolbear No. 6 
Phillips-Morris, on the Underton survey, joint 
test of the Texas Company and Gulf Produc- 
tion Company, is drilling at 1,300 feet. No. 
5 has been put on the pump at 2,850 feet, 
pumping 150 barrels a day. Along the south 
line of the Unuerton is a narrow strip called 
the Palmer. The Humble Oil and Refining 
Company is testing its No. 2 Palmer at 1,875 
feet, the Texas Company is drilling its No. 2 
Palmer at 1,500 feet and the Crown Oil and 
Refining Compary has a location for No. 1 
Palmer. The Humble Oil and Refining Com- 
pany has a locection for a test on the Siovall 
four acres and the Higgins Oil and Fuel Com- 
pany has a derrick up for No. 1 Smith. The 
Republic Production Company has completed 
its first 55,000-barrel steel tank and has an- 
other under construction. It will build several 
others. There is talk of its laying a line to 
connect with the Galena-Signal refinery on the 
ship channel, but it may not be done until the 
price of material is more reasonable. 

At Spindietop the Gulf Production Company's 
No. 2 McFadden is down around 2,900 feet. 
The Texas Company is drilling No. 1 fee at a 
depth of 2,080 feet. No. 2 is rigging up. Wil- 
son & Broach are down several hundred feet 
in their three-acre Greer tract, for which they 
paid $30,000. The Crown Oil and Refining 
Company has a derrick for No. 1 McFadden. 


Sour Lake. 


At Sour Lake the Gulf Production Company's 


No. 1 Minor bailed dry at 2,460 feet. he 
Texas Company worked over No, 250 fee, 


pumping 25 barrels. The Gulf and Humble’s 
joint test, No. 3% Harden, pumped 100 barrels 
at 2,340 feet. The Texas Company is riggin 
up for No, 243 fee, has a derrick for No. 29) 
and one for No. 3800. 


At Batson the Civil Oi! and Gas Compan 
has a derrick up three miles and a half sout 
of the old field, and 3,000 feet north of the 
Guffy 40 acres the Humble Oll and Refining 
Company is rigged to dril No. 1 Lejarza. In 
the old field no tests are drilling and none 
have been for some time. 

The decp tests at Saratoga have not met 
with success and have had a hard time of it 
generally. The Empire Gas and Fuel Company 
deepened No. 5 Nancy Fuller to 2,900 feet, 
and it is standing at that depth. The Texas 
Company's No 4 Ogden is also standing at 
about the same depth. The Sun Company's 
No. 134 McShane is standing In salt rock at 
2,725 feet. The three will probably be aban- 
doned without further drilling. Tests during 
the week at Saratoga resulted in nothing more 
valuable than salt water wells. The Sun Com- 
pany got this in No. 138 M. & M. at 2,015 
feet and is drilling deeper. The Weldon Olli 
Company got the same in No. 2 Hooks at 1,200 
feet. Two other wells are testing—the San 
Bernard Oil Company’s No. 5 Hooks at 995 
feet and the Regna Oil Company's No. 5 Ogden 
at 1,325 feet 

At Markham the Texas Company is reaming 


to set strainer in No. 6 Meyers at 3.130 feet, 
having had a blowout or two, and is now 
showing a lot of gas. The Clem Oil Company 


has promise of a good pumper in No. 14 
Meyers at 1,45% feet. 

At Goose Creek, E. F. Simms & Co. worked 
over four wells; the largest was No, 27 


/uhbel Smith, flowing 500 berrels at 2,500 





No. 8 Sweet was a 150-barrel pumper at 
2,500 feet; No. 15 Schilling, 100 rrels at 
2,300 feet, and No. 4 on a seven and one-half 
acre tract, 100 barrels. The Goose Creek Oil 
Corporation (Warren et al.) is pulling strainer 
in No. 2 Freeman at 3,415 to re-set. This is 
the company that has the big gusher in the 
bay that caught fire. No. 3 is down below 
1,000 feet, and No. 4 is a derrick. The Texas 
Company is testing No. 15 A. Isenhour on the 
jack around 3,400 feet, the Gulf Production 
Company is testing No. 17 Stateland at 3,250 
feet and is putting No. 3 Rosenthal on air at 
8,230 feet. The Humble Oil and Refining 
Company's No. 6 Beaumont tested salt water 
at 2,340 feet and is drilling deeper. The 
Crown Oil and Refining Company is drilling 
No. 2 on Hog Island at 3,000 feet. 


Humble. 


At Humble, the Texas Company has put No.

They are 
mere wagon or truck tracks, and mud has 
been hub deep all summer most of the time 
until August. The August sun in Texas is hot 
enough to dry out anything. Near Pierce 
Junction. Drumet et al. are drilling No. 4 
Settegast at 1,400 feet and No. 5 at 1,500 feet. 
On the Taylor farm, the Texas Exploration 
Company No, 1 is in salt around 800 feet. No. 
2 is Arilling at 500 feet. The Commonwealth 
Oil Company is drilling No. 1 Settegast at 1,260 
feet. Near Almeda, the Humble and Gulf 
Coast companies are reaming to set strainer in 
No. 1 Edmunson at 1,965 feet. At Cross 
Timbers, the Kelly Oil and Gas Company has 
abandoned No. 2 Drobusch. These tests are 
all within 20 miles of Houston. At South Hous- 
ton, twelve miles south of Houston, towards 
Galveston, the Texas Oil Producers Company 
is rigging up for No. 1 Garden.

NORTH LOUISIANA FIELD. 
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Completions Total 16; New Production, 9,775 Bar. 
rels; New Work in Claiborne Field Shows 
Decline—Production There Boosted 
by Recent 8,000-Barrel Well. 


SHREVEPORT, La., Aug. 19, 1919. 


Decrees have been entered in the United 
States Distret Court at Shreveport in 
eighteen suits to a total amount of 
$461,097 against fourteen companies and 
forty-nine individuals to recover lands 
in the Caddo oil field and the value of 
the oil and gas taken from them. These 
decrees were entered on the 13th and, 
unless appeals are filed within the sixty 
days given them in which to file, will be- 
come final. 

Permanent injunction is also covered 
by the decrees which will prevent the 
defendants from trespassing upon the 
land or in any way clouding the United 
States title to the same. The lands in- 
volved are classed as being in the bed of 
Caddo Lake, and either border on it or 
are actually submerged. Among the cor- 
porations involved are the Southwestern 
Gas and Electric Company, Jeems Bayou 
Hunting and Fishing Club, the Gulf Re- 
fining Company, and the Caddo Levee 
Board. Some of the amounts awarded 
are very large; in the case of a tract of 
eighty-five acres in which three defend- 
ants are involved, all of them corpora- 
tions, the amount awarded is $179,221. 
The Gulf Refining Company is called 
upon to file with the court a statement of 
the amount of oil taken. 

A former mayor of Shreveport, now in 
the oil business, John H. Eastham, is 
appointed receiver to operate the proper- 
ties until an end of the litigation is 


reached. 
Claiborne Activities. 


Increased production in the Claiborne fleld 
due to the big Standard Oil Company's 
strike, which is now conservatively estimated 
at 8,000 barrels, and other production in 
that field has rendered imperative the neces- 
sity for increased transportation facilities 
for oil from that territory, and President 
E. R. Ratcliff, of the Louisiana Oil Refining 
Corporation, confirms a report that his 
company will start construction of a 56,000 
barrel capacity pipeline in the immediate 
future from the Homer-Claiborne fleld to a 
nearby shipping center. The report is also 
current that the Standard Oil Company has 
surveyed a pipeline to a pumping station on 
their trunk pipeline a distance of 47 miles 
from Homer. 


The Standard Oil Company is _ reliably 
reported to have acquired title to 100 acres 
of ground without mineral rights near the 
Oakes lease, which is the location of their 
big well in the Claiborne field, upon which 
they expect to build a number of oil tanks 
of which one, at least, is to be of 65,000 
barrels capacity. 

Evidence of the faith existing in the 
importance of the deeper stratum in the 
development of the North Louisiana field is 
indicated by deeper drilling of previously 
abanduned wells in the Claiborne fleld. A 
contract is reported to have been made by 
the Claiborne Oil Company for the drilling 
of a well now 1,400 to be drilled to 2,700, if 
necessary. Three deeper tests were reported 
by representatives of different interests late 
last week.

MEXICAN FIELDS. 


New Pipeline Waterway From Tepetate to Tam- 
pico—Port Labos Improvements Being Made 


—Field Work Continues Quiet. 








TAMPICO, Mexico, Aug. 9, 1919. 
Plans have been completed by the Mex- 
ican Gulf Oil Company for the construc- 
tion of a 10-inch pipeline from the oil- 
fields at Tepetate to its loading station 


at Tampico, a distance of 60 miles. The 
preliminary arrangements for securing 
the right of way, concession, etec., have 


been closed, the pipe has been ordered 
and now is in readiness for shipment 
from the United States to Mexico in 
steamers of the Gulf Export and Trans- 
portation Company, of Beaumont, Texas, 
that have been leased by the oil com- 
pany for that purpose. 


F. C. Greer, the new pipeline superintendent 
for the Mexican Gulf Company, who will have 
charge of the work of laying the line, has been 
in Mexico for the last three months famil- 
larizing himself with conditions and arrang- 
ing for the construction work. His assistants 
on the work will be Tampico men, mostly, 
and around 400 Mexicans will be employed 
together with pipe laying machines. The work 
will start as soon as the pipe is received in 
Tampico and transported to the lower coun- 
try, from which end the line will start. 


New Tapping Plant. 
The Island Oil 
will build a topping plant at its Port Lobos 
terminal.

Very little 
work is being done in the Panuco-Topila 
fields, but at Tepetate, in the lower flelds, 
Port Lobos and elsewhere in the south coun- 
try a great deal of active construction work 
is in progress.

The Transcontinental Petroleum Company 
has been making good progress on its rail- 
road from Soledad to Tepetate and expects to 
have it in operation by the first of next month 
Part of the material and equipment for its 
pumping station is now on the ground and 
construction work is expected to start shortly. 

Companias del Agwi, 8S. A., are the most 
active of any of the oil companies at present. 
They are grading for a new tank on lot 2, 
Chiconcillo and building camp houses At 
their terminal at Tecamote, camp buildings 
are up and the site is cleared; two tank 
grades are ready and a railroad from the 
canal to the Gulf is under construction.

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Shell T. & T. Planning Development Work in 
Canadian West, Probably Through Other Com- 
panies—Field Prospecting Active. 


CHATHAM, Ont., Aug. 18, 1919. 

The Shell Transport and Trading Com- 
pany is planning to undertake develop- 
ment work in the Canadian West, either 
directly or through the medium of com- 
panies now active in that field. The Shell 
company recently applied for extensive 
and exclusive drilling rights in Northern 
Alberta, but this application was refused 
by the Dominion Government. Since then 
a Dutch petroleum expert connected with 
the Shell enterprise has visited Edmonton 
and surrounding territory and it is also 
reported that geological parties have been 
active in various parts of Alberta, It is 
now reported that the big corporation has 
decided to take a hand in the development 
of territory west of Nanton in Southern 
Alberta. This is almost directly south of 
the Calgary field and in or close to the 
foothill area where there is a good chance 
of finding oil. There is no official con- 
firmation of any of the rumors regarding 
Shell activities in the West, but it looks As 
though the company in spite of the refusal 
of its application for exclusive conces- 
sions has not definitely abandoned the 
field.

utilize wet gas from other wells in the Cal- 
gary fleld. 


Northern Alberta. 


In Northern Alberta the Northern Produc- 
tion Company of Edmonton is again drilling 
on its test near Pelican Rapids, on the Atha- 


baska. * Several lécations have been made in 
this field, and No. 1 well is reported down 
several hundred feet, with a small showing of 
gas. A second ¢Crilling crew is being sent into 


the field. 

The A. F. A. Coyne Company of Edmonton 
is locating half a dozen tests in the Aathbaska 
district, near Fort McMurray, and have shipped 
some drilling equipment to that point. 

In the Peace river field the Peace River 
Pioneers’ Petroleum Company is reported to 
have purchased a drilling outfit and equip- 
ment for use in that fleld. This company is 
headed by the Marquis of Queensbury. 


Alberta Resources. 


The Alberta Industrial Development Associa- 
tion. in a recent statement, gives some infor- 
mation as to the present and prospective oil 
and gas resources of the province. The infor- 
mation given may be summarized as follows:— 

At present the principal natural gas flelds 
are situnted at Medicine Hat, Bow Island, 
Viking, Pelican Rapids and south of Foremost. 

The Medicine Hat field has 33 wells produ- 
cing approximately, on an open-flow basis, 
92,000,000 cubic feet per 24 hours 

The Bow Island field has 21 wells, with an 
open-flow capacity of approximately 186,000,000 
ecubie feet per 24 hours This fleld supplies 
the city of Calgary and some of the interven- 
ing towns south 

The Viking field has 9 wells, with an ap- 
proximate 24-hour capacity of 36,000,000 cubic 
feet 

The Pelican Repids well was drilled in 1897, 
and is 160 miles north of Edmonton. Gas wells 


are scattered throughout the province, with 
various capacities from 200,000 to 300,000 
cubie feet a day, while the two Dingman 


wells at Sheep Creek have a combined capacity 
of 4,000,000 cubic feet a day. In 1917 the pro- 
duction of natural gas in Alberta was 6,744,- 
000,000 cubic feet, valued, as sold by the pro- 
ducing companies, at $1,209,976, The produc- 
tion of the Viking, Pelican Rapids and Fore- 
most areas has never been marketed 

Actual commercial petroleum production is 
carried on in the Sheep Creek district, better 
known as the Calgary field. The Dingman 
wells and several others are producing and 
refining oll. There is also installed a gas ab- 
sorption plant for extracting gasoline from the 
natural gas The production of this field in 
1917 was $12,000 imperial gallons of gasoline 
and kerosene. Driliing is being carried on in 
the Peace river and Athabaska country, with 
some wells brought in but not yet commer- 
clally productive A somewhat extensive pro- 
gram of investigation and survey is being car-

pany and other private interests,

Parks accom- 
panied a party sent north to delimit the Nip- 
issing-Algoma boundary, and first reported 
the preseice in the whole region surrounding 
James bay of the Devonian formations more 
particularly the Devonian limestone. The area 





of Devonian age has been found to extend 
from east of the Abitibi river to west of the 
Albany, and from the shores of James bay 


southward fully 100 miles. In the Abitibi basin 
are bituminous beds, and anticlinal structures 
have been detected at widely separated points 
The superficial formations are, in the south, 
uniformly stratified clay; in the north boulder 


clay overiain by sand and stratified clay; the 
surface formation appears to be 100 feet or 
more in thickness.

CALIFORNIA FIELDS. 


Fields of State Second Largest Producer of Cow 
try—Wage Scale Settlement Agreed Upon 
-~—Rapid Pace for New Work at 
Richfield. 


TAFT, Cal., Aug. 16, 1919. 
The national statistical review from 
Washington for the month of June shows 
that in production California occupied sec- 
ond place of all fields in the nation, be- 
ing led alone by the Oklahoma-Kansas 
field. The latter daily average for this 


month was 330,633, while that of Califor- 
nia was 268,733. According io the figures 
California was also second in the increase 
of oil stocks, the total for the month be- 
ing 387,000 barrels. 

The notable feature of this is that, ac- 
cording to the records of the State Mining 
Bureau, new work in California has fallen 
off considerably this year, as compared 
to last and the year before, yet the pro- 
duction is larger. This is due to the ex- 
tensive development in the southern fields 
around Fullerton, and the large produc- 
tion per well in this field. 

That the Union Oil Company has embarked 
upon a career of world expansion was brought 
to light by the fact that the Commonwealth 
Petroleum Company several weeks ago pur- 
chased about one-third of the company’s stock. 
It is emphasized more by a decision ‘of the 
company to issue to stockholders of record 
August 20, 1919, all the stock remaining in the 
company’s treasury. There are (4,285 shares 
in the treasury, par value $6,428,500, at which 
price they will be offered on certain terms of 
payment. 

This money will undoubtedly be used in the 
expansion and development of the company’s 
holdings in Texas, Wyoming and Mexico. The 
company’s first well in Mexico is being drilled 
on property where huge quantities of oil are 
certain to be obtained. Much money will be 
needed to handle this supply. Three wells are

FUEL OIL CONTRACT 


Largest Ever Recorded Arranged For 
“Katy” System Locomotives, Dis- 
placing Coal—Involves 15,- 


000,000 Barrels. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 22, 1919. 

One of the largest fuel oil deals ever 
consummated has just been closed which 
provides for the substitution of fuel oil 
for coal as locomotive fuel by the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas Railway Com- 
pany over a period of five years, a Chi- 
cago refining and marketing firm re- 
ports. The railway company is to be 
furnished with 15,000,000 barrels of fuel 
oil (42 gallons to the barrel) or at the 
rate of 3,000,000 barrels per year over 
the perioa of five years. 

At Galveston a large storage plant will 
be erected to take care of the Mexican 
fuel oil, as considerable oil will be 
brought from Mexico, but a large quan- 


tity to be delivered from the northern 
end of the railway line will be drawn 
from the Oklahoma-Kansas field. 


The amount of oil involved above, and

Royal Dutch Subsidiary Refused 
Special Concessions in British 


Colombia.

OIL BROKERS INDICTED. 


New York Grand Jury Accuses Pro- 
moters of Tex York Petroleum 


Corp. of Grand Larceny. 


Following the return of indictments by 
the Grand Jury, several officers and em- 
ployes of the siock brokerage and oil pro- 
moting firm of C. W. Galvin & Co., of 50 
Broad street, this city, were arrested on 
varying charges, ranging from grand lar- 
ceny and conspiracy down to seliing fraud- 
ulent stock under false pretenses to ob- 
tain money. All were arraigned before 
Judge Meclntyre, of the Court of General 
Sessions, and subsequently held for trial 
under heavy bail. The stock involved 
was described as that of the “Tex York 
Producing Company,” which it was as- 
serted had valuable leases of oil lands in 
Texas and had producing wells yielding 
upward of 650 barrels of oil daily.

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NAVY DEPARTMENT SCORED AS SCORNER 
OF ACTS OF CONGRESS BY STANDARD OIL 


California Organization Cites Requisitioning of 
Hundreds of Thousands of Barrels of Fuel 
Oil on Threat of Seizure—Roosevelt 
Denies Charges as Made. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22, 1919. 


A widely circulated report, emphasized 
in the financial press, that the navy 
threatened to seize the petroleum refin- 
eries on the Pacific Coast, following the 
throwing out of the Pacific Coast com- 
pany bids for fuel oil for the navy, is 
flatly denied by Acting Secretary of the 
Navy RKovusevelt. In a_ statement this 
week he said that the navy has had no 
intention of seizing Pacific Coast refin- 
eries, the secretary continuing :-— 

“Oil companies on the Pacific Coast 
were disposed to ask an excessive 
price for oils of various kinds. The 
Navy Department has, and is, paying 
a fair price for oil for naval require- 
ments and would continue to do so.” 
The charge thus emphasized appears in 

a statement issued by the Standard Oil 
Company of Calfornia, which asserts :-— 

“The arbitrary policy pursued by the 
Navy Department in acquiring its fuel 
oul supply on the Pacific Coast has aroused 
tne marketing companies to sharp oppo- 
si.ion. 

“Throughaut the period of the war it 
has been tne practice of the navy to se- 
cure fuel oil on requisition orders whica, 
in eifect, commandeered the required sup- 
plies. Originally, and when oil was sell- 
ing at $1.50 a barrel in the open market, 
the navy demanded deliveries at a ‘ten a- 
tive’ price of $1.08 a barrel. The tre- 
mendous demands of the country for 
crude oil and its refined products led to a 
shortage in the spring of 1918, which 
caused the greatest alarm to the Fuel 
Administration. Certain classes of con- 
sumers were restricted in their supply; 
o.hers entirely cut off from the use of oil 
as fuel. Even the railroads were notified 
for the discontinuance of the use of fuel 
oil. 


Stimulating Production. 


“To meet the continuing decline of fuel 
oil storage the Fuel Administration 
sought to stimulate production by higher 
prices. The marketing oil companies, 
against their opposition, were requested 
to advance the rate paid to producers 25 
cents a barrel, at the same time advanc- 
ing the price to consumers no more than 
15 cents a barrel. These requests were 
complied with and the marketing com- 
panies absorbed the difference. The ef- 
tect of these conditions was an advance 
in the market price to $1.60 a barrel, 
which rate was paid by every agency, 
public or private, except the navy. 

The navy continuing to commandeer its 
requirements now advanced its tentative 
price to $1.47 a barrel, a figure main- 
tained until June 30 of this year In the 
meantime the marketing companies were 
assured, as they had been for more than 
a year, that a ‘fair price’ would be fixed 
and that a ‘reasonable profit’ would be 
allowed. 

“It is known that some investigation 
was attempted by the Navy Department. 
Inquiries were made both of the Fuel Ad- 
ministration and of the Federal Trade 
Commission. Their recommendations 
were received—and rejected. Promises 
that a ‘just price’ would be fixed were re- 
iterated but not carried out. 


Hundreds of Thousands of Barrels 


Requisitioned. 


“By the end of June, 1919, the navy 
had requisitioned hundreds of thousands 
of barrels of oil at a preliminary price of 
$1.08, while its market value was $1.30 a 
barrel and great quantities at $1.47 when 
the market price was $1.60. It owed the 
marketing companies immense sums of 
money. ‘Thereupon, and without notice to 
the marketing companies, or hearing 
them on the subject, the navy tendered 
requisition contracts at the reduced figure 
of 86 cents a barrel. 

“In face of advanced costs and uni- 
versally higher prices the navy thus re- 
duced its arbitrary figure of $1.47 more 
than 40 per cent., and fixed a tentative 
price of nearly half of the prevailing mar- 
ket prices. 

“The effect is that under threat of seiz- 
ure of their plants the marketing com- 
panies are supplying the navy with oil 
at a tentative figure of 86 cents a barrel, 
for which they pay producers the price 
recommended by the Fuel Administration 
of $1.23 a barrel; they are forced not 
only to forego a fair profit but to finance 
the requirements of the navy by incurring 
losses which already aggregate more than 
half a million dollars. 


Oil Companies Refused. 


“The oil companies have refused to ex- 
ecute the requisition agreements. The 
necessities of the war are over and they 
decline voluntarily to submit to the fur- 
ther taking of their property without just 
compensation. The marketing companies 
have expressed their readiness and desire 
to supply the navy’s requirements under 
ordinary commercial conditions, but they 
have declined to make deliveries upon the 
navy’s confiscatory terms except under 
duress and compulsion of force used by 
the navy. Such duress and compulsion 
have been exercised. Refusal to deliver 
the products commandeered has been met 
with the formal threat of an immediate 
seizure not only of the products in ques- 
tion, but of the plants at which they are 
produced. In the meantime, the indebted- 
ness of the navy to the oil companies pile 
up. It continues to obtain its require- 
ments without paying a just price. Its 
bills are being paid to unwilling sellers 
by promises of adjustment now more than 
two years old. This in the face of the fact 
that the commodity which it seizes has a 
well-known fixed market value, a value 
paid by 96 per cent. of the consuming pub- 


lic, of which the navy, in the volume of 
its requirements constitutes the remaining 
4 per cent. 


Navy Does Not Heed Acts of Con- 


gress. 


“Proceeding at a time when this coun- 
try is in all respects at peace, the navy 
is paying no more heed to the acts of Con- 
gress and to the policy of the Administra- 
tion than it did in this connection during 
the war. Throughout the past, years 
every commodity seized for the needs of 
the government has been paid for at a 


just and reasonable price. The food con- 
trol, naval appropriations and other simi- 
lar acts of Congress require the Presi- 
dent in commandeering the necessities for 
the government to fix just and reason- 
able compensation. The supplier under 
these laws who is not satisfied with the 
compensation fixed may accept 75 per 
cent. thereof and bring his action in the 
court of claims for such further amount 
as he desires to claim. These provisions 
and the scrupulous policy of the govern- 
ment in this regard are ignored by the 
Navy Department. It seizes what it 
wants with no effort to fix a just compen- 
sation and contents itself with the formal 
assurance that the suppliers will be fairly 
dealt with and will receive a fair profit. 
Nor have even these assurances through 
the period of the war been translated into 
action. 

“It is a serious matter when a great 
agency of the government embarks on a 
policy of confiscation without hindrance 
by Congress or the Chief Executive. It is 
a blow at civil rights which must not go 
unchallenged. Against it the Standard 
Oil Company of California, in common 
with the marketing companies and pro- 
ducers of the Pacific coast, raises a most 
solemn protest—a protest of nation-wide 
interest and the grounds of which are of 
Seon import to every citizen of the United 

ates. 


STANDARD OIL CHANGES. 


S. B. Hunt Elected Vice-President of 
New Jersey Company—Williams 


and Moffett on Directorate. 


S. B. Hunt, a members of the Board of 
Directors of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey, was elected vice-president 
of the company at a meeting of the board 
last week, and George F. Jones, another 
member, was appointed treasurer. Elec- 
tion of two new directors from the per- 
sonnel of the company increased the board 
membership to eleven. 


The new directors are T. J. Williams, 
formerly head of the company’s marketing 
activities, and J. A. Moffett, Jr., one of 
the younger men in the organization, who 
was secretary of the National Petroleum 
War Service Committee during the war. 


T. J. Williams entered the oil business 
in 1884 with Jermyn Oil Company at 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa. This company was 
absorbed by the Acme Oil Company, a 
subsidiary of the Standard Oil Company, 
in 1885. Mr. Williams continued as man- 
ager of the Acme Oil Company until 
1889, when he went to Baltimore as treas- 
urer of the Baltimore United Oil Com- 
pany, also then a subsidiary of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. About 1892 he be- 
came general manager of the Baltimore 
United Oil Company, the name of which 
was changed soon afterward to the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, Baltimore, Division 
He came to New York in 1897 and or- 
ganized a gasoline stove department, 
which a year later was discontinued ; then 
a department was organized for the sale 
of oil consuming devices, such as stoves, 
heafers, lamps, etc. In 1901 Mr. Wil- 
liams organized an oil consuming device 
department for the company throughout 
Europe. In 1908 he was appointed do- 
mestic sales manager, having seen thir- 
ty-four years of service. He is now the 
head of the Marketing Division. He is 
known as the “father of the foreign 
trade of the company, having been 
largely responsible for its development. 

J. A. Moffett, Jr., entered the 
of the Standard Oil Company (Ne oP ae 
1908 and was successively ‘in the New 
York offices of the Rochester and Olean 
refineries of the Vacuum Oil Company, 
the New York office of the Standard Oil 
Company of Kentucky and Ohio, and the 
Atlantic Refining Company, ‘and the 
Northern Pipeline group. He then be- 
came assistant to Colonel F. W. Weller 
in the construction and operation of the 
Bayway and Parkersburg refineries. 
After the formation of the Standard Oil 
Company of Louisiana he became sales 
representative on the domestic trade and 
lubricating committees, later on being 
elected a director. He is New York repre- 
sentative of the domestic and export sales.

Secretary Welch, American Petroleum 
Institute, Extends Time of Ques- 
tionnaire Referendum. 


Gentlemen :— 

The time for mailing answers to the 
institute’s referendum relative to the 
pump and tank problem has been extend- 
ed to September 16, 1919. The extension 
was deemed advisable because of the 
confusion which has arisen in the minds 
of persons in the trade from the order 
of the Federal Trade Commission issued 
a few days ago, directing the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana to desist from 
the practice of leasing pumps and tanks 
for nominal sums. The order was entered 
in a case of long standing, in which a 
stipulation as to the facts concurred in by 
both the commission and the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana had been filed 
some months ago. 

Inasmuch as the case was decided 
upon a stipulation of facts, without the 


taking of evidence as to the economic 
aspects of the pump problem, there is 
grave doubt whether the decision is one 
which properly forms a precedent, and 
whether the commission has reached a 
final conclusion as to the practice applica- 
ble in principle to all pending cases. 

If the commission has reached such a

IN THE COURTS. 


“LILY WHITE” PETROLATUM “LEMON COLOR:” 
TAKAMINE IND. CO. SUES OIL PRODUCTS 


Paraphrasing the Bard of Avon’s hom- 
ily on “What’s in a name?” and applying 
it toward “lily white” petrolatum, it ap- 
pears that in certain trading circles lily 
white literally means “lemon color.”’ That 
interesting fact was disclosed through pa- 
pers filed with the Supreme Court, in 
which the Takamine Industrial Company, 
Ltd., is endeavoring to collect $9,797.99 
from the Oil Products Company, Inc, 

Needless to say, the reply of the Oil 
Products Company is elucidating, at least 
to the Oriental exporting firm. Inci- 
dentally it relieves what otherwise would 
be a serious situation in view of the 
charges made against the manufacturers. 

Through the law firm of Guggenheim, 
Untermyer & Marshall, the plaintiff com- 
pany sued alleging that on May 31, 1918, 
the Takamine Laboratory, Inc., contract- 
ed with the defendant for the purchase of 
30 tons of lily white petrolatum at 10 
cents per pound. It was agreed that the 
shipment of the merchandise to C. Ta- 
keda, at Osaka, Japan, should be made 
at the purchaser's expense. 


Prior to the sale, the Takamine Labora- 
tory concern alleged a contract had been 
procured with Takeda for the _ product. 
He was to pay 12 cents a pound for the 
petrolatum, netting the original buyer a 
fair profit on the deal. This intention to 
resell was disclosed to the oil company, 
according to the plaintiff. 


When discussing the quality of the 
goods the buyer alleges that mention of 
the color was made with the assurance 
that it was all its name indicated. There- 
fore, the plaintiffs paid $6,252.15 to the 
defendants and expended $2,131.61 on 
freight charges in shipping the consign- 
ment abroad. 


The shipment was made in sealed bar- 
rels and the plaintiff states there was no 
opportunity on this side to determine its 
quality or color. Upon its arrival in 
Japan Takeda appears to have refused to 
accept the consignment because the petro- 
latum seemed yellow and of an inferior 
grade. The Takamine concern said it 
would not have made the agreement ex- 
cept for the representations made by the 
defendants, 

However, the defendants’ answer, which 
was filed by Powers & Kaplan, avers that 
it is common knwledge among the trade 
that lily white petrolatum is a “lemon 
color” merchandise, and asserts that a 
sample of the goods shipped abroad was 
shown to the plaintiffs before making the 
shipment without bringing forth any ob- 
jections. Also the defendants deny any 
knowledge of the arrangement alleged to 
have been made with Takeda, although 
admitting his name appeared on the con- 
signment blank. 


Interocean Oil Company Sued for 
$150,000 in Steel Storage 
Tank Case. 


After having negotiated for the lease 
and later consummating the purchase of 
valuable oil lands in Mexico, James H. 
Kidder, Albert Francke and Malcolm C. 
Anderson, allege the Interocean Oil Com- 
pany and Raphael R. Govin refused to 
perform their share of an alleged agree- 
ment which would permit the plaintiffs to 
erect and own two steel tanks of 55,000 
barrels capacity upon the property. Their 
complaint, which was filed in the Supreme 
Court by Alexander & Keenan, their at- 
torneys, demands damages of $150,000. 

Prior to the acquis’tion of the oil tract 
Messrs. Kidder, Francke and Anderson 
were engaged in the business of buying 
and selling oil lands and properties in 
Mexico as agents and principals, accord- 
ing to the complaint. The defendant com- 
pany is a South Dakota corporation with 
offices in this city at No. 90 West street, 
where Mr. Govin also has an office. 

During the month of January, 1913, the 
plaintiffs assert an agreement was made 
with the defendants whereby the former’s 
services were employed as brokers and 
agents to negoetiate and procure a lease 
with an option to buy property situated 
on the south bank of the Panuco River, 
Mexico, which was owned by Adolfo M. 
de Obrigon. 

In compensating the plaintiffs, they as- 
sert, the defendants agreed to grant them 
the right to construct two steel tanks on 
the property for the purpose of storing, 
shipping and marketing oil, together with 
the right to use pumps, pipes, docks and 
wharves and other machinery which the 
defendant agreed would be erected on the 
tract. Further, the plaintiffs state they 
were assured that, if successful in com- 
pleting the deal, they would have a per- 
manent right to the tanks, with the un- 
derstanding that all the connections with 
the defendants’ appliances would have to 
be installed at their expense. 

In pursuance of their employment the 
plaintiffs declared they rendered the serv- 
ices for which they were engaged and did 
negotiate the lease on January 22, 1913, 
which resulted in the purchase of the 
property in January, two years later. 
Since then, allege Messrs. Kidder, Francke 
and Anderson, the oil company has re- 
fused to grant them permission to erect 
the steel tanks, although they have 
agreed to relinquish ownership of the 
tanks for property of equal value in the 
vicinity. They estimate the refusal of 
the company has cost them $150,000. 


Dixie Oil Company Enters Counter 
Claim and Asks $416,275.21 


Damages. 


Responding to a counter-claim entered 
by the Dixie Oil Company of Kentucky, 
Inc., which asserts that it was the dam- 
aged party and demands the sum of $416,- 
275.21, H. O. Johnson, plaintiff in the ac- 
tion which has been started in the Supreme 
Court, denies there was any misrepresen- 
tation in disposing of an oil lease in Es- 
tell County, Ky., to the defendant corpo- 
ration, 

Mr. Johnson reiterates his claim for 
damages of $23,301.68 and says that be- 


fore the deal was consummated J. L. 
Warner, A. W. Ricker and J. J. Van Dis- 
sen met with J. A. Robertson at Irvine, 
Ky., and discussed the nature of the oil 
lease. Messrs. Robertson and Ricker, he 
asserts, before executing the lease had 
an opportunity to inspect the property 
about to be conveyed and were able to 
gauge the production of the well which 
ar acquired for the defendant corpora- 
on. 

After completing the transaction for 
the transfer of the lease Messrs. Robert- 
son and Ricker, according to the plaintiff, 
formed the Dixie Oil Company of Ken- 
tucky, Inc., and agreed to assume all lia- 
see in connection with the acquired 
ands. 


W. B. Gallagher Replies to Cotton & 
Co. Charge in Paraffine Wax 


Suit-—Intimates Substitution. 


Intimation that Cotton & Co., Inc., sub- 
stituted an inferior grade of goods in ship- 
ping a consignment of paraffine wax to the 
W. B. Gallagher, Inc., is made by the latter 
in defending an action brought in the Su- 
preme Court for the recovery of several 
thousand dollars. The answer was filed 
by Moses Altmann, counsel for’ the de- 
fendants, and admits that a contract was 
entered into on December 6, 1918, where- 
by the plaintiff agreed to sell and deliver 
twenty tons of paraffine wax, 130-132 de- 
grees melting point, Sinclair brand, same 
refined. 

The defendant alleges that in pretended 
compliance of the contract the plaintiff 
shipped certain goods which arrived in 
New York on February 3, 1919. Upon in- 
formation and belief the statement is 
made that the defendants examined. the 
goods and discovered the quality, was not 
the same contracted for and therefore re- 
fused to accept the shipment. i 

Declaring that they performed al} the 
terms of the contract, the defendants ask 
for judgment. 


Linco Refining Co. Must Pay Judg- 
ment to W. R. Grace & Co. 


A judgment for $1,486.95 has been filed 
in the office of the County Clerk against 
the Linco Refining Company, Inc., and jin 
favor of W. R. Grace & Co. of No. 7 Han- 
over Square. Judgment was taken by de- 
fault after the service of a complaint in 
which it was alleged that $1,000 was 
loaned the defendants on December 5, 
1918, at Jamestown, N. Y., upon a promis- 
sory note signed by C. H. Cotton_ presi- 
dent of the refining company, and on a 
second note for $900 executed at Buffalo, 
N. Y., on January 4 1919. On the first 
note part payment was made. 


State Insurance Superintendent Sues 
Casualty Co. in Gasoline Bonding 


Case. 


An application has been filed in the 
Supreme Court by Jesse S. Phillips, §u- 
perintendent of Insurance, for an order to 
take possession of the property and 
liquidate the business of the Casualty 
Company of America, because the latter 
company is alleged to have bonded an oil 
concern which contracted to sell large 
quantities of gasoline to the city. . 

The complaint states that Mars E. 
Wheeler and Walter L. Fleishman, ag co- 
partners of the Oil Marketing OP DA BY 
made a contract with the city ter he 
sale to the Police Department and the De- 
partment of Bridges of 63,917 gallons of 
gasoline at a price of 9.85 cents per’ gal- 
lon. The contract was executed on Au- 
gust 12, 1915, and deliveries wer@ to be- 
gin when ordered by the city aw ee. 

At the time it is alleged, the, Casualty 
company indemnified the city against a 
loss by bonding the oil concern for $2,650. 
Thereafter the oil company is alleged to 
have failed to perform its part of the con- 
tract, and on December 9, 1915, the city 
notified Wheeler and Fleishman. that: it 
considered they had defaulted. 

Subsequently the city bought’ 42,545 
gallons of gasoline for the Police Depart; 
ment and paid $2,690.59 in excess of the 
sum it would have been obliged {9 96 un+ 
der the contract with the Oil rketing’ 
Company. In purchasing 2,432 gallons of 
gasoline for the Department of Bridge’ 
the sum of $319.21 was paid in, excegs o 
the contract figures. William P. Burr, Cork 
poration Counsel for the city, who bring: 
the suit, says the Casualty company ha 
ee to pay the bond it was responsibl 
or. 


Appeal Notice Served in Metropolitan 
Petroleum-Levering Suit. . 


Notice of an appeal from an order of

PETROLEUM RESEARCH LABORATORY 
PROPOSED T0 STUDY MOTOR Fug, 


Joint Committee of Institute and Automotive f, 
gineers Favors Such—Likewise Declares jp 
Favor of Flexible Gasoline 
Specifications. 


The joint committee recently appointed 
by the Petroleum Institute and the auto- 
motive industry to take up the question 
of mo‘or fuel problems held a meeting 
last Thursday evening at the University 
Club and gave consideration to a number 
of problems bearing upon the general sub- 
ject. The meeting subsequently adopted 
a resolution calling for the presentation 
of plans by the representatives of each 
industry for the eestablishment of a cen- 
tral research laboratory. This laboratory, 
it was proposed shall be established pro- 
viding the industrial research work 
which it was recommended both indus- 
tries shall at once take up, does not pro- 
vide a solution of the motor fuel prob- 


lems. 

Dr. William M. Burton, president of 
the Standard Oil Company, of Indiana, 
was the framer of the portion of the reso- 
lution providing this feature. It included 
the supplying by the committee of esti- 
mated costs for a suitable building and 
maintenance of the same. Each organ- 
ization represented in the industry would 
be called upon to meet pro rata shares of 
the costs. 


Specifications Opposed. 


The resolution, which was introduced 
unofficially by Robert L. Welch, secre- 
tary and counsel of the Petroleum Insti- 
tute, placed the committee on record as 
being opposed to fixed specifications for 
gasoline and advocating a system of flex- 
ible specifications for motor fuel, these to 
be agreed upon from time to time by the 
technical representatives of the combined 
committees. 

The resolution in full 
lows :— 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meet- 
ing that fixed specifications for gasoline are 
undesirable, but that flexible specifications for 
motor fuel are highly necessary; 

That such specifications should be agreed 
upon from time to time by technical repre- 
sentatives of the combined committees, such 
agreements as to specifications to carry over 
a period of not less than one year with a 
forecast for the year following enabling motor 
car manufacturers to plan engines and car- 
buretors in order to make efficient use of such 
fuels; 

That such specifications should be made with 
due consideration to the price and the quan- 
tity available to the public; 

That a definite list of the fuel problems of 
the automotive industry shall be furnished to 
the oil industry and that steps shall be taken 
immediately to carry on in the laboratories of 
both industries research work toward their 
possible solution; 

That if it is established that such research 
work will not affect the desired solution that 
the committees shall present a plan including 
the estimated cost of building and maintain- 
ing a central research laboratory, and that the 
organization in each industry be requested to 
agree upon the appropriation of the necessary 
sums of money for the purpose mentioned and 
the equitable pro-rating of the total expense. 

The meeting was arranged by the rep- 
resentatives of the automotive industry 
as a means of returning the entertain- 
ment provided them in J-ine by the Pe- 
troleum Committee. It followed a din- 
ner at the University Club and_ was 
opened by a short address by J. N. 
Willys, president of the Willys-Overland 
Co., and chairman of the automotive 
section of the Conference Committee. 
Following Mr. Willys, brief addresses 
were made by Robert L. Welch and 
Henry L. Doherty, chairman of the Pe- 
troleum Committee. 


Various representatives of the auto- 
motive industry followed with statements 
as to the difficulties they were experienc- 
ing in their motors, due, they alleged, to 
the constantly decreasing quality of gas- 
oline. The chief complaint reported was 
that, due to this decrease in quality, mo- 
tors knocked, which it was believed was 
eaused by deposits of carbon. 


Wide Fuel Range. 


It was contended by some of the rep- 
resentatives of the petroleum industry 
that it was up to the automotive engi- 
neers to so design their motors and car- 
buretors that they would take a_ wide 
range of fuels, as it was exceedingly 
probable that, unless large pools of the 
lighter gravity oils were discovered, fu- 
ture motor fuels would, if anything, be 
lower in quality. 


The suggestion originated with the 
members of the petroleum industry that 
in time a research laboratory, represent- 
ing both industries, might be created as 
one of the big steps in the direction of 
solving the motor fuel problem. The oil 
representatives were’ particularly’ in 
favor of this idea, and several of them 
to the maintenance of such a laboratory. 
indicated their willingness to contribute 


The chief contention of the automo- 
tive industry was that it was necessary 
for them to have advance information 
or forecasts as to the quantity and qual- 
ity of gasoline. They were not so par- 
ticular as to the quality—simply that 
they might know what the quality would 

e, The representatives of the petroleum 
industry were exceedingly desirous of 
meeting the automotive people in_ this 
contention, but pointed out the difficul- 
ties of making any reliable forecasts 
as to the future of gasoline—either as 
to quality or supply. 


Motor Car Output. 


A. Reeves, general manager of the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Commerce, 
made an interesting statement as to the 
production of motor cars. He said that 
on a basis of the last three months’ pro- 
duction, 1,600,000 cars would be produced 
in 1919. This was below normal pro- 
duction, which was estimated to be 
2,000,000 cars. This is new production.
